MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


To  (he  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  : — As  we  enter,  to-day,  upon  the  discharge  of 
our  duties  as  managers  of  the  municipal  affairs  of  the  city  for 
the  current  year,  it  is  pleasant  to  note  that  the  distrust  and 
stagnation,  which  has  so  long  pervaded  the  various  business 
interests  of  our  country  are  beginning  to  disappear.  True,  it 
cannot  perhaps  be  said  that  any  great  and  marked  improve- 
ment has  yet  been  secured,  but  the  shrinkage  in  values  that 
has  constantly  been  going  on  since  the  panic  of  1873,  has 
ceased,  and  in  some  cases  a  positive  advance  has  been  clearly 
established.  The  unexampled  political  excitement  of  the  past 
year  has  almost  entirely  subsided  and  we  may  now  confidently 
look  forward  to  an  immediate  but  moderate  and  healthy  revival 
in  most  branches  of  trade.  This  improved  outlook  should  not, 
however,  tempt  us  to  abate  anything  of  the  most  rigid  economy. 
On  the  contrary,  it  should  stimulate  us  to  the  heartiest  efforts 
to  aid  in  the  revival  of  our  local  business,  by  seeing  to  it  that 
taxes  are  kept  at  the  lowest  possible  limit,  consistent  with  the 
public  good,  and  that  there  be  no  increase  of  the  city  debt. 
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FINANCES. 

The  bonded  debt  of  the  city  is  as  follows  :

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The  deficiency  in  assets  January  1st,  1876,  was  $3,982  35  ; 
surplus,  January  1st,  1877,  $8,996.34 — a  difference  in  favor 
of  January  1st,  1877,  of  $12,973,69.  Warrants  amounting  to 
$6,521.09  have  been  paid  by  the  Treasurer  and  charged  to  the 
several  departments  since  January  1st,  1877. 

STREETS,  SEWERS  AND  PARKS. 

The  operations  of  this  department  during  the  past  year 
have  been  almost  entirely  confined  to  the  ordinary  street  re- 
pairs. 

One  hundred  and  two  feet  of  curbing  and  paved  gutter  has 
been  put  in  on  Church  street,  by  the  property  owners.  I  repeat 
the  paragraphs  in  my  communication  of  last  year,  in  relation  to 
the  permanent  improvements  of  our  streets  : 

"  Portions  of  several  streets  need  paving  and  curbing. 
The  plan  for  accomplishing  this;  as  contemplated  in  the  last 
amendments  of  the  city  charter,  seems  to  be.  that  the  entire 
cost  of  such  improvements  be  charged  upon  the  abutting  prop- 
erty. 

11  This  is  the  method  adopted  by  almost  all  the  cities  and 
larger  towns  in  the  country,  and  seems  the  only  practical  and 
feasible  one. 

lt  The  tax  for  these  improvements  may  not  in  this  way 
be  distributed  with  absolute  evenness,  but  if  it  is  in  any  degree 
partial,  it  is  in  favor  of  the  poorer  classes. 

4 1  The  charter  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  City  Council  to 
decide  finally  and  definitely  upon  this  matter,  and  I  quite 
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agree  with  my  predecessor,  that,  if  this  policy  of  charging  all 
cost  of  such  improvements  upon  the  abutting  property  was 
finally  established  and  our  citizens  assured  that  when  they  had 
once  paid  for  a  permanent  improvement  to  the  streets  in  front 
of  their  property,  they  would  not  be  called  upon  to  defray,  by 
taxation  or  in  any  other  way,  any  portion  of  similar  improve- 
ments in  other  parts  of  the  city,  extensive  and  very  valuable 
improvements  would  be  very  soon  effected,  without  any  increase 
of  the  city  debt,  or  the  city  tax." 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  the  policy  of  the  city  in  this 
regard  be  clearly  defined  by  ordinance  or  otherwise. 

A  suitable  barn,  with  sheds,  for  horses,  carts  and  tools,  is 
very  much  needed.  The  great  necessity  of  this  small  expendi- 
ture has  been  urged  in  every  annual  report  for  several  years, 
and  it  should  not  be  longer  neglected.  Oar  present  method  is 
most  inconvenient  and  wasteful. 

Sewers  have  been  constructed,  during  the  past  season,  in 
portions  of  St.  Paul,  Pine.  Spruce,  Pearl  Union  and  Locust 
streets,  and  in  the  Ravine,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  4,570 
feet,  at  a  cost  of  $8,701.92.  Of  this  sum.  $4,192.43  was 
charged  upon  abutting  property,  and  the  balance,  $4,509.49, 
was  paid  by  the  city. 

The  city  has  paid  Dr.  B.  S.  Nichols  $1,000  for  about  200 
feet  of  main  sewer,  constructed  by  him  in  the  Ravine  leading 
north  from  College  street,  including  the  right  of  way  from  Col- 
lege street  to  the  northerly  boundary  of  his  land  near  Pearl 
street.  There  has  also  been  laid  1,258  feet  of  drain  pipe  and 
tile. 
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All  the  sewers  are  constructed  in  exact  accordance  with 
the  plan  prepared  by  the  City  Engineer,  with  great  care,  and 
at  considerable  expense,  and,  after  much  and  full  discussion, 
adopted  by  the  City  Council.  The  importance  of  a  strict  and 
rigid  adherence  to  such  plan  cannot  be  too  strongly  insisted 
upon :  otherwise  we  may  expect  very  serious  loss  and  injury  to 

result  to  the  city. 

The  cost  of  keeping  the  City  Parks  in  order  the  past  year 
was  $368.04.  The  expenses  incurred  within  the  past  few 
years  in  remodelling  and  renovating  them  has  resulted  in  a 
most  gratifying  improvement,  and  a  small  annual  expenditure 
hereafter  will  be  sufficient  to  keep  them  in  their  present  good 
condition. 

SCHOOLS. 

This  department  seems  to  have  had  another  prosperous 
year.  The  people  have  just  expressed  their  approval  of  its 
work  by  re-electing  the  three  Commissioners  whose  terms  of 
service  expired  on  the  first  of  the  present  month. 

Attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent, just  published,  which  details  in  an  interesting  man- 
ner the  condition  of  our  schools  at  the  present  time,  and  shows 
by  comparison  with  former  reports  the  great  progress  they  have 
made  in  the  last  ten  years.  Its  financial  affairs  appear  to  have 
been  managed  with  prudence,  and  the  annual  expenditure  for 
current  expenses  has  been  somewhat  reduced  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  number  of  teachers  has  been  increased,  while 
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the  number  of  children  receiving  instruction  is  larger  than  ever 
before.  As  was  stated  by  me  last  year,  the  buildings  and  fur- 
niture of  this  department  are  in  a  condition  which  will  not  call 
for  any  special  taxation  for  some  years  to  come,  further  than 
the  tax  provided  by  law  for  current  expenses.  The  matter  of 
a  new  endowed  High  School,  referred  to  in  Superintendent's 
report,  is  one  of  great  importance,  and  should  be  encouraged  and 
promoted  by  all.  The  School  Board  does  not,  however,  as 
some  have  erroneously  inferred,  contemplate  any  special  taxa  = 
tion  for  that  purpose. 

CRIMINAL  AND  POLICE. 

The  expenses  of  these  departments  for  the  past  year  were  : 
For  costs  in  city  and  justice  courts  $1,006.92  against  $1,229.- 
57  in  1875 ;  expenses  of  police,  $2,265.50,  against  $2,570, 
for  1875.  The  amendments  to  the  city  charter,  obtained 
last  year,  promise  to  effect  a  reduction  in  the  expenses  in  the 
criminal  department,  as  the  expenses,  so  far,  the  present  year 
have  been  less  than  in  former  years.  The  reports  of  the  City 
Judge  and  Police  Justice,  show  96  cases  tried  in  1876,  against 
133  in  1875. 

The  cost  of  the  police  department  has  been  exceptionally 
small.  In  most  of  the  smaller  cities  of  New  England,  vary- 
ing from  10,000  to  30,000  inhabitants,  the  expense  of  the 
police  varies  from  $1.00  to  $1.50  per  capita;  while  ours  is  but 
about  15  cents  per  capita.  The  mere  statement  of  this  fact 
argues  at  once  the  efficiency  of  the  police  and  the  order-loving, 

law-abiding  character  of  our  citizens. 
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WATER  WORKS. 

The  disbursements  in  this  department,  the  past  year,  were 
as  follows  :  Interest  on  bonds,  $14,694.00  ;  salary  of  super- 
intendent,  SI, 000  ;  current  expenses,  including  cost  of  pump- 
ing and  repairs,  $9,052.40— total,  $24,746.40.  Received 
from  collection  of  water  rates,  $19,646.95  ;  showing  a  defic- 
iency of  $.r  ,099.45,  as  against  $11,080.94  in  1875.  Gratify- 
ing as  this  reduction  in  the  deficiency  of  this  department  is, 
it  is  by  no  means  all  that  can  be  accomplished  in  this  direc- 
tion. For  several  years  after  the  works  were  constructed,  the 
pumping  machinery  was  satisfactorily  operated  by  contract 
during  the  past  few  years  the  city  has  operated  it  by  day 
labor.  The  experience  thus  obtained  shows  conclusively,  that 
the  contract  system  is  just  as  reliable  and  very  much  the 
cheapest.  I  therefore  again  recommend  a  return  to  that  sys- 
tem, and  fully  believe  that  with  the  saving  that  may  thus  be 
made,  a  still  further  reduction  in  our  current  expenses,  and 
continued  vigilance  in  seeing  that  the  city  gets  pay  for  all  the 
watei  used,  the  department  will  very  soon  be  self  supporting. 
True  economy  will,  in  my  judgment,  be  found  in  this  direction, 
rather  than  in  any  radical  and  expensive  changes  in  the  pres- 
ent source,  or  mode  of  supply.  It  is  not  a  good  time  to 
engage  in  any  costly  experiments.  I  think  it  advisable,  how- 
ever, to  supply  the  few  localities  above  the  level  of  the  pres- 
ent reservoir,  which  can  effectually  be  done,  and  at  a  slight 
cost,  by  attaching  a  small  stand-pipe  to  the  present  works. 
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Many  of  our  citizens  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  water 
should  be  taken  at  a  point  further  out  in  the  lake.  The  health 
officer  also  ad  vises  it.  A  permanent  iron  pipe  of  ample  capac- 
ity and  extending  into  the  lake  such  distance  as  may  be  desired 
can  be  put  down  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  six  to  eight  dollars 
per  lineal  foot.  I  commend  the  matter  to  your  serious  consid- 
eration. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  regular  department  consists  of  seven  organizations, 
with  277  members;  the  volunteer  department,  of  four  organ- 
izations, and  106  members,  who  own  their  own  apparatus  and 
equipage,  but  are  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  at 
fires,  as  the  regular  firemen.  The  total  expenditures  for  1876 
were:  For  current  expenses  and  repairs,  $1,285  91  :  water, 
$1,200.00;  400  feet  hose,  purchased  in  1875,  $360.00; 
total,  $2,845.91. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  department  in  1875  was 
$4,558.71 ;  current  expenses,  exclusive  of  repairs,  $1,651  87. 
In  this  comparison  is  especially  to  be  observed  the  favorable 
reduction  in  current  expenses,  while  the  efficiency  of  the  fire- 
men has  been  increased.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  never  since  its 
organization  has  greater  harmony  prevailed,  or  equal  discip- 
line and  efficiency  been  exhibited.  For  this  favorable  condi- 
tion of  affairs  great  credit  is  due,  alike,  to  the  able  and  discreet 
Board  of  Engineers,  and  to  the  subordinate  organizations. 

I  ask  your  careful  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  concerning  the  hydrants,  and  a  room  for  head- 
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quarters  of  the  department.  With  regard  to  the  hydrants, 
entire  uniformity  is  most  desirable.  As  the  present  inferior 
hydrants  from  time  to  time  give  out,  or  are  from  any  cause 
replaced  by  others,  the  new  ones  should  be  of  uniform  pattern 
with  the  best  we  have.  As  to  a  suitable  room  for  the  Board 
of  Engineers,  that  can  easily  be  provided  for  by  utilizing  room 
in  the  City  Hall,  now  vacant.  In  this  connection.  I  desire  to 
repeat  the  suggestions  made  by  me  a  year  ago,  as  to  a  central 
hose  depot.  Such  a  building  is  required  for  cleaning  and  car- 
ing for  the  hose  in  use,  and  for  storing  surplus  supplies.  The 
fact  that  the  losses  by  fire  during  the  past  year  have  been  but 
$ 2,210  is  a  record  such  as  has  seldom  been  made  in  a  city  of 
this  size. 

When  we  consider  the  frequent  and  disastrous  fires  which 
have  occurred  in  many  of  the  large  towns  in  the  State;  we 
turn  with  no  little  pride  to  our  fire  department  and  city  water 
works- 
Security  and  protection  is  the  foundation  of  our  prosper- 
ity, and  the  expenditures  made  for  these  purposes  prove  the 
wisdom  of  our  citizens. 

Both  these  matters  should  receive  your  watchful  and  fos- 
tering care. 

FLETCHER  FREE  LIBRARY. 

Many  gifts  have  been  made  to  the  library,  during  the  past 
year,  by  private  citizens  and  public  societies.  We  may  rea- 
sonably expect  such  thoughtful  generosity  to  continue,  and  be 
a  constant  means  of  its  growth,  and  increase  of  its  usefulness 
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This  good  example  I  commend  to  our  citizens,  being  sure  that 
there  is  no  better  way  to  show  regard  to  the  good  name  of  our 
city,  or  to  advance  the  general  good.  By  the  donations  made 
last  year,  by  its  generous  founders  some  of  the  deficiencies 
among  the  standard  books  have  been  supplied,  and  many  vol- 
umes added  to  the  more  popular  classes  of  fiction  and  travel. 
The  librarian's  report  shows  10,772  volumes  now  on  the 
shelves,  a  gain  of  1.868  volumes  during  the  past  year.  Even 
more  satisfactory  is  the  increase  in  the  use  of  the  books,  which, 
after  all.  is  the  real  test  of  a  library's  usefulness.  Sixty-five 
per  cent  is  the  gain  here — sufficient  proof  of  the  increasing 
interest  the  community  takes  in  it  and  of  the  benefit  it  is  reap- 
ing from  it. 

The  addition  of  over  eighteen  hundred  new  books  has 
added  largely  to  the  work  of  preparing  the  catalogue,  and 
delayed  its  completion.  The  trustees,  however,  expect  that  it 
will  be  ready  at  an  early  day.  and  1  hope  that  its  accuracy  and 
detailed  information  will  compensate  for  the  time  and  expense 
consumed  in  its  preparation.  There  has  b?en  drawn  from  the 
city  treasury  the  past  year  on  account  of  the  library  $3,206.60. 

POOR  DEPARTMENT. 

Owing  to  the  unusual  depression  of  business  the  past  year, 
and  the  consequent  lack  of  employment  for  the  poorer  classes, 
the  calls  upon  thid  department  have  largely  increased,  but  in 
the  absence  of  any  prevailing  epidemic,  and  by  the  great  care 
and  good  judgment  exercised  by  your  efficient  Overseer  in  dis- 
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pensing  the  charities  of  the  city,  the  expenses  have  been  kept 
within  the  appropriation,  and  but  few,  if  indeed  any,  families  or 

individuals  have  suffered  from  want  or  neglect. 

The  Ladies'  Aid  Society  and  other  private  organizations 
and  individuals  have  contributed  most  generously  to  the  relief 
of  the  poor  and  destitute. 

The  farm  buildings,  stock  and  farm  implements  are  in  good 
condition,  and  the  management  at  the  poor  house,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fuller,  has  been  such  as  to  satisfy 
the  unfortunate  inmates;  and  commend  itself  to  the  approval  of 
the  public. 

This  department  has  drawn  from  the  Treasury  the  past 
year  $7,000,  being  $604.46  less  than  in  1875. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  character  of  the  employes  of  the  city  in  the  different 
departments,  is  a  matter  of  no  little  consequence.  These 
should  be  selected,  solely,  on  account  of  their  capacity  and 
fitness  for  the  service  required  of  them.  I  allude  to  this,  be- 
cause there  appears  to  be  a  growing  tendency  to  give  employ- 
ment to  persons  whose  only  qualifications  consist  in  their  abili- 
ty to  render  service  to  the  dominant  political  party  by  their 
influence  or  votes  at  the  polls. 

There  is  no  reason  to  suppose  this  is  confined  to  either 
political  party,  but,  in  my  judgment,  it  is  mischievous,  and  the 
practice  should  be  stopped.  Let  each  department  select  its 
employes  upon  strict  business  principles,  choosing  them,  only, 
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on  account  of  their  faithfulness  and  capacity,  and  we  shall  then 
obtain  the  largest  service  at  the  minimum  cost. 

I  trust  the  statements  and  suggestions  I  have  made  may 
aid  us  in  arriving  at  a  correct  understanding  of  the  true  condi- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  the  different  departments,  and  in  devising 
such  measures  as  will  be  best  calculated  to  promote  the  inter- 
ests of  our  city.  I  pledge  you  the  closest  and  most  prompt  at- 
tention on  my  part  to  such  duties  as  devolve  upon  me,  and  trust 
the  extremely  pleasant  relations  that  have  existed  between  us 
the  past  year  may  continue  to  mark  all  our  official  intercourse.

To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Barling- 
ton  : 

In  presenting  the  13th  annual  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  department  which  have  come  under  my  supervision  for 
the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1877,  you  will  permit  me  to 
acknowledge  my  appreciation  of  the  confidence  reposed  in 
me  as  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  as  well  as  of 
the  promptness  with  which  every  necessary  assistance  had 
been  rendered  by  your  Honorable  Body  towards  maintain- 
ing the  same  I  respectfully  present,  for  your  consideration, 
the  annual  report,  showing  the  condition  thereof;  a  record  of 
all  the  fires  and  alarms  and  causes  which  have  occurred  in  the 
city  during  the  year;  the  names  of  officers  and  members  of 
the  companies  under  my  charge.

As  usual,  the 
city  has  been  very  fortunate  in  regard  to  losses  by  fire  ;  the 
most  serious  one  occurring  Dec.  27th,  at  which  the  firemen 
did  efficient  service  considering  the  headway  of  the  fire  before 
the  alarm  was  sounded.  It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the 
McGettrick  fire  no  general  alarm  was  sounded,  it  being 
wholly  controlled  b}^  Barnes  Hose  Co.  No  7. 

CITY  PROPERTY. 

There  has  been  no  change  of  note  in  the  property  of  the 
department  from  last  year,  which  consists  of  two  (2)  hand 
engines,  one  (1)  hook  and  ladder  carriage,  seven  (7)  hose 
carts,  together  with  all  necessary  equipments  for  active  service 
— all  in  good  order. 

HOSE 

on  hand  and  in  good  order,  thirteen  hundred  feet  (1300)  leather, 
two  thousand  (2000)  feet  linen  and  rubber  lined:  which,  with 
the  fifteen  hundred  feet  recently  voted,  will  make  the  depart- 
ment complete. 

HYDRANTS. 

A  valuable  addition  is  the  placing  new  hydrants  above 
the  curb.  I  would  recommend  a  new  4-way  hydrant  at 
corner  of  Main  and  St.  Paul  Sts.,  in  place  of  the  old  under- 
ground one.  It  is  a  prominent  position  for  one,  as  much  valu- 
able property  lies  in  its  immediate  vicinity. 

THE  ANNUAL  PARADE 

occurred  Sept.  18th,  1877-  All  of  the  companies  of  the  regular 
department  reported  with  full  ranks  and  made  a  creditable 
appearance.

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THE  VOLUNTEER  (INDEPENDENT)  DEPARTMENT 

consists  ol  four  (4)  hose  carts  fully  equipped  and  reported  in 
good  order. 

Your  Board  of  Engineers  have  failed  to  see  the  room  for 
Headquarters  recommended  by  ex-Chief  Foster  and  endorsed 
by  you  ;  the  same  would  be  very  convenient  many  times.  I 
desire  to  tender  thanks  for  myself  and  Assistants  to  the 
gentlemen  constituting  the  Fire  Committee  for  their  cordial 
support  in  matters  tending  to  the  improvement  of  the  depart- 
ment ;  and  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  regular  and 
volunteer  department  for  the  prompt,  willing  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  they  have  responded  to  all  calls  for  assistance.

To  the  Hon.  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  The  following  is  my  report  of  the  business 
of  this  office  since  Jan.  1st,  1817. 

At  the  time  of  my  last  annual  report  the  following  named 
cases  were  pending,  in  which  the  city  was  interested  : 

William  L.  Strong  vs.  The  Street  Commissioners. 

Wales  &  Taft,  Townsend  &  Hill,  et  als.,  vs.  The  City. 

Noah  Allen  and  Sanford  Wager  vs.  The  City. 

S.  W.  Thayer  vs.  The  City. 

State  vs.  Romeo  H.  Start. 

D  A.  Smalley  vs.  The  City. 

N.  K.  Brown  vs.  The  City. 

Minnie  Cabana  vs.  Thomas  Maher,  Jr. 

The  case  of  William  L.  Strong,  on  account  of  the  impor- 
tance and  nicety  of  the  legal  questions  involved,  was,  by 
order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  tried  before  the  General  Term  at 
Montpelier  in  November  last. 

The  claim  made  by  the  orator,  Strong,  in  that  case,  is 
fully  and  clearly  set  forth  in  the  brief  of  his  counsel  before 
that  court.  It  seems  well  to  quote  it  here,  that  it  may  be 
seen  how  broad  the  claim  litigated  was,  and  exactly  what  was 
decided.    It  reads  as  follows  : 
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"  The  orator,  claiming  to  be  the  owner  of  two  pieces  of 
land,  one,  the  tract  covered  by  the  lease  of  1809  from  the 
Selectmen  of  Burlington  to  Lyman  King,  95  feet  east  and 
west  by  89  feet  north  and  south,  in  the  north-east  corner  of 
the  Court  House  Square,  so  called  ;  and  the  other,  a  piece  24 
feet  north  and  south  by  about  84  feet  east  and  west,  adjoining 
the  King  lease  lot  on  the  south  asks  the  Court  to  enjoin  the 
defendants,  acting  under  a  vote  of  the  City  Council  of  Bur- 
lington to  that  effect,  from  closing  up  to  wagon  travel 
and  converting  into  an  enclosed  park,  a  piece  of  land  lying 
immediately  west  of  the  orator's  said  lands,  between  them 
and  the  park  as  it  was  enclosed  when  the  bill  was  brought, 
extending  from  College  to  Main  Street,  and  which  the  orator 
claims  he  is  entitled  to  have  kept  open  as  a  public  highway 
in  front  of  his  lands,  and  a  means  of  public  and  private 
approach  thereto." 

The  case  was  terminated  by  a  decision  by  said  court 
adverse  to  Mr.  Strong's  claim,  fully  establishing  the  right  of 
the  public,  by  its  officers,  to  determine  from  time  to  time,  as 
the  public  good  shall  require,  the  care  which  shall  be  taken 
and  the  use  which  shall  be  made  of  the  public  parks,  by  the 
public,  and  the  orator's  bill  was  dismissed  with  costs  to  the 
defendants.  Hon.  Daniel  Roberts  had  been  employed  as 
counsel  in  this  case,  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
before  the  case  came  to  my  charge,  and  he  rendered  able  and 
valuable  services  all  through  in  its  management  and  trial. 
The  opinion  in  this  case  by  Judge  Barrett,  which  is  the  view 
ol  the  entire  court  except  Judge  Ri.yce,  who  dissented,  is  a 
valuable  exposition  of  the  law  upon  this  class  ol  property, 
and  is  worth  to  the  public  all  tha*  it  has  cost  to  obtain  it. 

The  case  of  Wales  &  Taft,  Townsend  &  Hill,  et  als.,  is  an 
appeal  from  sewer  assessment.  That  portion  of  the  case 
respecting  the  rights  of  Townsend  &  Hill  has  been  settled, 
and  they  have  paid  the  assessment  agreed  upon  into  the  City 
Treasury.    As  to  the  other  parties  the  case  is  now  pending. 
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The  case  of  Noah  Alien  and  Sanford  Wager  was  an 
appeal  by  those  two  gentlemen  from  a  sewer  assessment. 
The  same  was  terminated  at  the  Api il  Term  of  the  County 
Court,  by  the  payment,  by  Mr.  Wager,  of  the  assessment 
agreed  upon  against  him  in  settlement  of  that  portion  of  the 
case,  and  a  judgment  against  Mr.  Allen  for  the  sum  of  $500, 
which  has  been  duly  certified  to  the  City  Clerk  for  record 
and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  for  collection  as  the 
law  provides. 

The  case  of  S.  W.  Thayer  is,  to  some  extent,  described 
in  my  last  report.  It  is  a  suit  for  damages  claim'd  to  have 
resulted  to  him  by  reason  of  the  open  sewer  on  the  land  of 
Hon.  J.  N.  Pomeroy,  and  for  damages  resulting  from  the  con- 
struction of  the  sewer  across  Church  Street  near  his  premises. 
This  case  is  one  of  importance  to  the  public,  and  in  its  trial 
promises  to  develop  principles  of  law  of  very  great  nicety. 
In  my  last  report  I  expressed  the  hope  that  the  case  would 
be  settled  by  a  satisiactory  repair  of  the  sewer  complained 
of,  without  the  expense  of  a  trial  ;  but  the  claim  made  by  the 
plaintiff  for  damages  in  the  suit^n  addition  to  any  repairs  that 
can  be  made,  is  so  large  that,  for  one,  I  have  now  no  expecta- 
tion of  such  a  result,  and  the  case  has  been  fully  prepared  for 
trial,  which  is  expected  at  the  next  term. 

The  case  of  State  vs.  R.  H.  Start  was  a  prosecution  for 
assault  and  battery  brought  by  the  Grand  Juror.  On  examina- 
tion of  the  case  I  became  satisfied  that  on  its  trial  there 
was  no  reasonable  hope  of  conviction.  I  did  not  feel  jus- 
tified in  making  the  expense  of  a  trial  in  so  doubtful  a 
case  and  I  entered  a  nolle  prosequi. 

The  case  of  D.  A.  Smalley  was  an  appeal  from  a  sewer 
assessment.  The  suit  was  discontinued  on  the  death  of  the 
plaintiff  appellant  and  the  assessment  was  presented  to  the 
commissioners  and  allowed  in  full  against  the  estate. 

The  case  of  N.  K.  Brown  was  an  appeal  from  a  sewer 
assessment  and  is  now  pending. 
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The  case  of  Cabana  vs.  Maher  was  a  prosecution  for  bas- 
tardy assumed  by  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor  and  was  success- 
fully terminated  by  the  solemnization  of  the  marriage  cove- 
nant, which  healed,  in  law,  all  breaches  before  existing.  The 
Overseer  of  the  Poor  is  entitled  to  all  the  credit  for  the  happy 
and  successful  termination  of  this  litigation  without  expense 
to  the  public. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  the  following  appeals  have 
been  taken  fiom  sewer  assessments  and  are  now  pending  in 
the  County  Court : 

Daniel  Roberts,  administrator,  vs.  The  City. 

Robert  McLoughlin  vs.  The  City. 

Wyman  W.  Pearl's  estate  vs.  The  City. 

First  Congregational  Society  vs.  The  City. 

The  following  named  cases  have  arisen  since  said  report 
and  are  now  pending  in  the  County  Court : 

The  Overseer  of  the  Poor  has  brought  a  proceeding  for 
the  removal  of  a  pauper  to  the  town  of  Ferrisburgh  and  that 
town  has  appealed  to  the  County  Court, where  the  case  is  now 
pending'. 

Robert  McLoughlin  has  brought  an  action  of  case  against 
the  city  for  damages  resulting  to  him  from  an  alleged  want  of 
care  on  the  part  of  the  city  in  the  construction  of  the  sewer- 
in  Spruce  Street,  and  the  case  is  now  pending  in  the  County 
Court. 

Aaron  Wortheim,of  Hinesburgh,has  brought  a  suit  against 
the  city  for  damages  claimed  to  have  resulted  to  him  by  rea- 
son of  an  accident  on  the  highway  near  the  reservoir  in  the 
city,  in  December,  1876,  while  driving  with  his  horse  and 
sleigh.  His  complaint  is,  that  a  load  of  hay  had  been  tipped 
over  and  left  upon  the  margin  of  the  way,  and  his  horse,  tak- 
ing fright  at  the  hay,  ran  and  was  injured,  and  that  he 
received  bodily  harm. 

The  load  of  hay  was  left  upon  the  way  by  Win,  B.  Doug- 
lass, Esq.,  of  Williston,  and  I  gave  Mr.  Douglass  proper 
notice  of  the  pendency  of  the  suit,  and  asked  him  to  assume 
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the  defense  of  it,  and  notified  him  that  the  City  would  look  to 
him  for  all  costs  and  damages  resulting  to  it  from  said  suit. 

If  the  plaintiff  should  recover  in  the  suit,  I  am  clearly  of 
opinion  that  Mr.  Douglass  will  be  liable  to  the  City  for  what 
it  is  obliged  to  expend  therein. 

This  case  was  tried  twice  by  a  jury  at  Hiuesbnrgh,  last 
summer,  and  resulted  both  times  in  a  disagreement.  It  was 
then,  on  consultation  with  Mr.  Douglass,  thought  best  to  take 
the  case  to  the  County  Court  without  any  more  expense  in  a 
trial  that  would  not  be  final  if  a  decision  was  reached.  The 
case  was  taken  by  the  defendant  to  the  County  Court,  where 
it  is  now  pending. 

These  are  all  the  cases  now  pending  in  which  the  City  is 
interested.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Burlington: 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor,  as  Chief  of  Police,  to  sub- 
mit my  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1877  : 

The  whole  number  of  arrests  made  during  that  time  by 
the  Police  Department  has  been  four  hundred  and  sixty-three 
(463),  and  are  classified  as  follows  :

In  addition  to  the  above  arrests,  I,  as  Chief  of  Police,  have 
by  direction  of  the  Mayor  caused  inquest  to  be  held  upon  the 
bodies  of  two  persons  (males)  found  dead  :  one  by  drowning, 
and  one  killed  by  being  run  over  by  a  circus  wagon.  The 
verdict  in  both  cases  was  "  that  cause  of  death  was  accidental." 

During  the  past  year  493  persons  received  shelter  at  the 
station  house.  In  1875.  the  number  was  884.  In  1876.  the 
number  was  653 — showing  a  decrease  of  "Tramp  "  patronage 
of  160  between  the  last  year  and  the  year  previous. 

The  whole  number  of  policemen  appointed  during  the 
year  past  was  38 — one  a  railway  policeman,  under  the  law  of 
1876  ;  two  at  the  Battery  Park  and  North  street,  under 
special  vote  of  the  City  Council  for  a  limited  term  ;  and  the 
remainder  have  been  on  duty  in  the  several  wards,  as  follows  : 


In  Ward  One,  6 

In  Ward  Two,  5 

In  Ward  Three.  8 

In  Ward  Four,  7 

In  Ward  Five,  11 
And  on  the  cars  of  the  Central  Vt.  Railroad  Co.,  1 

Total,  38 


There  are  six  policemen  under  pay,  who  are  on  duty  day 
and  night,  alternately.  The  whole  cost  to  the  city,  for  police 
service  (or  patrol  duty),  the  past  year,  has  been  $2,290.00. 

There  are  confined  in  the  county  jail  at  this  date  (Dec, 
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31)  twenty  nine  (29)  prisoners  ;  of  which  number  two  only 
are  chargeable  to  the  city. 

The  very  large  falling  off  in  the  number  of  arrests  made 
in  1877  for  intoxication  and  for  selling  intoxicating 
liquors,  as  compared  with  my  report  for  1876,  is  undoubtedly 
due  in  a  great  degree  to  the  earnest  and  determined  work  of 
our  citizens  in  the  cause  of  temperance  ;  and  as  crime  of  all 
kinds  is  allied  to  and  is  the  offspring  of  intemperance,  I  can- 
not but  congratulate  our  citizens  who  have  been  so  praise- 
worthily  engaged,  upon  the  satisfactory  proof  of  their  effective 
work,  in  the  diminished  list  of  crimes  and  criminals  which  is 
shown  in  this  report  when  compared  with  that  of  the  year 
previous. 

The  falling  off  in  the  number  of  arrests  made  for  breach 
of  city  ordinance  shows,  I  think,  a  greater  knowledge  on 
the  part  of  our  people  of  our  city  laws,  and  a  greater  degree 
of  respect  for  them  upon  their  part. 

I  have  no  recommendations  to  make  in  closing  this  state- 
ment of  the  work  of  a  twelvemonth  past,  and  desire  in  closing- 
it  to  thank  His  Honor,  Mayor  Hatch,  for  the  very  courteous 
manner  he  has  at  all  times  observed  towards  myself  and  the 
members  of  the  Department  under  my  charge,  and  also  to 
thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  collectively  and 
individually,  for  the  kindness  and  favor  with  which  they  have 
attended  to  our  needs  and  my  requests.

FLETCHER  FREE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES, 


Burlington,  January  10,  1878. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  :  The  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library 
beg  leave  to  present  their  Fourth  Annual  Report. 

The  Library  has  gone  on,  the  past  year,  commending  your 
intelligent  care  of  it  and  the  wise  foresight  of  its  founders,  by 
steady  increase  of  its  use  and  its  usefulness.  The  Librarian 
will  give  you  the  figures,  in  his  Report  which  is  here  appended. 
But  it  wculd  take  more  than  figures  to  set  forth  the  intellect- 
ual and  moral  benefit,  and  the  honor  to  the  City,  which  the 
Library  secures  There  are  values  which  cannot  be  added  up 
in  columns  of  statistics,  but  which  are  sure  and  great  never- 
theless. Some  would  say,  on  that  account  they  are  sure  and 
great.  They  are  not  such  as  can  be  weighed  or  counted  up ; 
and  it  is  not  boasting  to  say  that  our  free  library  has  values, 
utilities,  benefits  in  it  quite  incalculable. 

The  event  of  the  library-year  was  the  coming  cut  of  the 
Catalogue.  Long  delayed  and  impatiently  waited  for,  it  suffi- 
ciently explains  the  delay  and  rewards  the  impatience  by  its 
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excellence.  Of  the  Catalogues  which  have  fallen  under  our 
eye,  almost  none,  among  those  of  public  libraries,  equal  it.  None 
surpass  it,  in  looks,  except  the  costly  private-printed  catalogues 
of  very  choice  private  collections.  It  speaks  for  itself  by  the 
painstaking  and  accuracy  of  the  work,  by  the  admirable  plan 
of  it  admirably  carried  out.  and  by  its  very  handsome  appear- 
ance. The  Trustees  desire  to  express  their  sense  of  the  great 
credit  this  Catalogue  is  to  our  City  by  its  thoroughness  and 
elegance.  The  end  ciowns  the  work.  Only  the  large  policy 
which  was  pursued  in  respect  to  it  could  have  made  it  what  it 
is.  and  earned  the  large  credit  which  it  ensures.  And  we 
desire  to  emphasize  here,  and  put  on  record,  our  sense  of  the 
fidelity,  quite  beyond  our  praise,  with  which  the  Cataloguer, 
Miss  Ames,  carried  through  her  careful  and  wearing  work,  and 
of  the  capital  seconding  which  the  printers.  Messrs.  Merrill  & 
Crocker,  on  their  part,  gave  her  faithful  work,  to  make  a  cata- 
logue of  which  cur  citizens  need  not  feel  ashamed,  but  take 
honest  pride  in. 

The  full  worth  of  it  will  appear  by  and  by,  after  its 
utility  shall  be  found  to  be  much  beyond  mere  handiness  in 
taking  out  books.  It  is  a  convenience  :  but  it  is  also  an  educa- 
tor. Its  great  value  will  be  found  in  its  references,  cross-refer- 
ences, notes,  bibliography,  and  the  aids  which  these  furnish  to 
persons  pursuing  lines  of  study  seriously  and  in  earnest.  Its 
importance  will  be  understood  by  them,  more  than  by  those 
reading  simply  to  pass  away  the  time  or  to  be  entertained. 
Already  it  begins  to  show  its  usefulness  in  this  direction,  by  a 
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marked  decrease,  since  it  has  been  in  use,  in  our  circulation  of 
-works  of  fiction.  It  would  hardly  be  correct  to  attribute  this 
wholly  to  the  new  use  of  the  Catalogue.  Without  doubt,  how- 
ever, a  good  part  of  it  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  it 
has  opened  to  readers  the  inner  treasures  and  better  material  of 
the  library. 

The  Librarian  furnishes  these  figures  of  our  circulation, 
through  all  the  classes  of  books,  during  the  first  two  weeks  of 
December,  1876,  and  December,  1877.

It  will  be  seen  that  while  the  total  for  this  year  exceeds 
last  year  by  156,  the  amount  of  fiction  is  less  by  54.  The 
percentage  of  fiction  for  1876  was  83;  for  1877  was  71.  And 
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it  should  be  added  that,  since  a  weekly  average  of  nearly  one 
hundred  volumes  has  been  reached  in  excess  of  last  year,  the 
real  percentage  of  fiction  would  be  much  lower  than  71  per 
cent.  We  beg  to  call  the  special  attention  of  your  Board  to 
what  our  Librarian  has  to  say  in  his  report  under  the  head  of 
"  Circulation." 

The  per  cent  of  fiction  circulated,  in  all  libraries,  runs  at 
present  a  long  way  ahead  of  that  in  any  class  beside.  But  it 
is  the  wish  and  the  purpose  of  the  trustees  and  librarians;  of 
every  weil-chosen  and  well-managed  library,  to  be  continually 
reducing  this,  and  raising  the  per  cent  of  the  circulation  in  the 
higher  classes  of  books  and  more  useful  kinds  of  reading. 
Something  has  been  attempted  by  us  in  this  line.  We  hope  to 
do  a  good  deal  more  ;  and  expect  the  Catalogue  to  prove  more 
and  more  useful  in  this  direction.  But  what  we  have  to  depend 
upon  most  lor  this  is  the  help  of  parents  and  teachers  of  the 
young  people  who  use  the  library,  and  the  taste  for  better  and 
better  reading  which  a  good  public  library  fosters.  The  pub- 
lic library  is  now  taking  its  place  among  educational  means  and 
values.  It  must  be  that,  or  it  will  be  comparatively  of  scanty 
and  doubtful  utility.  It  should  be  the  peer  and  efficient 
co-worker  with  the  high-school  and  the  college ;  to  the  higher- 
education,  the  training  in  better  and  better  thought  and  living, 
of  the  community  in  which  it  finds  a  place. 

That  our  free  library  may  be  just  this,  is  the  earnest 
wish  of  its  Trustees.    And  this  is  their  purpose  so  far  as  they 
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may  plan  and  carry  out  anything  for  the  public  gcod.  It  is  in 
the  temper  of  this  wish  that  they  renewedly  commend  it  to  the 
interest,  the  jealous  care  and  generous  providing  of  your  hon- 
orable board.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


Burlington,  Vt.,  Jan.  10,  1878. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  : 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  respectfully  present  my  report 
as  Librarian  for  the  year  ending  this  day. 

THE  CONDITION  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  volumes  registered  in  the  catalogue  of 
accessions  is  10,829.  There  are  293  duplicates  and  51  un- 
bound periodicals.  Five  (5)  volumes  have  been  lost  and  four 
(4)  have  been  withdrawn  from  circulation  by  the  Trustees;mak- 
ing  a  to:al  of  11,164  volumes  actually  in  the  Library.  The 
number  at  the  corresponding  date  last  year  was  10,772,  being  a 
consequent  gain  of  392  volumes. 

THE  CIRCULATION. 

The  Library  hap  been  open  305  days  and  14?  evenings, 
a  gain  of  five  (5)  days  and  forty-seven  (47)  evenings  over  the 
previous  year.  The  record  of  circulation  shows  38,458,  volumes 
delivered  to  borrowers  for  "  home  use."  Upwards  of  900  have

been  consulted  for  which  hall  slips  were  used.  The  largest  daily 
issue  was  376  volumes. 

The  above  statement  shows  a  gain  of  3,008  in  the  circulat- 
ing department,  and  of  more  than  200  in  the  reference  library. 
This  increase  in  the  circulation  is  a  substantial  token  of  pro- 
gress.   It  is  ur questionably  true,  that,  by  a  careful  selection  of 
the  most  popular  works  of  fiction,  the  circulation  of  any  public 
library  would  be  tripled  or  quadrupled,until  the  entire  collection 
was  read,  after  which  the  reading  would  fall  back  to  its  original 
stand-point.    This  artificial  stimulus,  however,  has  not  a  single 
commendable  feature,  and  would  never  be  tolerated  except  in 
subscription  libraries.    I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  circulation 
in  this  library  is  of  an  entirely  different  order.    Less  than  a 
half  dozen  new  novels  have  been  added  in  the  past  year,  yet  not 
only  has  the  demand  for  books  increased,  but  the  gain  has  been 
entirely  in  the  better  classes,  and  there  has  been  a  consequent 
diminution  in  novel  reading.    The  cause  of  this  variation  is 
simply, that  previously  to  June, 1877, there  was  nothing  to  show 
readers  what  the  Library  contained  except  manuscript  finding- 
lists  of  fiction,  history  and  travels.    Until  the  date  mentioned, 
the  proportion  of  fiction  ranged  from  one  hundred  (100)  per 
cent,  down  to  eighty  (80)  per  cent.    The  circulation  shows, 
since  that  date,  in  the  short  space  of  seven  months,  that  the 
rate  has  fallen  to  seventy  one  (71)  per  cent. 

This  is  the  apparent  condition  of  the  reading.  Who  shall 
not  say  that  a  volume  of  History  or  Science  or  Literature, 
kept  its  full  time  and  faithfully  read,  is  not  worth  a  dozen  sen- 
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timental,  machine-mad  e  novels  hastily  skimmed  over  to  "  get 

the  story."

The  Work. 

An  interleaved  catalogue  is  in  preparation,  which  will  be  a 
complete  list  of  all  authors  and  titles,  additions  being  made  as 
soon  as  the  books  are  received. 

As  soon  as  the  Committee  on  Sizes  makes  its  final  report 
to  the  American  Library  Association  upon  the  sizes  of  books  to 
be  adopted,  the  card-catalogue  will  be  commenced.  This  when 
finished  will  be  an  exhaustive  list  of  authors,  subjects  and 
titles  of  all  the  Library  contains,  excepting  fiction,  and  those  to 
be  included  in  the  new  Poole's  Index. 

A  small  printed  bulletin  is  also  in  preparation  which  will 
contain  all  the  authors  and  titles  added  since  the  publication  of 
the  catalogue,  and  which  I  hope  to  complete  by  February  10th. 
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Donations. 

Among  the  many  gifts  of  the  last  year  there  have  been 
several  worthy  of  especial  mention. 

From  Mrs.  H.  B.  Stacy  was  received  the  Burlington  Free 
Press  from  its  commencement  in  1827  to  1846, excepting  1835™ 
36.  The  value  of  this  set  as  a  local  record,aside  from  its  being 
absolutely  the  only  file  in  existence,  can  hardly  be  overestimat- 
ed. Any  of  our  citizens  having  copies  of  the  paper  for  those 
years  that  are  wanting,  would  confer  a  great  favor  on  the  com- 
munity by  presenting  them  to  the  Library. 

Mr.  Lawrence  Barnes  has  given  a  nearly  complete  file  of 
the  New  York  Daily  Times,  1864-68.  Mr.  Kinsley  very  kindly 
remembers  the  library  by  placing  it  on  his  "  free  list."  Several 
scarce  Vermont  books  have  been  presented  by  Mr.  Haselton. 
The  Popular  Science  Monthly,  in  ten  handsomely  bound  volumes, 
was  given  by  Mrs.  C  E.  Miner.  Hon.  David  Read  gave  a 
table-top,  the  first  article  ever  manufactured  of  Malletts  Bay 
marble,  made  upwards  of  twenty  years  ago,  in  Boston.  Mrs. 
A.  E.  Loomis.  the  rare  "  Poems  by  Charles  G  Eastman." 

A  list  of  donors  is  appended  to  this  report. 

THE  CATALOGUE. 

The  Catalogue  was  offered  for  sale  on  the  5th  of  June  last- 
LTp  to  date  one  hundred  and  eighteen  copies  have  been  sold  at 
two  dollars  each.  The  price  asked  is  merely  nominal  and  does 
not  cover  one  third  of  its  cost. 
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It  is  useless  further  to  urge  the  value  of  the  catalogue  to 
any  person  who  uses  the  library,  or  who  cares  for  books.  Its 
value  to  the  Library  is  even  more  than  was  claimed.  Not  only 
has  it  largely  stimulated  the  circulation,  but  it  has  called  books 
out  of  departments  that  hitherto  were  entirely  unused. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  during  the  coming  ye.ir  a  large 
number  of  catalogues  will  be  disposed  of,  for  not  only  will  the 
purchaser  get  a  most  useful  book  at  a  bargain,  but  the  money 
paid  will  be  invested  directly  in  making  additions  to  the 
Library.  Arrangements  may  be  made  by  which  the  book  can 
be  paid  for  in  instalments,  so  that  the  cost  will  scarcely  be  felt.

One  important  feature  of  the  Library  in  future,  will  be  its 
list  of  periodicals.  After  Feb.  1st,  the  following  will  be  found 
on  the  reading  desks  :

Fortnightly  Review.— Extreme  Liberal. 

Quarterly  Review. — Conservative. 

North  American  Review. — Liberal,  Conservative. 

Blackwood's  Magazine. — General  literature  and  criticism. 

Cornhill  Magazine. — Popular  literature. 

Popular  Science  Monthly. 

Portfolio. — Fine  Arts. 
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An  opportunity  will  thus  be  afforded  to  all  who  wish  to 
keep  informed  on  the  current  questions  and  discussions  of  the 
day  ;  for  there  is  scarcely  a  topic  in  the  realm  of  learning  that 
is  not  treated  in  its  proper  season  in  one  or  more  of  these 
journals.  Some  of  the  most  important  contributions  to  know- 
ledge never  find  their  way  into  books,  but  appear  only  in  the 
periodicals. 

REMARKS. 

I  regret  to  say  that  there  is  an  amount  of  deception  and 
want  of  good  faith  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  borrowers,  that  is 
as  painful  as  it  is  unnecessary.  Books  are  not  only  treated 
with  wanton  carelessness,  but  it  often  becomes  imperative  to 
send  for  a  book  repeatedly  in  order  to  insure  its  return  to  the 
Library.  People  who  maltreat  books  almost  universally  deny 
it,  and  if  fined  remain  away  from  the  Library  for  months, 
returning  if  they  return  at  all,  under  an  assumed  name  and 
reporting  a  different  residence.  That  a  rigid  system  of  refer- 
ence would  prevent  further  complaint  there  is  no  doubt>  but 
such  a  system  would  evidently  debar  a  large  number  from 
using  the  library,  and  has  never  been  enforced. 

The  new  arrangement  by  which  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
transfer  the  city  appropriation  to  the  Trustees  not  only  pro- 
vides a  more  regular  and  satisfactory  means  of  balancing 
Library  accounts3  but  ensures  a  more  economical  administra- 
tion of  its  uffairs.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

HEALTH  OFFICER. 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1811. 


To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of 
the  Health  Department,  for  a  period  commencing  April  25th, 
and  ending  Dec.  31st,  1811. 

The  epidemic  through  which  we  are  now  passing,  and 
which  has  been  amongst  us  with  more  or  less  severity  for 
nearly  two  years,  I  am  happy  to  say  is  abating.  Ever  since 
the  disease  made  its  appearance  the  medical  fraternity  has  dis- 
cussed it,  almost  exclusively,  at  our  monthly  meetings.  The 
cause  of  the  disease  in  this  city  is  not  definitely  settled. 
Some  of  the  members  of  our  profession  think  that  it  may  be 
due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  our  streets  have  been  dug  up  and 
opened,  during  a  great  part  of  the  Spring  and  Summer  of 
1816  and  1877,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  new  sewers,  water  and  - 
gas  pipes,  or  for  the  repair  of  the  same. 

This  appears  to  be  the  opinion  not  only  here,  but  in  other 
places  where  the  epidemic  has  prevailed. 

The  causation,  however,  is  still  an  open  question,  and, 
owing  to  the  virulent  form  which  the  disease  has  lately  taken. 
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demands  at  the  hands  of  the  profession  careful  scientific  study, 
and  investigation.  Were  we  the  only  community  afflicted  with 
this  terrible  scourge,  we  might  be  able  to  attribute  it  with 
reasonable  certainty  to  some  local  cause  ;  but  as  this  is  not 
the  case,  it  being  spread  broadcast  throughout  our  land  (as 
well  as  in  many  places  in  Europe),  in  localities  where  sanitary 
regulations  have  been  carried  out  to  the  fullest  extent,  it  is 
very  difficult  indeed  to  say  positively  how  or  whence  it 
comes 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  following: 
There  is  a  very  marked  discrepancy  in  the  statistics  and 
reports  of  our  physicians  and  undertakers,  in  regard  to  the 
number  of  deaths  which  have  occurred  in  this  city  from  this 
disease  within  the  last  two  years:  which  shows  us  conclu- 
sively the  importance  of  some  system  of  registration  of  vital 
statistics,  in  order  that  such  mistakes  may  be  avoided  in 
future.  As  an  example  :  one  of  our  undertakers,  whose  veracity 
I  have  no  reason  to  suspect,  but  merely  think  he  has  been 
misinformed,  reports  42  deaths  between  June  and  December, 
1816.  He  states  that  11  of  this  number  died  in  the  month  of 
July,  as  against  13  in  the  same  month  of  1817.  Dr.  Charles 
P  Thayer,  the  then  Health  Officer,  reported  only  19  during 
the  whole  year.  The  disagreement  may  be  accounted  for  to 
some  extent  in  this  way :  Other  diseases  which  may  have 
symptoms  analogous  or  nearly  so  to  that  prevailing,  are  often 
called  the  same.  For  instance,  croup  has  been  called  diphtheria; 
simple  acute  pharyngitis  or  tonsillitis  might  be  called  the 
same.  Not  a  few  have  died  without  a  physician  being  called, 
and  when  summoned  it  often  happens  that  he  visits  the  patient 
but  once  or  twice,  and  very  frequently  fails  to  express  an  opin- 
ion as  to  what  the  disease  is,  or  may  be,  leaving  the  friends  of 
the  patient  to  draw  their  own  inference  and  name  it  accord- 
ing^^. In  the  registration  of  diseases,  especially  contagious, 
much  valuable  information  is  furnished,  whereby  a  great  deal 
may  be  accomplished  in  checking  the  progress  of  epidemics  by 
the  localization  of  insanitory  conditions.  I  have  been  requested 
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by  my  professional  brethren  to  lay  this  before  your  honorable 
board,  for  your  special  consideration,  that  an  ordinance  may 
be  passed  which  will  enable  us  to  make  our  statistics  more 
accurate  and  complete.  I  may  state  here  a  fact,  which  may  be 
interesting,  and  probably  beneficial  to  many  to  know,  that  at 
the  Orphan  Asylum,  conducted  and  in  charge  of  the  Sisters  of 
Providence,  and  where  are  congregated  usually  from  95  to 
100  children,  three-fourths  of  whom  are  less  than  ten  years  of 
age,  not  a  single  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  during  this 
epidemic  ;  furthermore,  there  have  been  but  two  deaths  in  the 
institution  for  a  period  of  nearly  five  years,  those  having  died 
coming  from  the  southern  part  of  the  State,  and  being,  lightly 
clad,  caught  cold,  resulting  in  croup,  which  proved  fatal  in 
about  ten  days  after  their  arrival.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
the  Home  for  Destitute  Children,  they  being  also  entirely  free 
from  the  disease  The  children  of  this  institution  are  more 
advanced  in  years  and  not  so  numerous,  consequently  not  so 
susceptible  to  the  disease  as  the  convent  childien.  This,  no 
doubt,  is  due  to  the  laws  of  hygiene  being  strictly  carried  outt 
Those  in  charge  of  these  institutions  are  certainly  deserving  of 
great  ere  lit  for  the  judicious  care  and  management  of  so  many 
children. 

Numerous  complaints  have  been  issued  during  the 
ye  ir,  from  nearly  all  parts  of  the  city,  against  the  keeping  of 
swine  in  the  more  populous  portions,  as  being  an  intolerable 
nuisance.  Inasmuch  as  many  of  our  citizens  engage  in  this 
pursuit  for  the  sole  purpose  of  disposing  of  the  swill  and  gar- 
bage which  must  necessarily  accumulate,  I  would  recommend 
that  some  system  be  devised  for  the  removal  of  all  such  sub- 
stances, especially  during  the  summer  months,  when  so  much 
decaying  vegetable  matter  is  apt  to  be  productive  of  various 
zymotic  diseases,  and,  furthermore,  it  would  materially  dimin- 
ish the  number  of  swine,  and  add  very  much  to  the  cleanli- 
ness as  well  as  to  the  health  of  our  city. 
On  two  or  three  occasions  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  com- 
plaints were  issued  against  certain  parties  for  selling  unwhole- 
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some  meats.  I  do  not  accuse  the  persons  of  being  cognizant  of 
the  fact  previous  to  the  disposal  of  such,  it  being  learned  after- 
wards the  manner  in  which  the  animals  died.  To  prevent  a 
recurrence,  however,  I  would  respectfully  state  that  the  law 
provides,  that  the  Governor  shall  appoint  an  Inspector  Gen- 
eral, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  select  a  deputy  for  each  county 
to  attend  to  such  matters.  I  am  not  aware  that  such  an  offi- 
cial exists  in  this  or  any  other  county  in  the  State. 

Our  citizens  generally  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the 
erection  and  near  completion  of  the  commodious  and  elegant 
Hospital  on  the  beautiful  grounds  in  close  proximity  to  the 
College.  This  want,  which  has  long  been  felt,  is  now  filled  to 
repletion,  and  which  will  stand  as  a  lasting  monument  to  the 
generous  donor  whose  name  it  bears.  Under  its  present  Board 
of  Directors,  and  its  efficient  staff  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
I  bespeak  for  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital  that  degree  of  use- 
fulness to  suffering  humanity  usually  expected  in  such  insti- 
tutions.

Gentlemen  :— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  the 
administration  of  the  Street  Department  for  the  year  ending- 
Dec.  31,  isn. 

The  total  cash  receipts  for  the  year  have  been  $10,477.81; 
earnings  of  city  teams,  $1,233.87  ;  making-  a  total  of  credits  to 
the  Department  of  $11,726  68 

The  expenditures  have  been,  as  per  detailed 

statement  herewith,  $11,743  09

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  principal  permanent  improvement  of  the  year  past 
has  been  upon  Church  Street  ;  which  has  been  curbed,  gut- 
tered, graded,  paved  and  macadamized,  and  cross-walks  laid 
in  nearly  its  entire  length,  at  a  cost  of  $4,153.90  to  the  city. 
As  this  work  is  the  largest  in  amount  and  believed  to  be  of 
greater  interest  to  our  citizens  generally  than  any  other  that 
has  been  done,  it  is  deemed  best,  perhaps,  to  make  a  statement 
of  the  cost  somewhat  in  detail,  viz.  :

Of  the  flagging  referred  to  above,  3,626  feet  have  been 
laid  in  front  of  the  city  property,  and  28,102  feet  by  property 
owners,  and  at  their  own  expense,  making  in  all  31,728  feet. 
The  cost  of  the  flagging  in  front  of  city  property  was  $598.29, 
while  that  paid  for  and  laid  by  individuals  was  $4,636.83. 
The  macadamizing  (including  the  grading  and  street  crossings 
laid)  cost  $1.90j  cents  per  lineal  foot  30  feet  wide,  or  about 
6J  cents  per  foot  square.  In  doing  this  work,  no  debt  has 
been  incurred  against  the  city. 

In  addition  to  the  above  permanent  work  done  by  the 
city,  and  by  property  owners  on  Church  Street,  some  4,000 
feet  of  superior  flagging  has  been  laid  in  other  and  adjacent 
streets,  to  wit :

The  flagging  was  all  furnished  by  Wm.  B.  Fitch  &  Co., 
from  the  Kingston  Quarries,  and  is  of  a  very  superior  kind. 

The  First  Congregational  Society  have  also  curbed  their 
entire  front  on  Pearl  and  Locust  Street,  673  feet. 

A.  W.  Allen  has  set  82  feet  of  curbing  on  Bank  Street. 
Shedd  &  Walkers  have  set  87 \  feet  of  curbing  on  Bank 


Street. 
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The  Howard  National  Bank  have  set  68J  feet  of  curbing 
on  College  Street,  and  J.  A.  Shedd,  193  feet  of  curbing  on 
Cherry  Street. — All  done  at  their  own  charge. 

NORTH  AVENUE. 

Upon  this  street  the  road-bed  has  been  graded  and  grav- 
eled ;  fully  one  thousand  tons  of  gravel  being  used  for  nearly 
one  mile  of  its  length,  viz.  :  From  North  Street  to  a  point  near 
the  residence  of  P.  V.  Manwell,  and  it  is  now  one  ol  the  finest 
drives  in  the  city  ;  and  the  work  has  been  so  thoroughly  done 
that  little,  ii  any,  expenditure  will  be  needed  upon  it,  for  a  long 
time  to  come.  All  done  at  a  cost  of  $805.35,  or  $1.23  per 
square  rod. 


PEARL,   COLLEGE   AND  MAIN  STREETS. 

About  fift3r-two  tons  oi  gravel  have  been  put  upon  these 
streets,  in  making  improvements  to  the  road-bed  permanent  in 
their  character. 

SEAVERS. 

But  one  sewrr  has  been  built  the  past  year,  viz.:  Extend- 
ing from  a  point  near  Church  Street,  in  the  centre  line  of 
Main  Street,  to  the  ravine  sewer,  a  distance  of  490  feet,  of  12. 
inch  cement  tile,  laid  11  feet  below  grade  at  its  intersection 
with  the  ravine  sewer;  the  depth  gradually  lessening  as  it 
approaches  Church  Street.  The  cost  has  been  $615.05  ; 
assessed  upon  property  owners  $564.95;  paid  by  the  city, 
$50.10=$615.05. 
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STREET  BASINS. 

Eight  street  basins  have  been  built  in  different  parts  of 
the  city  at  a  total  cost  of  $812.50.

CURBING. 

Upon  several  of  the  streets,  property  owners  have  set 
plank  curbing— adding  much  to  the  appearance  of  the  street ; 
but  as  the  same  has  not  in  all  cases  been  set  to  grade,  and  is 
perishable  in  its  nature,  it  cannot  be  classed  with  permanent 
improvements. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  operations  of  the  Street  Department,  aside  from  the 
work  above  mentioned  have  been  that  of  keeping  the  streets  of 
the  city  in  such  ordinary  repair  as  is  necessary,  and  the  distri- 
bution of  labor  and  cost  in  so  doing  is  herewith  presented. 
That  part  of  the  city  lying  north  of  North  Street  demands, 
and  will  without  doubt  receive,  next  season,  proper  attention 
in  caring  for  surface  water,  which  is  liable  to  do  much  damage. 
It  may  be  well  to  say  in  this  place,  that  the  street  basin  in 
Church  Street,  at  the  head  of  King  Street,  is  built  (to  accom- 
modate the  present  grade  of  the  street)  two  feet  higher  than 
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the  established  grade,  and  so  built  that  when  the  grade  is 
made  to  conform  to  the  record  grade,  the  basin  can  be  taken 
off  two  feet  to  conform  to  the  street.  The  basin  at  the  corner 
of  Winooski  Ave. and  Grant  Street  is  six  inches  below  the  estab- 
lished grade,  and  when  that  street  is  brought  to  grade  will 
have  to  be  built  up  accordingly. 

STREET  LIGHTS. 

During  the  year  past,  seven  streetlights  have  been  estab- 
lished, by  vote  of  the  City  Council,  located  as  follows  :  Four 
upon  Battery  Park,  and  two  at  City  Hall  Park,  and  one  at  the 
junction  of  Locust  and  Spring  Streets,  all  of  them  for  oil  or 
naphtha,  making  the  total  number  of  street  lights  in  the  city 
os.e  hundred  and  three.  The  Street  Department  has  paid 
$241.04  of  the  cost  of  erecting  these  lights. 

In  closing  this  statement  allow  me  again  to  recommend 
the  erection  of  a  barn  for  the  use  of  the  Street  Department ; 
the  need  of  one  is  greatly  felt,  and  the  proper  care  of  city 
property  makes  such  a  structure  a  necessity. 

An  inventory  of  the  property  in  charge  of  the  Street 
Department,  is  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  in  the 
office  of  the  Superintendent.

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I  have  added  42  service  pipes ;  replaced  140  service  boxes, 
of  which  40  are  of  cast-iron  soil  pipe  ;  replaced  20  gate  and 
hydrant  boxes. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

There  has  been  laid  in  Main  Street,  between  Church  and 
Union  Streets,  800  ft.  of  10  in.  cast  iron  pipe,  in  place  of  10 
in.  cement  pipe  removed.  To  the  cost  of  this  work  as  given 
above,  there  should  be  added  $256.33,  which  sum  is  the  value 
of  pipe  and  lead  which  was  on  hand,  and  which  was  used  in 
constructing  the  above  main.  This  addition  makes  the  total 
cost  of  the  material  and  work  on  Main  Street  pipe  $1,1*75.17. 

The  10  in.  gate  which  formerly  was  opposite  the  school- 
house  at  N.  W.  corner  of  Main  and  Union  Streets,  has  been 
moved  to  about  the  east  line  of  Union  Street. 

There  has  also  been  laid  on  a  street  running  northerly 
from  Loomis  to  North  Streets  and  east  of  Union  Street,  423  ft. 
of  galvanized  iron  pipe,  1  in.  in  diameter,  at  a  cost  of  $130.4*7. 
The  hydrant  at  the  north-east  corner  of  College  and  Church 
Streets  has  been  replaced  by  a  Perkins  four-way  hydrant. 

I  think  it  would  be  well  to  relay  the  pipe  around  the 
corner  of  Main  and  Battery  Streets  with  10  inch  cast  iron  pipe. 
A  gate  is  needed  on  the  College  Street  10  in.  main  at  Battery 
Street,  west  of  the  Battery  Street  main. 

CURRENT  AND  PUMPING. 

The  reservoir  has  been  repaved  from  extreme  low  water 
mark  to  extreme  high  water  mark,  at  an  expense  of  about 
$100.  During  the  year  the  cylinder  of  the  north  pump  has 
been  jacketed  with  galvanized  iron.  The  steam  pipe  has  been 
covered  with  asbestos.    Two  heaters  containing  together  288 
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ft.  of  1 J  in.  pipe  have  been  put  into  the  space  above  the  boil- 
ers. The  total  expense  of  the  above  additions  is  $236.02  and 
the  following  gain  has  been  effected  by  them:  In  midsummer, 
before  any  addition,  1  lb.  of  coal  would  pump  133  gallons. 
About  Nov.  1st,  with  all  the  additions,  1  lb.  of  coal  pumped 
163  gallons. 

Of  the  minor  details  of  the  water  works,  there  is  very  lit- 
tle precise  knowledge.  The  Water  Department  and  the  pub- 
lic, for  the  last  year  at  least,  have  been  saved  very  much 
consequent  inconvenience,  only  by  the  efficiency  of  the  fore- 
man. 

It  may  soon  be  a  matter  of  very  great  importance,  that 
some  accurate  and  complete  record  of  all  that  pertains  to  the 
works  be  at  hand.  In  view  of  this  necessity  the  following 
steps  have  been  taken  :  Last  winter  the  city  engineer  made  a 
plan  of  the  water  mains  and  street  gates  belonging  to  the  City 
Water  Works,  and  also  prepared  a  book;  giving  measurements 
by  which  the  gates  could  be  located.  The  plan  and  book  are 
now  at  the  Water  Office. 

During  last  summer  notes  were  taken  for  making  a  plan 
ol  the  buildings  which  are  supplied,  and  the  cut-offs  which 
are  on  the  supply  pipes.  With  scarcely  any  exceptions,  the 
means  are  now  at  hand  for  making  such  a  plan  of  all  the  city 
above  the  lumber  yard.  If  time  suffices  such  a  plan  will  be 
made  this  winter.  By  means  of  it,  or  convenient  copies  of  it, 
a  man  of  ordinary  intelligence  can  find  any  cut-off  at  any 
time.  It  is  recommended  that  in  future  it  shall  be  made  the 
duty  of  the  Superintendent  or  City  Engineer  to  put  on  record 
every  addition  and  the  means  of  finding  it. 

Following  is  a  table  giving  the  main-pipes  in  each  street  It 
has  been  prepared  from  reports  of  former  Superintendents  and 
where  the  lengths  have  been  wanting,  they  have  been  supplied 
by  measurements.  There  are  conflicting  opinions  about  the 
size  of  some  of  the  pipes.    Such  have  been  marked  by  an  (?). 
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Iron  Pipe.

As  is  shown  above,  the  total  length  of  main  pipe  at  pres- 
ent is  24  miles  and  5,154  feet. 

Following  is  given  a  table  describing  the  position  of  the 
street  gates  belonging  to  the  City  Water  Works.  The  name 
of  the  street  on  whose  main  the  gate  is  set,  is  given  first. 
Such  of  the  gates  as  are  marked  with  a  *  are  not  at  present 
known  to  exist  except  from  former  reports. 
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TABLE    OF  GATES. 

By  a  glance  at  the  foregoing  table  it  will  be  seen  that 
some  street  pipes  are  not  controlled  by  gates  as  they  should 
be  in  a  complete  system.  For  instance,  a  break  on  any  of  the 
following  streets, or  parts  of  streets, would  necessitate  shutting 
off  the  water  from  all  Locust,  Allen,  Murray,  Peru,  George, 
part  of  Monroe  and  part  of  North  Bend,  and,  until  repairs 
were  made,  a  great  part  of  that  territory  would  be  without 
the  protection  of  fire-hydrants,  as  well  as  suffering  the  greatest 
inconvenience. 

A  few  of  the  gates  have  no  boxes,  and  are  of  course 
unavailable  at  present.  Some  of  the  covers  of  the  gate-boxes 
are. a  foot  underground,  which  is  a  serious  inconvenience  in 
cold  weather.  I  would  recommend  that  all  be  brought  to  the 
surface  and  that  substantial  paving  be  put  around  the  boxes, 
next  season. 

I  have  appended  here  a  list  showing  the  location  and 
nature  of  the  dead  ends  on  the  main  pipes.

The  following  street  mains  cross  each  other  without  con- 
necting :  Church  and  Main.  Cherry  and  Pine.  Pearl  and 
Champlain.    Pearl  and  Winooski  avenue. 

There  is  a  connection  between  the  St.  Paul  st.  and  Pine 
st.  mains,  through  the  land  of  Messrs.  J.  H.  Gates  &  Co., 
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by  means  of  a  3  in.  pipe,  with  a  gate  on  it  at  each  street.  The 
pipe  is  the  property  of  Messrs.  J.  H.  G.  &  Co.  Although  most 
of  the  above  items  are  devoid  of  general  interest,  I  have 
thought  it  well  to  make  a  record  in  this  way  of  such  facts  as 
are  important  to  a  man  in  charge  of  the  works,  to  whom  perhaps 
the  map  would  not  be  so  intelligible. 

Below  is  a  table  giving  the  location  of  all  the  public  hyd- 
rants and  many  of  those  owned  by  private  parties.  The  name 
of  that  street  is  put  first  from  whose  main  the  hydrant  feeds.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

OF  THE 

BURLINGTON  CITY  WATER  WORKS, 


In  no  case  shall  the  charge  for  the  use  of  water  by  a  private 
family,  exclusive  of  hose  and  stable,  unless  metered,  be  more 
than  twenty  dollars. 

The  use  of  hose  for  washing  windows,  watering  gardens, 
yards  or  sidewalks,  on  the  premises  occupied  by  the  taker  only, 
$4.  Provided  the  size  of  nozzle  for  stables,  or  otherwise,  shall 
not  exceed  one-fourth  inch  in  diameter.  Nor  shall  the  hose  be 
used  for  watering  gardens,  yards  or  sidewalks,  except  during 
the  hours,  1  to  8  a.  m.  and  6  to  7  p.  m.,  without  special  per- 
mission from  the  Superintendent. 

When  a  consumer  shall  prefer  to  pay  the  cost  of  such  a 
meter  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent,  together 
with  the  cost  of  putting  in  and  maintenance,  rather  than  to  pay 
schedule  rates,  or  for  the  quantity  estimated,  a  meter  will  be 
put  in  ;  provided,  however,  that  in  no  case  where  a  meter  is 
used  shall  the  annual  charge  be  less  than  $10.  The  city  reserve 
the  right  to  put  in  a  meter  at  the  cost  oi  the  city,  in  any  case, 
and  charge  for  measured  water,  instead  of  being  governed  by 
the  above  schedule. 

Metered  rates  payable  monthly. 

No  charge  will  be  made  for  water  for  private  hydrants  that 
may  be  erected  and  used  only  in  case  of  fire. 
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When  two  or  more  parties  take  water  through  one  service 
pipe,  the  provision  in  regard  to  cutting  off  the  supply  shall  be 
applicable  to  all  the  parties,  although  one  or  more  of  them  may 
be  innocent  of  any  cause  of  offence. 

Outside  faucets  or  yard  hydrants  for  the  supply  of  families 
not  allowed. 

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  damages,  nor  to  have  any 
portion  of  a  payment  refunded,  for  any  stoppage  of  supply 
occasioned  by  accident  to  any  portion  of  the  works,  nor  for 
stoppage  for  purposes  of  addition  or  repairs,  nor  for  non-use 
occasioned  by  absence. 

All  persons  taking  water  must  keep  their  own  fixtures 
and  the  service  pipe  within  their  own  premises  in  good  repair, 
and  fully  protected  from  frost,  and  must  prevent  all  unneces- 
sary waste  of  water  unless  supplied  through  a  meter. 

The  Superintendent  or  assistant  may  at  any  time  enter 
the  premises  of  any  water  taker,  to  examine  the  pipes  and  fix- 
tures, the  quantity  used  and  the  manner  of  its  use. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  penal  clauses,  sections  4,  5,  6, 
8  and  13  of  the  City  Ordinances,  published  in  the  Eleventh 
.Annual  Report  of  the  City  of  Burlington.

COMMENTS  ON  FINANCES. 

1.  In  looking  over  the  foregoing  statement  the  careful 
observer  will  not  fail  to  notice  the  item  of  $674  received 
for  tuition  of  non-resident  pupils.  This  sum  must  nearly 
equal  if  it  does  not  exceed  all  that  has  been  before  received 
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since  the  organization  of  the  city.  Careful  attention  to  this 
branch  of  our  income  will  undoubtedly  increase  it  to  nearly  or 
quite  $1,000  annually,  without  increasing  our  expenses  or 
curtailing  any  advantages  our  own  pupils  would  otherwise 
enjoy.  In  fact,  the  stimulus  received  into  our  schools  by  the 
entrance  of  from  20  to  40  pupils  from  abroad — pupils  entering 
and  incurring  expenses  of  board  and  tuition  because  they  real- 
ize the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  a  good  education,  and  who 
come  here  because  they  believe  they  can  get  better  instruction 
and  have  better  facilities  for  an  education  here  than  elsewhere 
in  this  vicinity — does  much  to  make  our  own  pupils  appreciate 
their  own  advantages  and  helps  to  accelerate  their  own  progress, 

2.  The  difficulty  in  making  estimates  of  income  accu- 
rately or  reasonably  accurate  may  be  seen  in  looking  over  and 
comparing  receipts  for  several  years  past.  The  income  from  rent 
of  school  lands  this  year  has  been  almost  one  hundred  dollars 
larger  than  for  any  of  the  last  ten  years.  The  arrears  or.  taxes 
collected  also  show  how  uncertain  our  income  from  this  source 
is  from  year  to  year.  There  are  various  reasons  for  delays  in 
paying,  if  not  in  collecting,  rents  and  taxes.  These  are  matters, 
too,  over  which  this  board  has  no  control, and  of  which  they  have 
but  little  knowledge.  It  is  referred  to,now,  not  by  way  of  com- 
plaint against  any  one,  but  simply  to  explain  the  uncertainties 
of  our  estimated  receipts  from  year  to  year.  The  apparent  defi- 
cit last  year  and  the  year  before  would  have  been  met  and  moro 
than  met  if  the  taxation  due  those  years  had  been  paid  when  due, 
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instead  of  being  paid  this  year  as  arrears.  The  income  esti- 
mated for  the  past  year  from  taxation  on  the  list  of  1877  was 

$19,058  50 

but  we  have  received  on  it  only,  .  16,419  86 

leaving  unpaid.  $2,638  64 

a  sum  nearly  large  enough  to  cancel  our  present  indebtedness 
of  every  kind.  We  shall  receive  something,  no  doubt,  on  this, 
the  coming  year,  and  have  estimated  for  arrears  of  taxation 
$1,000.  The  Grand  List,  made  up  some  months  after  our 
estimates  were  made,  was  considerably  reduced  from  what  it 
was  the  year  belore,  and  we  expect  again  the  present  year  a 
similar  and  perhaps  even  larger  reduction  than  was  made  last 
year. 

In  estimating  the  probable  disbursements  we  have  to  fill 

out  many  items  without  any  very  certain  means  of  accuracy, 

but  the  main  items  are  capable  of  fair  estimate.    The  main 

item  of  expense,  teachers'  salaries,  was  estimated  at  $14,700  00 
and  proved  to  be,  14  504  15 

$195  85 

an  over  estimate  of  only  $195.85;  and  several  of  the  other 
items  are  as  accurately  estimated. 

3.  The  estimated  disbursements  for  the  present  year  are 
$2,876  29  less  than  those  of  the  past  year,  and  they  might  be 
reduced  even  lower  than  that,  were  it  not  for  the  prospective 
need  of  one  or  two  new  roofs  on  our  older  school  buildings,  in 
addition  to  ordinary  repairs  and  incidentals. 
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The  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  in  view  of  all  the 
facts,  have  decided  to  ask  for  a  tax  of  fifty  cents  on  the  dollar 
of  the  Grand  List  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  The  present  liability  of  the  department  is  $2,964  07. 
There  is  probably  no  authority  in  the  City  Charter  authoriz- 
ing us  to  pay  this  indebtedness  from  funds  raised  from  taxation 
for  current  expenses,  even  if  we  had  a  surplus  with  which  to 
pay  it.  The  larger  share  of  this  liability  ($1,500)  is  an 
inheritance  from  1873-4,  when  the  city  raised  funds  to  buy  the 
lots  and  build  the  Pomeroy  and  Adams  school  buildings.  The 
lots  and  buildings  cost  $1,500  more  than  he  funds  raised  for 
that  purpose,  and  the  School  Board  has  car  ried  the  debt  along 
and  paid  the  interest  on  it  from  year  to  year,  expecting  at  first 
to  pay  it  at  some  proper  time  by  selling  the  old  Cherry  street 
school  lot  and  building. 

For  one  or  two  years  that  property  was  unoccupied  and 
posted  for  sale,  but  our  experience  and  needs  are  now  such  as 
warrant  the  School  Board  in  saying  we  cannot  dispense  with 
that  property.  The  ungraded  day  and  evening  schools  therein 
have  prospered  beyond  all  that  we  expected,  and  the  table  of 
attendance  will  show  that  we  have  had  about  100  pupils 
enrolled  there  each  term  the  past  year.  Though  this  school 
was  not  in  session  quite  as  long  as  the  oiher  schools  during  the 
past  year,  it  will  probably  be  continued  during  the  coming  year, 
as  to  the  day  school  at  least,  as  long  as  any  of  the  lower  grades 
of  schools.  This  building  is  rightly  located  to  accommodate 
the  great  majority  of  boys  and  young  men  of  school  age  work- 
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ing  at  the  lake  summers,  and  who  can  attend  school  evenings 
and  winters  here  with  great  advantage  to  themselves,  and  more 
conveniently  in  this  place  than  elsewhere  in  the  city.  We  find 
that  the  accommodations  now  offered  there  are  not  sufficient  to 
meet  fully  all  the  demands  made  upon  us.  A  few  boys  have 
applied  for  seats  in  the  ungraded  day  school  for  whom  we 
could  not  at  once  furnish  seats.  They  have  been  given  seats 
in  the  evening  school,  pending  time  when  a  vacancy  should 
happen  in  the  day  school,  and  have  been  fairly  accommodated 
in  this  way. 

One-half  of  that  building  is  unfitted  for  school  purposes 
and  occupied  for  storage.  The  Board  expect  to  have  the  other 
half  fitted  up  another  year  and  accommodations  made  in  it  for 
girls.  Thus  far  the  day  and  evening  schools  there  have  been 
exclusively  for  bo)S.  Our  experience  in  the  Falls  evening 
school,  this  winter,  shows  us  that  if  accommodations  were  fur- 
nished for  girls  in  the  evening  school  here  we  should  probably 
have  as  many  girls  in  attendance  as  we  have  boys.  Full  half 
the  pupils  in  the  evening  school  at  the  Falls  have  been  girls  of 
school  age  who  could  not  attend  day  school ;  their  punctuality, 
attention  and  progress  in  their  studies  have  equalled  if  not  sur- 
passed those  of  the  boys.  It  is  hoped  that  the  whole  Cherry 
street  building  may  be  occupied  another  winter  and  that  Mr. 
John  Lavelle,  who  has  had  charge  there  the  past  two  years, 
and  been  so  successful,  may  be  retained  as  a  permanent  teacher 
in  that  school. 

As  to  the  other  items  of  our  liabilities,  the  High  School 
repairs  account  of  $1,475.42,  we  can  only  say  that  from  the 
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time  when  the  work  was  first  started  on  the  High  School  Build- 
ing in  1870  more  or  less  complaint  was  made  of  the  manner 
in  which  it  was  done.  The  School  Board  had  plans  and  speci- 
fications made  for  that  building  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Ryer,  an  architect 
in  good  standing,  and  they  let  the  contract  to  Joseph  Galla- 
gher to  furnish  the  materials  and  do  the  work  in  accordance 

o 

with  the  plans  and  specifications,  and  paid  the  architect  to 
supervise  the  work  and  see  that  it  was  done  according  to  plan 
and  specification.  But  in  spite  of  all  these  precautions  there 
has  always  been  more  or  less  doubt  as  to  the  absolute  safety  of 
the  building  in  case  of  some  sudden  alarm  and  pressure,  and 
these  doubts  could  not  be  allayed.  Just  previous  to  the  closing 
exercises  of  the  summer  term  the  building  was  examined  by 
various  parties  at  the  request  of  the  Superintendent,  and 
reported,  only  as  probably  safe.  All  efforts  to  get  the  plans 
and  specifications  had  failed,  though  repeated  and  urgent  appli- 
cation had  been  made  to  both  the  builder  and  architect;  and 
this  failure  had  created  a  suspicion  that  the  work  had  not  been 
done  according  to  the  requirements  therein  contained.  This 
may  have  been  only  a  suspicion.  The  result  of  such  exami- 
nation as  could  then  be  made  was  not  at  all  satisfactory,  for 
no  public  building  should  be  merely  probably  safe. 

Two  hundred  children  should  not  be  placed  in  such  a  build- 
ing; much  less  should  six  hundred  of  our  children  and  citizens 
be  allowed  to  gather  in  the  hall  in  the  third  story.  The  Super- 
intendent felt,  and  the  Board  fully  sympathized  with  him,  that 
incase  of  accident,  he  and  they  would  be  inexcusable  and  crim- 
inally liable  if  they  allowed  the  building  to  be  so  occupied. 
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The  result  was  that  the  exhibition  was  not  permitted  in  the 
building.  Mr.  D.  C.  Linsley,  a  most  competent  civil  engineer, 
and  the  Messrs  Roby  Brothers  were  requested  to  examine  the 
building  thoroughly  and  to  advise  what  should  be  done  with  it, 
and  were  told  that  the  Board  did  not  wish  to  expend  a  dollar 
on  it  unless  it  could  be  made  safe  beyond  any  question,  and 
that  if  it  could  not  be  so  made  it  should  stand  as  condemned 
until  the  city  should  vote  to  furnish  money  to  take  it  down 
and  rebuild  it.  The  result  was  that  the  whole  central  support 
was  clianged  and  made  entirely  safe  and  satisfactory.  Over  ten 
tons  of  wrought  iron  girders  were  put  in,  in  the  place  of  wooden 
girders,  which  had  deflected  over  2 \  inches.  The  supports 
under  the  iron  columns  were  changed,  and  the  space  between 
the  columns  in  the  different  stories  was  filled  with  iron  instead 
of  having  the  columns  stand  on  top  of  4  by  14  inch  spruce  gird- 
ers, and  settling  as  the  timber  shrunk.  The  work  of  shoring 
up  the  centre  of  the  building,  putting  in  the  girders  and  com- 
pleting the  work,  and  getting  all  in  working  order,  including 
all  the  materials,  cost  §1,475.42.  All  feel  now  that  every- 
thing is  safe  beyond  question.  There  is  no  longer  any  spring- 
ing or  swinging  of  floors  when  classes  or  the  whole  school 
march  over  it  Though  the  expense  was  considerable  in  these 
hard  times,  when  all  possible  expenses  are  to  be  avoided,  there 
has  been  no  person  heard  from  as  yet  who  has  not  said  the 
expense  was  wise  and  proper.  In  various  portions  of  the 
country,  for  a  few  yeais  past;  accidents  in  schools,  churches  and 
public  halls  from  the  falling  in  of  floors  and  break-downs  of  vari- 
ous kinds  have  been  quite  numerous,  so  much  so  that  it  is  to  be 
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hoped  greater  care  hereafter  will  be  paid  to  building  safely  than 
to  building  splendidly.  It  is  proper  to  say  that  after  the  work 
was  commenced  and  everything  exposed  to  view,  the  necessity 
of  the  repairs  became  more  and  more  evident.  We  have  now 
an  entirely  safe  and  satisfactory  building  at  an  expense  of  only 
$1,475.42  in  place  of  an  unsatisfactory  and  condemned  one.

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This  table  of  attendance  has  one  or  two  things  about  it 
worthy  of  notice. 

1.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  we  have  had  a 
larger  number  of  pupils  on  our  rolls  every  term  this 
year  than  we  had  the  corresponding  terms  last  year.  The  gain 
is  not  as  large  perhaps  as  it  should  be  but  it  is  over  ten  per  cent, 
and  certainly  gives  us  ground  for  much  hope.  In  the  decline 
of  business  and  the  pressure  of  hard  times  we  see  all  classes  of 
people  giving  more  attention  to  educational  matters  than  be- 
fore. Schools  and  Colleges  everywhere  are  showing  this  fact 
by  their  increased  numbers.  It  would  seem  that  the  Fletcher 
Free  Library  is  here  proving  itself  a  healthy  stimulus  in  edu- 
cational matters.  Parents  are  reading  more  themselves,  and 
seeking  to  give  their  children  a  wTider  range  of  general  inform- 
ation. We  expect  to  see  the  Library  show  its  influence  as  an 
educator  more  and  more  plainly  every  year.  Its  records  show 
that  not  only  more  books  but  better  books  are  being  read  from 
year  to  year.  Some  were  for  a  time  inclined  to  doubt  the 
good  effect  of  the  Library  because  there  was  so  much  light 
reading  furnished,  but  time  is  showing  that  the  reading  habit 
when  once  formed  leads  on,  in  most  instances,  to  better  and  bet- 
ter reading.  The  teachers  in  the  different  schools  are  paying  more 
and  more  attention  to  the  class  of  books  the  pupils  read  than 
formerly,  and  the  new  catalogue  helps  them  very  much  in 
selecting  such  books  as  their  studies  and  reading  in  school  from 
time  to  time  suggest.    It  is  hoped  that  a  copy  of  the  catalogue 
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will  soon  be  placed  on  the  teachers'  table  in  the  High,  Grammar 
and  each  Intermediate  school. 

2.  In  the  list  of  schools  we  now  find  for  the  first  time, 
the  Drawing  School.  This  school  has  long  been  desired,  but 
till  this  season  the  way  did  not  seem  open  for  its  establishment. 
Mr.  Augustus  Tcrrey,  Superintendent  of  the  City  Water 
Works,  should  have  the  credit  of  taking  the  initiatory  steps  to 
establish  this  school,  for  it  was  he  who  first  proposed  to  take  an 
active  part  in  sustaining  such  a  school,  and  when  he  learned 
that  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board  greatly  desired  such 
a  school  be  saw  Prof.  Barbour,  of  the  University,  and  Mr.  Frank 
Parker,  Superintendent  of  the  Gas  Works,  and  secured  their 
services,  and  in  their  and  his  own  behalf  made  the  offer  to  the 
Board  that  they  would  give  their  time  three  evenings  a  week 
for  such  a  school,  if  the  city  would  fit  up  some  rooms  for  the 
purpose  and  warm  and  light  them.  The  Board  accepted  their 
generous  offer  with  thanks,  and  the  school  has  been  eminently 
successful  thus  far.  About  half  the  pupils  are  young  mechan- 
ics from  the  various  work-shops  about  the  city,  and  the  rest  are 
principally  from  the  public  schools.  They  all  express  them- 
selves as  delighted  with  the  progress  they  are  making,  Mr. 
A.  R  Dow,  while  he  remained  in  the  city,  and  Mr.  T.  P.  W. 
Rogers  have  contributed  a  good  many  evenings'  service  to  the 
work,  and  they  and  the  other  three  gentlemen  named  have  the 
hearty  thanks  of  the  pupils  and  the  School  Board.  The 
importance  of  mechanical  drawing  is  not  fully  appreciated,  per- 
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haps,  by  those  who  acquired  their  education  twenty-five  or  more 
years  ago,  when  drawing  was  a  fine  art,  simply,  and  in  no 
sense  a  business  accomplishment.  Since  that  time  manu- 
facturing has  increased  very  rapidly  throughout  the  country. 
It  is  within  the  memory  of  many  of  our  business  men  when 
there  were  but  one  or  two  mechanics  in  this  city  who  could 
draw  a  plan  for  a  building  or  for  a  piece  of  machinery,  and 
when  drawn  there  were  but  one  or  two  workmen  who  could 
take  a  plan  for  a  piece  of  work  and  interpret  it  and  follow  it  out 
in  detail.  The  man  who  could  do  so  was  truly  a  master 
workman  and  could  command  a  very  considerably  increased 
salary.  The  skill  acquired  in  this  drawing  school  this  winter 
in  many  cases  will  mean  twenty  or  fifty  cents  per  day  better 
pay  than  could  have  been  obtained  without  it.  Not  only  this,  it 
means  also  a  higher  standing  as  laborers,  mechanics  and  men. 
It  means  additional  intelligence  as  to  their  work  generally. 
There  will  be  more  direct  profit  from  this  school  in  proportion 
to  what  it  costs  us,  than  from  any  other  money  expended  by 
the  city  this  year.  To  prevent  mistake  in  the  minds  of  some, 
it  should  perhaps  be  stated  that  mechanical  drawing,  while  it 
does  encourage  and  develop  good  taste,  and  directs  attention  to 
the  details  and  parts  of  objects  seen,  and  promotes  neatness  and 
culture  generally,  does  not  mean  fancy  or  sentimental  sketch- 
ing, but  means  business  and  nothing  else. 

3.  This  table  of  attendance  has  a  dark  picture  in  it,  a 
view  which  speaks  words  of  sadness  to  many  a  home  and  many 
a  heart.    While  the  Fall  term  shows  an  increase  of  119  in  the 
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-total  enrollment  in  the  schools,  the  daily  average  attendance  is 
one  less  than  it  was  the  year  before.  If  the  history  of  the 
attendance  for  that  term  could  be  given  by  months  it  would  be 
seen  that  in  the  primary  schools  there  was  a  gradual  falling-off 
towards  the  end  of  the  term  of  nearly  one  half  in  the  daily 
attendance,  and  in  some  of  the  intermediate  schools  the  decrease 
in  attendance  was  nearly  as  great.  It  was  caused  by  diph- 
theria and  by  alarming  and  exaggerated  reports  as  to  the 
extent  to  which  it  prevailed  and  as  to  its  contagiousness  and 
fatality.  Parents  became  alarmed  and  seemed  to  think  the 
schools  were  the  only  place  where  there  was  danger  of  taking 
in  the  poison  which  producod  the  disease.  The  Board  and 
Superintendent  kept  careful  watch  of  the  progress  of  the  dis- 
ease, but  found  no  proof  that  the  disease  was  spreading  by  the 
bringing  of  school  children  together.  On  consultation  with 
our  leading  physicians,  as  well  as  from  observation  of  the  facts 
connected  with  the  disease,  we  became  satisfied  the  children 
were  safer  in  school  than  when  kept  out  of  school,  and  hence 
decided  that  absence  from  parental  fright  was  not  an  excusable 
absence.  The  ground  thus  taken  seemed  to  allay  the  fears  of 
many,  and  children  withdrawn  for  that  reason  were  restored  in 
many  instances,  and  the  disease  abated  to  a  large  extent  before 
the  close  of  the  term.  We  had  intended  to  make  some  extended 
remarks  upon  this  subject  and  the  precautions  taken  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  through  the  schools,  but  the 
little  time  allowed  after  the  coming  in  of  the  vital  statistics, 

taken  by  the  clerk,  before  this  report  is  required  to  go  to  press 
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(one  day),  does  not  permit  a  sufficient  examination  to  be  made 
of  the  facts  and  a  proper  study  of  the  statistics  in  respect  to 
them  to  warrant  one  in  any  general  discussion  of  the  subject. 
It  is  proper  to  say,  that  we  have  seen  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
children  were  at  least  as  safe  and  free  from  the  ravages  of  the 
disease  when  continued  in  school  as  when  taken  out,  and  it  is 
believed  they  were  safer.  No  proof  has  come  to  us  that  the 
disease  was  in  any  instance  spread  from  attendance  upon  school. 

4.  We  have  not  attempted  this  year  to  get  statistics  of 
the  private  schools  in  the  city,  as  we  did  last  year,  but  have  con- 
tented ourselves  with  believing  that  the  tuition  schools  have  not 
materially  increased  and  that  the  Catholic  schools  have  increas- 
ed their  numbers  from  the  same  causes  in  about  the  same  per 
cent  that  the  public  schools  have  increased. 

5.  The  experiment  of  an  evening  school  in  the  Falls 
District  was  tried  three  or  four  years  ago,  and  was  not  very 
successful  then,  and  was  given  up,  and  no  evening  school  opened 
there  either  of  the  two  past  winters.  This  winter  there  was  so 
much  interest  in  the  matter  that  a  petition  was  gotten  up  and 
sent  to  the  Superintendent,  duly  signed  by  some  thirty  or 
more  of  the  pupils  who  desired  to  attend.  This  fact  was  re- 
garded as  a  heaHhy  indication,  and  a  school  was  accordingly 
established  there  and  it  has  been  unusually  prosperous.  The 
attendance  table  shows  this  to  have  been  more  largely  attended 
than  the  Cherry  street  evening  school. 
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6.  The  record  of  tardinesses  is  very  decidedly  against  us 
all.  Perhaps  the  amount  of  sickness  p*e vailing  during  the  fall 
term,  when  a  very  large  proportion  of  them  were  recorded,  may 
may  be  urged  as  an  excuse.  Whatever  may  have  been  the 
cause,  we  hope  so  large  a  number  may  never  be  again  reported. 


The  following  is  the  abstract  of  the  school  census  taken 
in  January, 1878,  under  the  supervision  of  H.  O.Wheeler,  Clerk 
of  the  Sehool  Board,  to  which  has  been  appended  totals  in  1877, 
and  the  gains  and  losses  of  1878. 

ABSTRACT  OF  SCHOOL  CENSUS 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1878. 
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The  school  census,  as  usual, is  a  little  incompatible  with  its 
predecessor.  The  number  of  families  is  60  less  than  a  year 
ago,  andth  number  of  children  under  5  years  of  age  and  b  e- 
tween  5  and  10  years  is  also  less,  while  the  number  between  10 
and  15  and  between  15  and  20  is  greater  than  it  was  a  year  ago. 
The  vital  statistics  show  that  over  50  children  died  the  last 
year  under  5  years  of  age,  which  helps  to  account  for  the  de- 
crease of  children  of  that  age.  Last  year  there  were  523 
families  with  a  single  head,  while  this  year  there  are  only  418.

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This  list  of  teachers  is  the  most  important  item  of  our  school 
report.    It  has  cost  more  time  more  serious  study,  more  anxious 
deliberation  than  any  other  part  of  our  school  work.  Almost 
any  city  can  build  fine,  large  school  buildings,  can  elect  pro- 
found scholars  to  their  school  boards,  and  secure  a  superintend- 
ent with  proper  qualifications,  but  they  cannot  by  these  means 
alone  secure  good  schools.  Good  schools  are  only  to  be  obtained 
by  securing  and  retaining  good  teachers.    "As  is  the  teacher 
so  is  the  school,"  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  one  of  the  truest  of 
educational  maxims.    Nearly  all  our  teachers  may  fairly  be 
said  to  be  professional  teachers,  who  have  fitted  themselves  for 
their  work,  as  a  clergyman,  physician  or  lawyer  fits  himself 
for  his  professional  work,  and  they  stand  as  high,  relatively,  in 
their  profession  as  do  those  who  fill  the  so-called  learned  pro- 
fessions in  our  midst.    In  engaging  them  the  effort  has  been  to 
secure  not  merely  education  sufficient  for  the  work  they  are  to 
do,  but  to  secure  as  well  executive  ability,  and  professional  tact 
and  skill  adapted  to  the  grade  they  at  e  to  fill.  Nor  this  alone,  we 
have  looked  even  more  carefully  and  more  anxiously  for  the 
substantial  elements  of  character,  for  such  elements  as  we  would 
have  impressed  upon  the  rising  generation.    By  their  works  ye 
shall  know  them.    The  public  see  and  know  their  work  and 
must  judge  of  our  success. 
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teachers'  meetings. 
Pursuant  to  the  rules  of  the  School  Board  the  Superinten- 
dent has  held  a  Teachers'  Meeting  every  two  weeks.  The 
teachers  have  been  more  than  usually  interested  in  these 
meetings  and  have  entered  cheerfully  and  not  unfrequently 
enthusiastically  into  the  work  assigned  them,  and  as  usual,  the 
effect  of  these  meetings  was  speedily  felt  in  nearly  all 
the  schools.  As  many  of  the  teachers  had  been  several 
times  over  much  of  the  customary  routine  work  of  these 
meetings,  it  was  deemed  best  to  broaden  the  scope  of  the 
main  work  to  be  done  this  year,  and  accordingly  a  considera- 
ble share  of  each  meeting  has  been  devoted  to  more  fundamental 
topics  than  heretofore.  In  three  or  four  different  meetings 
School  Hygiene  was  the  topic  for  consideration.  By  request, 
Dr.  A.  P.  Grinnell  gave  an  interesting  address  before  the 
teachers  on  this  subject  in  the  Spring  Term,  and  in  the  Fall 
Term  Dr.  H.  H.  Atwater  gave  them  another  similar  address  on 
the  same  topic,  and  treated  especially  of  the  subject  of  Diphthe- 
ria,  and  advised  the  teachers  what  to  do  in  case  pupils  manifest- 
ed in  school  any  of  the  earlier  symptoms  of  this  disease.  Both 
these  addresses  were  specially  valuable  and  practical. 

During  the  whole  of  the  Fall  term  special  stress  has  been 
laid  upon 

GOOD  BEHAVIOR. 

The  statute  of  the  State  says  "  Each  organized 
town  in  the  State  shall  keep  and  support  one  or  m  ore 
schools,  provided  with  competent  teachers,  of  good  morals,  for 
the  instruction  of  the  young  in  orthography,  reading,  writing, 
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English  grammar,  arithmetic,  history,  and  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  good  behavior"  Exactly  what  the  legisla- 
ture meant  when  it  said  good  behavior,  no  one  can  well  doubt. 
It  was  not  simply  a  formal,  outward,  good  behavior,  not  a  mask 
or  badge  of  fraud,  to  be  worn,  as  one  wears  a  cloak,  not  a  part 
to  be  acted,  but  a  living,  natural  manifestation  of  a  right  feeling, 
springing  from  a  pure,  reverent  heart  within.  It  means  moral 
culture,  and  we  are  required  to  give  instruction  therein.  It 
does  not  mean  religious  or  sectarian  culture,  and  we  have  left 
that  subject  entirely  alone,  and  contented  ourselves  with  dis- 
cussing the  great  fundamental  principles  of  moral  science,  rights 
and  wrongs,  as  existing  in  the  nature  of  things  antecedent  to 
revelation  or  statute,  conscience,  and  character  as  the  resultant 
and  outgrowth  of  human  acts,  thoughts  and  feelings.  In  the 
course  of  these  discussions  we  called  to  our  aid  at  different  times 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Ware,  Rev.  Dr.  Worcester,  and  President  Buck- 
ham,  who  unfolded  these  subjects  in  a  philosophical  way  and 
gave  many  valuable  hints  and  suggestions  of  a  practical  char- 
acter, drawn  from  their  own  greater  experience  in  the  affairs  of 
life.  The  result  of  the  discussions  and  of  these  lectures  was  a 
more  profound  impression  on  the  minds  of  the  teachers  a3  to  the 
responsibility  of  their  positions  before  their  schools,  and  the 
duty,  under  the  statute,  to  look  out,  not  merely  for  intellectual 
growth  and  culture,  but  to  look  out  for  all  the  elements  of 
character  which  are  required  to  make  worthy,  law-abiding  citi- 
zens, as  contemplated  by  the  State  in  the  establishment  of  pub- 
lic schools.    The  effect  of  this  impression  has  already  been 
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manifested  in  the  conduct  and  character  of  the  pupils  in  several 
of  the  schools,  and  we  confidently  look  for  still  further  and 
greater  manifestations. 


THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

In  pursuance  of  the  policy  indicated  in  a  former  report- 
to  make  the  High  School  equal  to  the  best  schools  of  its  grade, 
and  thus  to  draw  from  neighboring  towns  the  patronage  which 
hitherto  has  been  given  to  schools  out  of  the  State — the  Boaid 
sent  Mr.  Bartley  on  a  tour  of  visitation  among  the  leading 
schools  of  New  England.  They  instructed  him  not  only  to 
make  observations  on  methods  of  teaching  and  other  points 
interesting  to  himself  in  his  personal  work,  but  to  gather  facts 
which  might  enable  the  Board  to  judge,  by  comparison  of  our 
school  with  others,  how  far  we  have  succeeded  in  raising  its 
character  and  in  what  direction  we  should  seek  still  further 
improvement.  Mr.  Bartley  visited  the  schools  at  Andover, 
Exeter,  Easthamptoii.  Quincy,  and  the  Boston  Latin  school 
and  embodied  the  result  of  his  observations  in  a  written  report 
to  the  Board.  In  his  judgment,  the  main  advantages  which 
these  schools  have  over  ours,  are  due  to  the  greater  length  of 
time  allotted  to  their  courses  of  study,  all  of  them  giving  one 
year,  some  two,  and  the  Boston  Latin  school  four  years  more 
than  our  course  includes.  Taking  this  difference  into  account 
and  in  some  respects  without  making  any  such  allowance 
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he  thinks  that  our  school  will  compare  favorably  with  most  of 
them.  On  the  question  of  lengthening  the  High  School  course 
by  one  year,  which  has  for  some  time  been  before  the  Board 
and  on  other  matters  of  teaching  and  discipline,  the  facts  and 
considerations  brought  forward  in  Mr.  Bartley's  report  will 
throw  such  light  as  will  assist  the  Board  in  their  future  efforts 
or  the  improvement  of  the  High  School.

THE    SCHOOLS  GENERALLY. 

The  Grammar  School,  duiing  the  past  year  and  espec- 
ially during  the  past  term,  has  manifested  an  improved  spirit 
and  tone  which  has  been  very  gratifying  to  both  teachers 
and  Superintendent.  The  crowded  condition  of  this  school 
induced  the  Board  in  January  last  to  transfer  thirty  pupils 
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from  the  C  class  to  the  Annex  (corner  of  Main  and  Union 
streets),  where  Miss  Mary  E.  Collins  now  has  charge, 
having  been  promoted  in  September  from  the  Pine  street 
Intermediate  school  to  the  Grammar  School  grade. 

The  Intermediate  schools,  after  some  changes  made 
during  the  year,  are  doing  fairly,  and  some  of  them  exceedingly 
well,  and  all  are  in  a  hopeful  condition. 

The  Primary  schools  are  all  in  charge  of  the  same  princi- 
pals, and  for  the  most  part  the  same  assistants  they  had 
last  year,  and  they  are  maintaining  the  same  high  character 
and  doing  the  same  most  excellent  work  for  which  they  were  so 
highly  commended  last  year,  and  are  in  every  respect  entitled 
to  the  commendation  then  bestowed  on  them. 

The  Evening.  Ungraded  and  Drawing  Schools  have  been 
specially  referred  to  elsewhere. 

The  school  in  the  Fay  district,  though  named  last  and 
though  it  is  the  least  of  all  the  schools,  is  entitled  to  the  credit 
of  having  a  larger  attendance  the  last  term  than  it  has  had  for 
several  years  past.

It  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Burlington,  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  A  Fire  Department  is  hereby  established 
which  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Engineer  and  four  or  more 
Assistant  Engineers,  and  one  Fire  Warden  for  each  ward, 
elected  under  section  five  of  the  act  incorporating  the  City 
of  Burlington,  and  all  engine,  hose,  or  hook  and  ladder 
companies  now  belonging  to  the  department,  and  such 
as  may  be  organized  hereafter  by  authority  of  the 
City  Council,  which  department  shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  his  assistants, 
who  shall  have  command  at  all  fires  or  drills,  in  the  order 
of  their  rank,  and  who  shall  wear  at  all  fires  and  drills 
the  proper  insignia  of  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Engineers  shall  make  all 
needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
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fire  department — subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City

shall  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  City 
of  Burlington,  and  a  printed  copy  thereof  shall  be  posted 
in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  room  of  each  engine,  hose, 
and  hook  and  ladder  company.

STREETS,  SEWERS  AND  PARKS. 


A  great  and  very  much  needed  improvement  has  been  made 
the  past  year  upon  Church  street.  The  old  and  wretched  walks  of 
various  kinds  have  been  taken  up,  and  fine  substantial  walks  of 
blue-stone  flagging,  of  large  and  even  size,  laid  almost  the  entire 
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distance  from  Main  to  Pearl  streets.  The  cost  of  this  flagging  has 
been  entirely  defrayed  by  the  abutting  property.  The  street  is 
now  graded,  curbed  and  guttered  in  the  best  manner,  and  excellent 
stone  crossings  laid,  from  Main  to  Pearl  streets.  The  old  paving, 
between  Main  and  Bank  streets,  has  been  largely  relaid,  and  a 
gravel  road-bed,  thirty  feet  wide,  laid  from  Bank  to  Pearl  streets. 
The  amount  expended  by  the  City  upon  this  work  was  $4,153.90, 
of  which  amount  $1,444.28  was  paid  from  the  highway  tax,  and 
the  balance,  $2,709.67.  by  special  appropriations  from  the  general 
City  tax.  Great  and  desirable  as  this  improvement  is,  the  policy  of 
charging  any  considerable  portion  of  such  permanent  improvements 
upon  the  streets  to  the  citizens  at  large  may  well  be  questioned.  It 
has  been  tried  in  very  many  cities  in  this  country,  and  I  know  of 
no  one  in  which  it  has  suceedecl.  Where  it  has  been  most  tried,  it 
has  been  found  almost  impossible  to  prevent  combinations  of  parties 
especially  interested  in  certain  properties  from  securing  their  im- 
provement at  the  expense  of  the  public  treasury,  and  often  with 
very  little  regard  to  the  public  necessities  of  the  case.  Ordinary 
highways,  for  the  repair  of  which  the  State  levies  a  highway  tax, 
are  a  necessity  to  every  citizen  and  hence  all  should  be  taxed  for 
their  maintenance.  Elaborate  and  permanent  improvements,  such 
as  curbing  and  paving,  while  certainly  of  some  interest  to  all,  are 
especially  useful  to  owners  of  abutting  property,  as  they  largely 
enhance  its  value,  while  to  the  great  mass  of  persons  of  small 
means,  who  have  no  interest  in  the  abutting  property,  and  use  only 
the  sidewalks,  they  are  comparatively  of  little  importance.  The 
latter  class  of  persons  feel  the  burden  of  taxation  more  than  any 
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other,  and  it  is  at  once  a  humane  and  wise  policy  to  make  the  bur  #l 
den  to  such  as  light  as  we  properly  can. 

North  Avenue  has  been  greatly  improved  by  a  coat  of  gravel, 
extending  from  North  street  nearly  to  the  road  leading  to  the  Insti 
tute.  The  deposit  where  the  gravel  for  this  work  was  obtained  is 
nearly  exhausted,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  others  may  be  found,  as 
with  such  gravel  our  outlying  roads  could  be  put  in  fine  condition 
at  very  small  cost.  The  total  expenditures  upon  streets  for  the 
past 'year  were  $12,876.43.

A  12-inch  sewer,  490  feet  in  length,  has  been  laid  in  Main 
street  from  Church  street  east,  at  a  cost  of  $615.05.  Of  this  sum 
$50.10  was  paid  by  the  city,  and  the  balance  assessed  upon  the 
abutting  property.  No  other  sewers  have  been  constructed  the  past 
season.  I  ask  your  earnest  attention  to  the  great  importance  of 
completing  the  main  sewer  through  the  ravine.  The  first  money 
expended  by  the  city  for  permanent  improvements  of  any  kind, 
should  be  for  the  completion  of  this  sewer.  Without  attempting  to 
discuss,  much  less  decide,  the  question  as  to  how  far  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  city  is  affected  by  this  open  surface  sewer  in  the 
centre  of  population,  it  is  a  sufficient  reason  for  its  early  construc- 
tion, that  a  very  large  portion  of  our  citizens,  including  some  of  our 
best  physicians,  consider  it  extremely  prejudicial  to  health.  Cer- 
tainly it  is,  beyond  question,  a  great  annoyance  to  those  residing 
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Wear  it,  and  a  most  unsightly  and  repulsive  object  to  strangers  visit- 
g  our  city. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  City  Parks  the  past  year  was 
"479.91,  as  against  $368.04  in  1876.  In  1876,  the  Legislature 
enacted  a  law  to  tax  dogs.  This  fund  is  paid  into  the  treasury  dur- 
ing the  month  of  December  in  each  year,  and  seems  to  have  no  spe- 
cial direction  given  to  it,  being  absorbed  into  the  general  fund. 
This  fund  amounted  last  year  to  $552.05,  net,  and  a  similar  amount 
may  be  expecfed  to  be  realized,  yearly,  in  future.  T  suggest 
whether  it  would  not  be  well  to  appropriate  this  fund  permanently 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  public  parks  of  the  city.  All  of  them  are 
now  in  such  condition  that  the  amount  of  this  fund:  judiciously  ex- 
pended, will  keep  these  "breathing-places"  of  the  city  in  contin- 
ually growing  beauty  and  good  order. 

SCHOOLS. 

Our  public  schools  are  justly  a  matter  of  pride  with  our  citi- 
zens. They  are  believed  to  be  as  good  as  any  in  the  State,  if  not 
the  best,  and  it  should  be  our  ambition  to  hold  them  up  to  their 
present  high^standard.  By  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, it  appears  that  while  the  amount  of  instruction  furnished 
has  been  somewhat  increased,  the  current  expenses  have  been  $735.- 
21  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  that  the  income  last  year 
was  $1,252.23  in  excess  of  the  current  expenses.  This  balance, 
however,  was  a  little  more  than  absorbed  by  extraordinary  repairs 
on  the  High  School  building,Amade  necessary  by  its  original  faulty 
construction,  repairs  which  a  due  regard  to  absolute  safety  of  the

children  demanded.    By  request  of  the  Superintendent,  I  was  prr 
ent  when  the  building  was  examined  by  the  Messrs.  Roby  Brothe 
and  Mr.  Linsley,  and  I  fully  concurred  with  them  in  the  necessity 
of  the  repairs  made.    These  repairs  amounted  to  $1,475.42 
$223  19  more  than  the  surplus  from  current  expenses.    To  thi 
deficiency  of  $223.19  must  be  added  the  sum  of  $1,500,  th 
amount  of  debt  created  against  the  department  several  years  since 
The  Superintendent  informs  me  that  if  the  Board  appropriate  to  the!

department  the  full  amount  which  a  tax  of  50  cents  on  the  grand! 
list  will  raise,  he  hopes  to  be  able  to  extinguish  the  debt  the  current  fr 
year.  I  trust  the  appropriation  may  be  made  and  the  department 
relieved  from  debt  embarrassment.  The  affairs  of  the  department 
and  its  aims  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  Superintendent's  report,  to 
which  you  are  referred  for  further  details.  The  report  has  cordial 
words  of  praise  for  the  teachers  of  the  several  schools,  and  I  am 
confident  they  were  fully  merited.  The  work  of  the  Commissioners 
and  Superintendent  is  certainly  not  less  laborious,  or  important 
and  I  am  sure  our  citizens  will  agree  with  me  that  it  has  been 
equally  well  performed. 

CRIMINAL  AND  POLICE. 

The  expenses  in  these  departments  for  the  past  year  were : 
For  costs  in  City  and  Justice  Courts,  chargeable  to  the  City,  $564.- 
52,  against  $1,006.92  in  1876.  For  expenses  of  police,  night 
patrol  and  special,  $2,320.00,  against  $2,265.50  in  1876.  For 
board  of  prisoners  in  the  County  Jail,  adjudged  chargeable  to  the 
City,  $373.75,  against  $625.52  in  1876.

The  reports  of  the  City  Judge  and  of  the  Police  Justices  show 
complaints  against  66  persons  tried  during  the  year  past,  as 
inst  96  cases  tried  in  1876,    The  classification  of  them  is  set 
549  Ih.  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and  altogether 
I  >ws  a  gratifying  decrease  of  crime  and  criminals.    This  encour- 
ti  ing  result  is  due,  in  some  degree,  to  the  application  of  the  late 
lendments  to  our  City  Charter,  in  dealing  with  criminals,  but 
)re  especially  to  the  efforts  in  the  cause  of  temperance  made  by 
r  citizens,  through  the  agency  of  the  Reform  Clubs ;  and  I  con- 
r  in  the  well-merited  acknowledgment  to  them  which  the  Chief  of 


^.olice  makes  in  the  following  words: 

"The  very  large  falling-off  in  the  number  of  arrests  made  in 
877  for  intoxication  and  for  selling  intoxicating  liquors,  as  corn- 
ered with  my  report  for  1876,  is  undoubtedly  due  in  a  great 
degree  to  the  earnest  and  determined  work  of  our  citizens  in  the 
;ause  of  temperance,  and  as  crime  of  all  kinds  is  allied  to,  and  is 
the  offspring  of,  intemperance  :  I  cannot  but  congratulate  our  citizens 
who  have  been  so  praise  worthily  engaged,  upon  the  satisfactory  proof 
of  their  effective  work  in  the  diminished  list  of  crimes  and  criminals 
which  is  shown  in  this  report,  when  compared  with  that  of  the  year 
previous." 

I  would  renew  my  recommendation  that  the  City  Council,  by 
resolution  or  ordinance,  instruct  the  jailor  to  report  monthly  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  the  name  of  each  person  confined  in  jail, 
chargeable  to  the  city,  with  the  date  and  cause  of  their  commit- 
ment, together  with  the  amount  of  fines  and  costs  in  each  case.  The 
full  and  very  satisfactory  report  of  the  City  Attorney  gives  in  detail 
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the  condition  of  the  several  suits  in  which  the  city  is  interested  ;l^10 
party,  and  I  take  this  occasion  to  express  my  satisfaction  with 
careful  attention  he  has  given  to  the  law  affairs  of  the  city,  and  'f^ 
good  judgment  he  has  exercised  in  the  sometimes  annoying  and  pF1^ 
plexing  matters  that  have  been  referred  to  him. 


WATER  WORKS. 

The  opinion  expressed  in  my  last  annual  message,  that  the  er 
pense  of  operating  the  water  works  could  be  greatly  reduced,  ha;  ^ 
been  fully  verified  by  the  operations  of  the  past  year.  The  zealot  ^ 
and  intelligent  offorts  of  the  present  capable  Superintendent  ha\i  M 
produced  a  great  change  in  this  department,  and  it  is  now  conducted  5a 
with  marked  efficiency  and  economy.  The  expenditures  the  pasi 
year  were  as  follows  :

increased  consumption  of  water— the  amount  pumped  in  1876  being 
208,037,975  gallons,  and  in  1877,  211,453,283  gallons.  The 
depreciation  in  the  price  of  coal  held  by  the  City  is  charged  in  the 
report  under  the  head  of  current  expenses,  and  it  is  perhaps  well 
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ugh  to  dispose  of  the  item  in  this  way ;  but  it  can  hardly  be  con- 
red  a  current  expense  of  pumping.  Had  the  coal  on  hand  Janu- 
lst,  1878,  been  estimated  at  the  same  price  as  the  coal  on  hand 
mary  1st,  1877,  the  deficiency  in  this  department  would  have 
m  but  $1,242.82.    The  result  of  the  past  year's  operations  lends 
ong  support  to  the  opinion  expressed  by  me  last  year,  that  with  a 
se  and  judicious  administration  of  its  affairs,  this  department  will 
ry  "soon  be  self-supporting.'1    The  demand  for  water  in  that 
rtion  of  the  City  above  the  level  of  the  present  reservoir  has 
eadily  increased  for  several  years  past.    The  near  completion  of 
fie  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  above  the  line  of  the  present  supply, 
as  so  increased  and  intensified  this  demand  that  steps  should  be 
!|  arly  taken  to  meet  it.    I  would  recommend  that  plans  for  the 
as  lecessary  extension  of  the  present  works  be  prepared,  and  the  cost 
carefully  estimated.    If  this  is  found  to  be  within  such  limits  as  will 
warrant  their  early  construction,  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  have 
them  put  in  operation  the  present  season.    Your  attention  is  called 
to  the  full  and  valuable  tables  prepared  by  the  Superintendent,  and 
embodied  in  his  report,  and  also  to  the  maps  on  file.    Those  not  in- 
timately acquainted  with  such  work  will  hardly  realize  the  amount 
I  of  labor  required  in  collecting  the  materials  for  their  compilation. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


This  department  in  point  of  efficiency  and  good  management 
shows  a  record  honorable  to  itself  and  most  creditable  to  the  city. 
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We  have  now,  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  t 
hand  engines,  seven  hose  carts,  with  an  abundant  supply  of  hoi 
and  one  hook  and  ladder  carriage,  all  fully  equipped  and  ready 
use  at  a  moment's  warning.    In  addition  to  which  there  are  fo 
independent  hose  companies,  with  hose  carts  and  full  compleme 
of  hose,  which ,  although  not  belonging  to  the  regular  departme 
can  always  be  depended  upon  for  efficient  service.    These,  togeth 
with  the  great  number  of  hydrants  (about  150),  and  an  abundan 
supply  of  water,  render  us  comparatively  secure  from  such  great  and 
devastating  fires  as  have  during  the  past  few  years  laid  waste  many 
of  the  cities  and  villages  of  our  country.  This  should  not,  however,  * 
lead  us  to  a  neglect  of  all  proper  measures  for  keeping  this  depart-  | 
ment  fully  up  to  its  present  high  state  of  efficiency.    The  expenses 
of  this  department  for  the  past  year  have  been  :

FLETCHER  FREE  LIBRARY. 


The  amount  drawn  from  the  Treasury  for  the  Library  is  $2,- 
886.11,  or  $320.49  less  than  in  1876.  Present  number  of  vol- 
umes in  Library,  11,164,  showing  an  increase  of  392  volumes  the 
past  year.    The  completion  of  the  catalogue  will  reduce  somewhat 
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the  expenses  in  future,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  appropriation  of  $2r 
250  recommended  for  the  current  year  will  be  ample.  For  the 
circulation  of  books  and  the  details  of  the  management  of  the 
Library,  I  would  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  trustees  and  the 
Librarian.  The  increased  use  and  popularity  of  the  Library  and 
the  marked  improvement  in  the  class  of  books  taken  out  show  the 
good  work  it  is  doing  in  our  City.  As  the  citizens  by  larger 
acquaintance  with  its  contents  know  better  what  it  is,  and  how  to 
use  it,  it  is  sure  to  grow  more  in  their  esteem.  Measures  are  now 
being  taken  to  bring  the  use  our  young  people  make  of  it  somewhat 
more  in  range  with  the  studies  and  discipline  of  the  public  schools. 
This  is  an  important  point  gained  toward  a  more  intelligent  and 
profitable  appreciation  of  its  value.  Our  Free  Library  is  no  longer 
an  experiment.  Its  benefit  to  the  public  and  the  credit  it  is  to  our 
City,  are  no  longer  doubtful.  Anything  you  may  properly  do  to 
further  its  interests  or  enlarge  its  usefulness  will  be  of  real  public 
advantage.  I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  several 
small  improvements  in  the  Library  building  asked  for  by  the  trus- 
tees, all  of  which  I  think  can  be  made  without  any  extra  appro- 
priation for  that  purpose. 

POOR  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  has  drawn  from  the  Treasury  and  other 
sources  the  past  year  $7,704.38,  being  $370.63  in  excess  of  the 
amount  drawn  in  1876,  a  sum  trifling  when  we  take  into  considera- 
tion the  great  number  of  persons  compelled  to  call  on  the  city  for 
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assistance  in  consequence  of  the  unusual  depression  of  business  and 
the  resulting  lack  of  employment  for  the  poorer  classes.  The 
Ladies'  Aid  Society  and  other  benevolent  organizations  have  again 
rendered  very  valuable  assistance  to  our  painstaking  Overseer,  not 
only  by  furnishing  clothing  and  other  necessaries,  thereby  lessening 
the  expenses  of  the  city,  but  also  in  adding  materially  to  the  comfort 
of  those  unfortunate  persons  who  would  otherwise  ha  ve  been  compelled 
(many  of  them  for  the  first  time)  to  ask  for  aid.  The  city  has  been 
very  fortunate  in  retaining  the  services  of  the  present  Superintendent 
and  Matron  at  the  Poor  Farm,  where  everything  under  their 
charge  and  supervision  is  in  good  order  and  condition.  Pew  persons 
are  aware  of  the  difficulties  and  perplexities  attending  the  proper 
administration  of  the  duties  of  the  overseer.  To  be  just  and  at  the 
same  time  generous,  to  properly  discriminate  between  the  real  needy 
and  impostors,  calls  for  patient  investigation,  and  the  exercise  Oi 
sound  judgment.  Our  present  Overseer  is  a  man  of  large  exper- 
ience in  this  department,  of  honest  impulses,  and,  I  believe,  has 
given  very  general  satisfaction  in  the  performance  of  his  unpleasant 
and  difficult  duties. 

CONCLUSION. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  business  condition  of  the 
City  during  the  past  year.  The  flattering  hopes  of  a  general  re- 
vival in  the  various  branches  of  trade,  that  were  so  widely  enter- 
tained a  year  ago,  while  they  have  not  been  fully  realized,  have  not 
been  wholly  disappointed  ;  and  in  some  departments,  operations  have 
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been  slightly  increased  ;  and  there  is  a  very  hopeful  feeling  among 
our  business  men  as  to  the  outlook  for  the  coming  season.  The  in- 
crease of  our  population,  if  but  slight,  is  steady,  as  shown  by  the 
regular  increase  in  the  voting  list,  and  in  the  number  of  children  of 
school  age.  Not  for  a  long-time,  perhaps  never,  has  there  been  so 
much  improvement  in  the  buildings  of  the  City,  in  a  single  year,  as 
in  the  one  just  closed.  The  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  the  block  of 
stores  on  the  site  of  the  old  Allen  House,  the  new  insurance  build- 
ing, with  several  fine  private  dwellings,  give  ample  evidence  of  the 
general  healthy  business  condition  of  the  City,  and  of  the  full  con- 
fidence of  capitalists  in  our  future.  This  steady  increase  during 
these  dull  times  is  most  encouraging  and  will  enable  us  to  take  full 
advantage  of  the  better  times  that  must  follow  the  present  depression. 
The  grand  list  has,  however,  very  much  decreased,  and  the  next 
list  will  probably  show  a  still  further  falling-off ;  but  with  a  deter- 
mined effort  to  ^keep  the  expenses  of  each  department  as  low  as 
possible,  and  at  the  same  time  asking  our  constituents  to  practice 
some  self-denial  in  their  demands  for  improvements  or  luxuries, 
which  with  a  fall  treasury,  and  in  flush  times,  might  be 
considered  necessary,  I  trust  we  shall  be  able  to  pass 
through  the  year  without  any  increase  of  taxation.  Extrava- 
gant and  unnecessary  expenditures  are  sometimes  secured  by  per- 
sistent pressure  from  persons  immediately  interested  in  the  expendi- 
ture asked  for.  Municipal  affairs  should  always  be  conducted  on 
strict  business  principles,  and  each  of  us  should  feel  his  individual 
responsibility,  and  a  personal  interest  in  conducting  them  in  such  a 
manner  as  will  secure  the  best  possible  results,  with  the  very  least 
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expenditure.  While  earnestly  recommending  rigid  economy  in  con- 
ducting the  business  affairs  of  our  city,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  consid- 
sidered  as  advocatmg  a  policy  opposed  to  proper  outlays  for  all 
improvements  clearly  necessary ;  but  my  conviction  is  very  strong 
that  we  ought  not  to  engage,  at  present,  in  any  new  enterprises 
that  will  increase  the  public  debt.

CHIEF  ENGINEER  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


Fo  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Burlington  : 

1  have  the  honor  to  present  the  14th  annual  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Burlington  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1878. 

First,  I  desire  to  express  my  personal  acknowledgment  to  the 
Committee  on  Fire  Department  for  the  interest  manifested  in  all 
matters  connected  with  it.  Thanks  are  due  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  different  companies  for  their  prompt  performance  of 
duty,  also  to  Chief  of  Police  L.  A.  Drew,  and  the  Police  Depart- 
ment in  general,  for  valuable  assistance  rendered  at  fires.  It  is  my 
aim  to  merit  your  confidence  and  I  pledge  myself  that  no  pains 
will  be  spared  to  promote  the  effectiveness  of  the  Department,  so 
as  to  fully  merit  your  approval  and  that  of  our  citizens.

REPOKT 


OF  THE 

CITY  ATTORNEY. 


City  Attorney's  Office, 

Burlington,  January  I,  1819. 

To  the  City  Council  : 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  business  of  this  office  since  April  25th,  1878  : 

When  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  this  office  the  following  suits 
were  pending  in  County  Court,  in  which  the  City  was  interested  : 

Pearl  et  al.  vs.  The  City. 

Wortheim  vs.  The  City. 

Croto  vs.  Powell. 

For  the  character  of  these  suits,  I  refer  to  the  report  of  the 
former  City  Attorney. 

The  case  of  Pearl  et  al.  administrators  vs.  the  Cit}',  was  an 
appeal  from  a  sewer  assessment  upon  lands  on  Union  Street, 
between  Pearl  and  College  Streets.  The  objection  made  was  that 
quite  a  portion  of  the  frontage  assessed  was  situated  in  the  ravine 
so  far  below  the  sewer  laid  that  no  possible  benefit  could  be 
derived  from  it.  On  consultation  with  the  Street  Commissioners 
and  the  Mayor,  and  with  their  approval,  I  made  what  T  believe  to 
have  been  an  equitable  adjustment  of  the  claim,  and  the  amount 
so  agreed  upon  in  settlement  was  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 
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The  case  of  Wortheim  vs.  the  City  was  tried  by  jury  at  the 
September  term  of  the  County  Court,  and  resulted  in  a  judgment 
for  the  plaintiff  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  damages 
and  his  costs  of  suit. 

In  this  case  the  injury  alleged  was  claimed  to  have  resulted 
from  the  plaintiff's  horse  becoming  frightened  at  a  load  of  hay 
tipped  over  and  left  upon  the  side  of  the  highway  near  the  reser- 
voir. The  load  of  hay  was  left  by  Wm.  Douglass,  Esq.,  of  Williston, 
rendering  him,  as  1  understand  the  law,  liable  to  the  City  for  said 
judgment  and  costs,  and  negotiations  are  now  pending  with  Doug- 
lass for  a  settlement,  and  I  expect  a  satisfactory  adjustment  of  the 
matter  will  soon  be  made  with  him. 

The  case  of  Croto  vs.  Powell,  a  prosecution  for  bastardy,  con- 
trolled by  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  was  continued  on  affidavit  of 
defendant. 

Early  in  the  year  the  overseer  of  the  poor  placed  in  my  hands 
the  notice  of  an  order  of  removal  of  a  pauper,  Richard  Newton, 
from  the  town  of  Hancock  to  this  City.  I  took  an  appeal  from  said 
order,  which  was  entered  in  Addison  County  Court  at  the  last 
June  term.  On  careful  examination  I  found  that  said  Newton, 
though  born  and  living  here  for  many  years,  made  no  legal  settle- 
ment in  the  State,  and  the  order  for  removal  could  not,  therefore, 
be  sustained.  I  succeeded  in  convincing  the  authorities  of  Han- 
cock of  this  fact,  and  procured  a  discontinuance  of  the  case  at  the 
December  term  of  said  County  Court,  Hancock  paying  the  clerk 
and  Court  fees. 

A  prosecution  for  bastardy  was  brought  by  direction  of  the 
overseer  of  the  poor  in  favor  of  Mary  Foley  vs.  John  Hallihan, 
which  case  was  entered  in  County  Court  at  the  September  term 
and  is  now  pending,  but  a  settlement  has  been  completed  by  which 
the  case  will  be  disposed  of  at  the  April  term  without  expense  to 
the  City. 

I  received  among  the  papers  belonging  to  this  office  a  claim 
for  damages  against  the  City  filed  by  Mrs.  Curet.  The  facts  of  this 
case  have  already  been  presented  to  you  and  the  matter  settled 
and  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  your  vote,  which  I  believe 
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was,  under  all  the  circumstances,  the  most  advisable  arrangement 
to  be  made. 

My  attention  was  called  to  a  case  entered  in  County  Court  at 
the  September  term,  in  which  the  City  was  interested.  This  was 
the  case  of  State  vs.  Daniel  Sullivan,  a  complaint  for  a  breach  of 
the  peace  brought  by  the  City  Grand  Juror  before  the  City  Court. 
A  small  fine  was  imposed  and  an  appeal  taken  by  said  Sullivan  to 
the  County  Court.  In  County  Court  a  small  fine  was  imposed 
upon  Sullivan,  together  with  the  costs  of  prosecution. 

Two  cases  against  the  City  have  been  brought  for  injuries  on 
the  highway,  which  were  entered  in  County  Court  at  the  Sep- 
tember term,  and  are  now  pending. — Reynolds  vs.  the  City,  and 
McGreavey  vs.  the  City.  In  the  first  case  George  L.  Reynolds 
claims  to  have  been  quite  seriously  injured  by  being  thrown  from 
his  wagon  while  driving  with  a  load  of  grain  over  the  New  Road 
(so-called)  from  Winooski  to  his  place,  at  a  point  near  the  brick 
kiln.  As  the  matters  involved  in  this  case  are  almost  entirely 
questions  of  fact  to  be  tried  by  jury,  I  will  not  interfere  with 
their  province,  by  giving  my  own  convictions  of  the  result,  and 
the  facts  as  I  understand  them  have  already  been  communicated  to 
you.  The  case  of  McGreavey  vs.  the  City,  is  for  injuries  alleged 
to  have  been  received  on  the  same  road  by  the  plaintiff,  a  young 
man,  while  passing  over  it  on  foot,  he  claiming  to  have  fallen  and 
injured  his  leg  by  reason  of  some  imperfection  in  the  highway. 
This  is  also  a  question  of  fact  to  be  determined  by  a  jury.  These 
two  cases  I  expect  will  be  tried  at  the  April  term  of  Court. 

Hilas  and  Prudence  B.  Roby  have  appealed  from  the  assess- 
ment of  the  Street  Commissioners  for  the  construction  of  Union 
Street  sewer.  This  case  has  not  yet  been  entered  in  Court.  No 
other  appeals  have  been  taken. 

Other  matters  have  arisen  from  time  to  time  which  have 
called  for  examination  and  adjustment,  but  they  have  all  been 
satisfactorily  arranged  without  litigation.  Believing  it  to  be  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  City  to  avoid  air  litigation  not  actually 
necessary  for  protection  or  defense,  I  have  endeavored  to  conduct 
the  business  of  this  office  with  reference  to  such  a  result. 
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I  have  assisted  in  a  codification  of  the  City  charter  and  ordin- 
ances, together  with  all  amendments  up  to  this  time,  with  proper 
head  and  marginal  notes,  the  result  of  which  work  will,  I  believe, 
be  of  great  convenience  to  your  body  and  to  the  citizens  generally.

During  the  year  the  station  house  furnished  shelter  for  36a1 
persons  over  night,  of  the  following  nationalities:  Irish,  2081 
English,  73  ;  American,  40  ;  French,  31  ;  German,  4  ;  Scotch,  2  i\ 
Dutch,  1  ;  Unknown,  3, 

Since  the  passage  of  the  new  law  regarding  tramps  there  ha 
been  a  material  falling-off  of  such  gentlemen,  showing  the  wisdom  o 
the  Legislature  in  such  action.    In  1875  we  sheltered  884  tramps, 
more  than  twice  as  many  as  this  year. 

The  whole  number  of  policemen  is  56,  of  which  number  38 
are  specials  at  the  following  places  :  Cathedral,  1  ;  Episcopal 
Institute,  1  ;  Railroads,  3;  Depots,  3;  Cemeteries,  3;  Lumber 
Yards,  27.  The  force  is  distributed  among  the  wards  as  follows  : 


First  Ward,  4 
Second  Ward,  6 
Third  Ward,  8 
Fourth  Ward,  18 
Fifth  Ward,  17 
And  the  railroad  policemen  who  are  not  con- 
fined to  any  one  ward,  3 


One  policeman  has  been  suspended  during  the  year. 
Two  patrolmen  have  been  on  duty  every  night  at  $2  per 
night  each,  and  for  two  months  an  extra  night  patrolman  at  50 
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cents  a  night.  There  are  also  four  half-night  officers  at  $1  each,  as 
follows  :  Champlain,  Cherry,  and  Battery  Streets,  Police  Office, 
Battery  Park,  North  Street.  An  officer  is  also  at  the  Police  Office 
during  the  day  to  answer  calls. 

There  are  no  prisoners  in  the  jail  chargeable  to  the  City. 

The  police  office  is  in  good  condition,  and  is  of  great  use  as  a 
shelter  to  the  homeless. 

The  police  have  arrested  thirteen  offenders  for  offences  out  of 
this  City,  and  have  surrendered  them  to  the  proper  authorities. 

The  total  police  expenses  have  been  $2,8*78  50,  divided  for 
quarters  ending  as  follows  :  March  31,  $609  00  ;  June  30, 
$666  50  ;  September  30,  $807  50  ;  December  31,  $795  50, 

The  slight  increase  of  police  expenses  over  last  year  results 
mainly  from  the  increase  of  the  force,  and  the  advantages  of  such 
increase  are  shown  in  the  remarkable  freedom  of  the  City  from 
crime  during  the  year,  The  larger  the  force  becomes  each 
year,  the  more  are  the  idle  and  the  disorderly  classes  restrained. 

Our  City  has  as  good  a  police  force,  proportionately  to  its 
size,  as  any  in  the  country.  The  last  report  of  Burlington,  Iowa, 
just  about  the  same  size  as  Burlington,  Vermont,  shows  the 
arrests  to  have  been  LOSS,  and  the  estimated  police  appropriatioa 
for  the  next  year  $9,000  ;  arrests  for  intoxication,  444.  These 
figures,  compared  with  our  own,  may  enable  our  citizens  to  infer 
the  superiority  of  Eastern  over  Western  civilization.

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In  taking  charge  of  this  department  I  found  it  necessary  to 
study  up  the  history,  character  and  family  antecedents  of  a  large 
number  of  would-be  paupers.  Many  of  them  1  found  to  be  able- 
bodied  men  who  really  needed  nothing  except  the  disposition  to 
earn  their  daily  bread  by  the  sweat  of  their  brow.  To  this  class 
in  summer  I  gave  little  if  any  aid,  and  endeavored  to  inspire 
them  with  sufficient  pride  to  support  themselves.  There  was 
found  another  large  class  of  people  ready  to  spend  their  money  for 
articles  not  by  any  means  necessaries — a  class  of  people  destitute 
of  prudential  foresight,  living  freely  in  summer  but  unable  to 
carry  a  dollar  over  from  summer  to  winter.  On  their  demand  for 
aid  in  early  winter  I  endeavored  to  intersperse  with  the  small  aid 
dealt  out  to  them  the  need  of  better  care  and  calculation,  and  to 
show  them  how  they  might  have  made  themselves  independent, 
self-supporting  citizens.  In  some  instances  I  think  this  advice  as 
to  self-support  through  greater  economy,  and  the  expenditure  of 
their  earnings  for  necessaries  only,  has  had  great  effect,  and  actu- 
ally aided  them  more  than  the  orders  for  provisions  I  gave  them. 
The  class  of  paupers  that  has  troubled  me  most  as  to  any  pre- 
ventive or  suggestive  measures  for  their  improvement  has  been 
composed  of  intemperate  men  and  women,  and  this  is  largely 
made  up  of  those  belonging  to  the  criminal  class.  They  could  be 
iound  quite  frequently  at  the  Police  Court  on  Monday  morning, 
having  had  a  drunk  or  a  fight  or  both  on  Sunday.  The  fine 
imposed  upon  them  did  them  no  good— it  merely  took  so  much 
money  from  the  City  for  the  support  of  their  families  while  they 
laid  in  jail,  waiting  for  a  pardon  from  his  excellency  the  Governor. 
But  under  the  workings  of  the  new  work  house  law  it  would 
seem  that  many  of  those  will  secure  in  the  course  of  the  year  some 
lessons  in  sobriety  and  industry  that  can  but  be  useful  to  them. 

Full  one-half  of  the  money  expended  by  this  department  has 
been  made  necessary  by  excessive  use  of  intoxicating  liquors. 
Intemperance  in  the  pauper  class  no  less  than  in  the  more  suc- 
cessful classes  always  draws  down  upon  its  followers  the  other 
kindred  vices.  In  looking  up  the  history  of  the  pauper  class  I 
have  been  surprised  to  see  how  pauperism  runs  in  families — to 
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atyfo  parents  and  children  for  successive  generations  on  the  books 
'ar£e  is  department ;  to  find  them  calculating  upon  their  aid  from 
City  to  help  them  through,  as  industrious  poor  people  calcu- 
upon  their  earnings  and  savings  to  keep  them  from  the.

The  tax-payers  generally  I  have  no  doubt  desire  to  have  such 
wisely  and  properly  and  even  liberally  cared  for. 
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In  closing  it  is  proper  to  say  that  I  have  been  reat 
co-operate  with  all  persons  charitably  inclined,  and  to  give 
receive  information  as  to  all  whom  my  position  required  t 
should  be  informed.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS. 


Your  cemetery  commissioners  with  the  generous  aid  of  Dr. 
A.  A.  Harrington  held  a  consultation  of  what  could  best  be  done 
to  improve  Elmwood  Cemetery,  with  the  small  amount  of  means 
at  their  disposal. 

It  was  finally  decided  to  go  into  a  thorough  system  of  grub- 
bing out  the  locust  trees,  and  all  other  unsightly  trees,  shrubs, 
and  bushes. 

At  the  first  start  it  became  apparent  that  the  ground  could 
not  be  put  in  condition  to  cut  the  grass,  without  first  levelling 
down  all  the  mounds  over  the  graves,  and  putting  out  of  sight  the 
foot  stones.  It  was  decided  to  do  this  ;  and  accordingly  the  foot 
stones  were  all  taken  and  then  buried  about  one  foot  under  the  sur- 
face where  they  stood  ;  in  some  cases  the  loot  stones  on  the  same 
lot  were  buried  in  one  opening. 

What  remained  of  the  stumps  and  roots  after  grubbing  up  the 
trees  were  thoroughly  salted,  with  the  hope  of  preventing  fur- 
ther growth.  In  levelling  down  the  mounds  on  the  graves,  care 
was  taken  not  to  disturb  such  mounds  on  graves  where  there 
were  no  record  stones.  This  system  was  observed  through  the 
whole  ground,  the  earth  being  levelled  and  pounded  down  and 
sown  with  grass  seeds.  Later  in  the  season,  to  wit :  in  November, 
one  hundred  elm  trees  were  purchased  and  planted  out  equally 
over  the  cemetery.  With  comparative  small  expense,  the  grass 
may  now  be  cut  with  a  scythe,  which  if  done  from  two  to  five 
times  in  a  season  will  add  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the 
cemetery. 

Some  fifty-six  loads  of  brush  and  rubbish  were  taken  out  of 
this  cemetery,  and  dumped  down  the  bank  at  North-Bend  street. 

Your  commissioners  take  this  occasion  to  tender  to  Dr.  A. 
A.  Harrington  and  others,  in  behalf  of  our  citizens,  their  thanks 
for  their  liberal  gifts  in  aid  of  Locust  street,  now  Elmwood 
Cemetery.

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During  the  past  summer  and  fall,  quite  a  large  piece  of  ground 
nown  as  the  Pine  Grove,  situated  in  the  S.  W.  corner  of  the 
emetery,  has  been  cleared  off,  the  stumps  dug  and  pulled  out,  and 
eposited  in  two  water-gullys  near  the  lake  shore,  which, 
ogether  with  the  brush,  has  nearly  filled  up  the  water-gullys,  so 
hat  with  a  small  amount  of  additional  filling  two  very  unsightly 
pots  will  disappear. 

Great  care  was  taken  in  removing  the  pine  trees,  to  reserve  a 
arge  number  of  maple,  oak,  and  other  trees  suitable  for  shade 
md  ornamental  purposes. 

In  the  month  of  August  these  last  named  trees,  numbering 
me  hundred  or  more,  were  clipped  off  at  the  top,  some  twenty 
1  eet,  some  thirty  feet  from  the  ground  ;  considerable  has  been  done 
n  laying  out  driveways  and  paths,  and  gradings. 

Much  more  remains  to  be  done  to  place  the  ground  in  proper 
condition  for  burial  purposes.  This  should  be  done  and  the  lots  made 
ready  for  sale  as  early  in  the  spring  as  possible.  This  extra  work 
has  increased  our  pay  bills  some  two  hundred  dollars  this  year  ; 
the  sale  of  timber  and  wood  has  returned  one  hundred  dollars. 

Since  closing  this  account  on  Dec,  31,  1878,  the  water  tax 
due  the  City  for  18*78  has  been  paid  and  will  appear  in  the  com- 
jmissioners'  report  for  1819. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  indebtedness  of 
Lake  View  Cemetery  for  water  rates  to  the  City  Water  Depart, 
ment  is  all  paid,  to  wit  :

Frequent  complaints  are  made  by  some  of  our  tax-payers  of 
the  annual  drafts  on  the  City  Treasury  for  the  support  of  Lake 
View  Cemetery.  To.  correct  this  erroneous  opinion,  the  Commis- 
sioners desire  to  state,  that  Lake  View  Cemetery  has  been  self, 
supporting  during  the  past  six  years  ending  December  31,  1878.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library 
beg  leave  to  present  their  Fifth  Annual  Report. 

The  Trustees  are  glad  to  report  the  Library  in  good  condition, 
and  on  the  increase  in  usefulness,  they  believe,  as  well  as  in  books 
added  and  in  the  favor  of  the  community.  The  work  of  it  is  well 
done.  So  far  as  may  be,  the  best  theories  of  library  business  are 
put  in  practice,  and  the  officers  do  what  is  to  be  done  with  good 
judgment  and  fidelity.  The  managing  and  use  of  it  have  now  fairly 
passed  the  stage  of  experiment,  and  come  into  line  of  system  and 
regulation,  where  things  move  with  ease  and  in  good  order. 

During  the  past  year,  there  have  been  added  434  volumes, 
which  carry  our  total  to  11,534  volumes.  Among  these  addititions 
are  Schliemann's  "Mycenae,'7  Stanley's  "Through  the  Dark  Con- 
tinent," Thackeray's  Works,  LeConte's  "  Geology,"  New- 
comb's  "Astronomy,"  Gray's  "China,"  Gibbon's  "Life  of  Combe," 
Massachusetts  Health  Reports,  Lecky's  "England  in  the  XVIII. 
Century,"  Worsley's  Homer's  "Odyssey,"  Brassey's  "Cruise  of 
the  Sunbeam,"  Benjamin's  "Atlantic  Islands." 
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In  the  circulation  there  is  a  decrease  of  nearly  10  per  cent, 
35,238  in  1878,  against  38,468  in  1877.  This  falling-off  may  be 
accounted  for  by  the  somewhat  less  number  of  days  in  which  the 
Library  has  been  open,  and  by  the  revival  of  business  which  lessens 
the  demand  for  books.  It  has  been  a  not  uncommon  remark  among 
our  borrowers,  "There  is  not  so  much  time  to  read  now."  On  the 
other  hand,  while  taking  out  books  for  home  use  is  lessened,  reading 
in  the  library-room" is  much  increased:  and  this  both  of  periodicals 
and  books  off  the  shelves.  The  readers  in  this  way  are  three  or 
four  times  as  many  as  ever  before.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  find  all 
the  chairs  occupied.  The  reading  of  one  book  is  apt  to  lead  to  the 
reading  of  others  in  the  same  line.  And  the  Librarian  stands  always 
ready  to  give  what  help  he  can  to  any  who  are  there  following  any 
line  of  inquiry  or  study. 

Furnishing  periodicals  has  turned  out  so  gratifying  a  success, 
that  the  Trustees  add  to  the  list  for  the  current  year:  the  Inter- 
national Review ;  Nineteenth  Century  ;  Contemporary  Review ;  Lon- 
don Spectator  ;  London  Weekly  Times.  In  other  places  this  reading 
on  the  spot  has  proved  one  of  the  most  useful  features  of  town  and 
free  libraries.  If  we  had  here  a  proper  reading-room,  this  would 
without  doubt  increase  among  us,  and  add  a  good  deal  to  the  use- 
fulness of  the  Library.  The  character  of  the  reading  furnished  by 
free  libraries  is  engaging  the  thoughtful  attention  of  their  managers 
all  over  the  country.  This  is  a  responsibility  which  the  Trustees 
hold  to  be  not  the  least  in  their  trust.  Fiction  will  always  com- 
mand the  most  readers,  because  most  read  for  diversion  rather  than 
for  discipline,  or  storing  the  mind.    It  remains,  therefore,  to  raise 
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the  grade  of  fiction  little  by  little,  and  to  lessen  the  proportion  it 
has  to  other  reading.  This  we  are  trying  to  do.  In  1878  we  show 
an  average  of  70  per  cent  of  light  reading,  against  71  1-2  per  cent 
in  1877.  The  Trustees  have  been  much  gratified  with  the  interest 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  some  of  the  teachers  have  taken 
in  making  the  Library  of  real  benefit  to  the  scholars  by  pointing  out 
the  best  books  and  by  suggesting  lines  of  reading  which  will  prove 
profitable  to  them.  It  is  in  this  way  that  a  public  library  grows  to 
be  what  is  claimed  for  it,  as  an  important  part  of  our  public  school 
system.  If  now  something  of  this  same  care  and  discretion  be  exer- 
cised at  home,  the  reading  of  our  young  people  will  be  less  a  dissi- 
pation and  more  an  education. 

The  gains,  apart  from  purchases,  have  been  considerable.  The 
Trustees  would  gladly  see  the  Library  grow  much  faster  by  this 
means.  Gifts  of  good  books  and  of  money  to  fill  some  serious  gaps 
in  our  various  departments  are  always  in  order.  We  are  again  and 
again  disturbed  at  calls  for  books  which  we  ought  to  have,  but  are 
not  able  to  put  on  our  shelves.  Our  thanks  are  due  many  good 
friends  for  their  generous  remembrance.  Our  congressional  delega- 
tion are  specially  mindful  of  our  interests  and  wants.  Nearly  the 
whole  set  of  the  very  valuable  reports  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution 
have  been  sent  us  from  Washington,  by  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Ed- 
munds. Mr.  Morrill  sends  us  the  reports,  many  of  which  are  of 
interest  quite  above  the  usual  run  of  public  documents. 

We  find  we  have  been  living  something  within  our  means  ; 
cutting  down  expenses  to  the  correct  point  consistent  with  carrying 
on  the  Library  properly.     In  the  hard  times,  not  a  few  libraries 
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,ve  found  themselves  embarrassed  by  bad  investments  or  cxtrav- 
ant  managing.  We  are  glad  to  come  out  a  little  ahead.  The 
rustees  have  sometimes  found  themselves  obliged  to  calculate  more 
osely  than  was  pleasant.  In  some  cases  thay  have  felt  that  the 
)od  of  the  Library  demanded  a  more  liberal  policy  ;  but  they  have 
lowed  the  retrenchment  which  is  now  so  properly  the  order  of  the 
ay,  hoping  that  better  times  will  bring  larger  means. 

We  begin  the  new  year  with  our  card  catalogue.  This  will 
eep  our  cataloguing  absolutely  up  to  date.  Bulletins  will  for  the 
resent  be  dispensed  with.  Accessions  of  new  books  will  from  time 
d  time  be  noticed  in  the  daily  newspapers. 

The  Library  has  been  doing  its  part,  with  others  in  this  coun- 
ry  and  in  England,  in  the  preparation  of  the  new  edition  of  Poole's 
ndex  to  Periodical  Literature.  It  is  creditable  to  us  to  have  our 
lare  in  a  work  of  such  magnitude  and  importance  to  all  scholars 
nd  readers. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  your  Board  and  of  the  public 
o  the  needless  damage  done  the  books.  A  free  library  cannot  ex- 
pect to  keep  its  books  as  fresh  and  nice  as  those  of  a  private  or  club 
library,  but  the  treatment  of  some  of  ours  is  simple  abuse.  Such 
dirtying  and  defacing  as  many  of  them  suffer  is  more  than  careless. 
It  shows  a  private  unconcern  for  the  rights  of  the  public  which  the 
public  should  jealously  watch  and  resent.  Our  legislature  has 
passed  a  law  punishing  wilful  and  needless  damage  to  library  books. 
The  Trustees  would  give  notice  of  their  intention  to  follow  up  viol- 
ations of  this  law  with  "vigor  and  rigor." 
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The  patrons  of  the  Library  complain  of  the  cold  of  the  librar 
room  in  the  winter.  On  windy  days,  the  stoves  fail  to  keep  the  pla< 
warm  enough  for  comfort  and  health.  The  coal-dust  and  ash< 
from  them  are  a  serious  injury  to  the  books;  and  readers  in  th 
library  room  would  be  much  better  accommodated  with  freer  spac 
and  a  better  climate  by  their  removal.  If  the  whole  buildup 
could  be  warmed  from  the  basement  it  would  be  much  better 
The  Trustees  commend  this  to  your  honorable  board,  believing  thej 
change  may  be  made  at  not  very  great  cost,  and  will  be  very  muclt 
for  the  good  of  the  Library. 

In  closing  this  Report,  the  Trustees  would  once  more  expressis 
to  you  their  thanks  for  your  kind  attention  to  their  wishes  and! 
wants,  and  their  hope  that,  with  the  fostering  care  of  the  city  gov--' 
ernment  and  all  its  friends,  the  Library  will  become  a  prime  useful-  - 
ness  and  chief  praise  of  the  city.

DRAINS,  &C 

A  drain  of  10  inch  cement  pipe  has  been  laid  from  the  gate 
house  at  the  reservoir  to  connect  with  the  sewer  in  Main  street. 
The  sidewalk  has  been  graded  in  front  of  the  reservoir  lot,  as  also 
has  the  north-west  corner  of  the  reservoir  grounds.  A  set  of  iron 
steps  has  replaced  the  dilapidated  planks  which  reclined  against 
the  reservoir  bank,  and  other  improvements  combine  to  give  to 
one  corner  of  the  lot,  at  least,  a  respectable  appearance.  The 
expense  of  the  above  work  and  materials  was  $303  38. 

CURRENT  AND  PUMPING. 

The  current  expenses  for  the  past  year,  with  one  exception, 
have  been  of  the  general  nature  of  keeping  pipes  and  services  in 
repair.  The  breakage  of  mains  has  been  infrequent  and  the  expe- 
rience of  the  last  two  years  gives  ground  for  the  hope  of  lessening 
inconvenience  from  this  source,  in  the  future. 

A  long  existing  leak  from  the  failure  of  packing  in  an  iron 
pipe  which  has  been  discovered  and  stopped,  accounts,  in  large 
part,  for  the  lighter  pumping  of  the  year.  The  old  fence  on  the 
street  line  of  the  reservoir  lot  has  been  replaced  by  a  barbed  wire 
fence,  the  posts  of  which  are  set  in  a  stone  ditch.  The  cost  of  the 
above  item,  including  two  iron  gates  to  be  set  in  the  spring,  is 
$241  78.

HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  present  my  report  of  the  affairs  of 
this  office,  for  a  period  commencing  April  25th  and  ending  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1818,  including  the  vital  statistics  for  the  whole  year. 

HEALTH  OF  THE  CITY. 

It  is  a  cause  for  congratulation  that  our  City  has  been  spared 
from  the  great  prevalence  or  fatality  of  any  severe  epidemic 
disease,  during  the  last  year.  Diphtheria,  which  prevailed  so 
extensively,  and  with  such  fatal  results,  during  the  years  1816 
and  1877,  greatly  abated  during  the  year  1878,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  it  will  soon  disappear  entirely.  There  have  been  a  few 
isolated  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  mostly  of  a  mild  character,  and 
fewer  of  typhoid  fever.  A  large  number  of  cases  of  whooping- 
cough  occurred  during  the  Spring  and  Summer  months,  with  a 
small  mortality,  and  this  chiefly  where  it  was  complicated  with 
diarrhoea  or  dysentery.  The  other  diseases  have  been  such  as 
are  usual  in  this  City,  and  in  this  section  of  the  country,  and  the 
cases  of  each  have  been  small  in  number  and  mortality. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  AND  REGISTRATION. 

Soon  after  the  commencement  of  the  official  year,  ordinances 
were  prepared,  with  the  assistance  of  the  City  attorney,  relating 
to  deaths  and  burials  ;  births  and  the  registration  thereof;  and 
reports  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases, and  submitted  for  your 
approval.    They  were  adopted  with  promptness  and  unanimity. 
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For  this  you  have  the  thanks  of  this  department,  and  deserve  the 
same  of  the  whole  community.  These  measures  should  have  been 
adopted,  with  the  institution  of  the  Health  Department,  thirteen 
years  ago. 

It  would  seem  as  if  no  arguments  were  necessary,  at  this  age 
of  the  world,  to  convince  an  intelligent  community  of  the  value 
of  a  Health  Department,  and  of  the  necessity  of  a  S37stem  of  regis- 
tration, in  connection  with  it,  that  shall  be  prompt  and  complete* 
Yet  the  last  legislature  of  the  State  of  Vermont  refused  to  estab- 
lish such  a  State  department,  and  such  a  system,  at  the  expense 
of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum  for  the  whole  State,  while  at 
the  same  time,  it  wasted  much  time  and  much  of  the  people's 
money  in  canvassing  and  securing  the  election  of  some  of  their 
own  members  to  office.  Its  members  were  selected  from  the  dif- 
ferent communities  of  the  State  for  their  supposed  intelligence, 
superior  judgment  and  statesmanship.  Undoubtedly  some  of 
them  had,  some  time  or  other,  been  swindled  of  hundreds  of  dol- 
lars by  lightning-rodders  for  a  doubtful  protection  to  some  barn, 
which  offered  the  remote  probability  of  being  struck  by  lightning, 
about  once  in  a  hundred  years ;  yet  they  failed  to  see  reasons  for 
allowing  the  whole  people  of  the  State  to  expend  a  paltry  sum  to 
ascertain  causes,  disseminate  information,  and  adopt  preventive 
measures,  tending  to  protect  their  wives  and  children  from  the 
ravages  of  preventable  diseases,  which  are  reasonably  sure  to 
visit  their  localities  every  year.  Preventive  measures  are  far 
more  economical  and  successful  than  attempts  to  cure,  and  deserve 
greater  credit,  as  the  statesman  who  averts  a  war  deserves  great- 
er honor  from  the  civilized  world  than  the  general  who  conducts 
it. 

A  complete  system  of  registration  is  an  indispensable  aid  to 
the  Health  Officer,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  It  is  the  tools 
with  which  he  works.  It  is  of  great  interest  and  value  also  to  the 
statesman,  lawyer,  physician,  and  indeed  directly  or  indirectly  to 
every  class.  By  the  records  thus  obtained  and  preserved,  the 
rightful  decision  of  many  questions  is  facilitated,  such  as  those 
relating  'to  legitimacy,    testamentary  evidence,  life  insurance,

annuities,  the  establishment  of  claims  for  pensions,  and,  more  im- 
portant still,  those  relating  to  longevity  as  affected  by  race,  social 
relations,  occupation,  mode  ot  living,  season  and  climate,  as  well 
as  mode  and  efficiency  of  government.  It  is  a  protection  to  a  com- 
munity from  crime,  by  its  more  sure  and  speedy  revelation  of  its 
nature,  locality  and  time  of  occurrence.  This  system  is  of  value 
and  interest  to  us  as  a  City,  in  a  more  narrow  and  selfish  view, 
because  by  the  custom  of  exchange  of  reports  and  statistics  be- 
tween the  different  cities  and  towns,  the  fact  is  published  through- 
out the  country,  that  we  are  exempt  from  the  ravages  of  many 
epidemic  diseases,  and  that  when  any  do  prevail,  the  ratio  of  mor- 
tality is  lower  than  in  many  other  localities,  and  that  the 
ratio  of  total  mortality  from  all  diseases  to  the  whole  number 
of  inhabitants  is  among  the  lowest,  as  is  shown  in  the  table  of 
percentages  of  mortality.  This  is  mainly  owing  to  our  salubrious 
location,  and  offers  the  best  inducement  in  selecting  a  home  to 
people  ol  means,  who  value  life  and  health  above  all  other  material 
gifts.  In  European  countries,  the  system  of  registration  is  more 
complete  than  in  this  country.  It  extends  to  a  record  of  the 
travels  and  existence  of  their  citizens,  whether  at  home  or  abroad. 
Thus  the  State  is  a  family,  and  the  government  exercises  a  pa- 
rental guardianship  over  its  citizens  everywhere,  as  the  father  does 
over  his  children. 

WATER  SUPPLY  AND  SEWERS. 

In  my  opinion,  it  is  safer  for  the  public  health,  as  a  rule,  that 
the  public  water  supply  should  be  obtained  from  large  ponds  or 
from  lakes,  with  rocky  or  gravelly  banks,  rather  than  from  rivers 
or  streams  running  through  an  inhabited  district.  Large  bodies 
of  water  are  purified  by  deposition,  dilution,  and  oxidation.  If 
the  currents  are  not  too  strong,  and  there  is  not  too  rapid  a  flow, 
the  insoluble  and  heavier  impurities  are  deposited  upon  the  bot- 
tom, or  upon  the  banks.  The  larger  the  quantity  of  water  in  pro- 
portion to  the  linear  measurement  of  the  banks  which  enclose  it, 
the  greater  dilution  there  is  of  the  impurities  that  are  washed  into 
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it  from  the  banks,  and  the  more  innocuous  they  become.  The 
law  that,  the  greater  the  dilution  the  greater  the  potency,  does  not 
apply  in  this  case.  Oxidation  is  effected  by  exposure  of  the  surface 
to  the  atmosphere,  and  agitation  by  winds  assists  materially,  by 
bringing  successive  portions  to  the  surface  to  be  acted  upon  by 
the  air,  and  carried  off' by  the  same  winds.  The  larger  the  surface 
exposed  to  the  action  of  the  winds,  within  a  given  area,  the  greater 
will  be  the  effect  of  this  means  of  purification.  Large  ponds  or 
lakes  generally  are  more  under  the  conditions  mentioned  than 
running  streams. 

In  my  observation  of  the  diseases  of  this  City  and  their  causes 
during  the  period  from  the  introduction  of  the  public  water  sup- 
ply, to  the  present  time,  1  have  been  unable  to  trace  any  distinct 
ill-effects  from  the  present  source  of  supply. 

Typhoid  fever,  the  disease  which  of  all  others  we  should  ex- 
pect to  result  from  sewage  contamination  of  drinking  water,  is  of 
infrequent  occurrence  in  this  community.  There  has  been  only 
one  death  from  this  disease  during  the  last  year,  and  this  of  a  man 
over  seventy  years  of  age.  Diarrhoea  and  dysentery  occur  here 
sporadically  and  are  not  virulent,  and  prevail  mostly  during  the 
Summer  months,  so  that  they  may  be  more  reasonably  attributable 
to  the  debilitating  effects  of  heat,  over-exertion  and  other  causes, 
than  impure  drinking  water.  Other  zymotic  diseases,  such  as 
diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever,  occur  elsewhere  as  well  as  here,  and 
under  all  circumstances  as  to  water  supply,  and  their  prevalence 
in  any  section  of  the  country  is  doubtless  due  in  the  first  place 
to  atmospheric  influences,  and  then  to  this  combined  with  lack  of 
sanitary  surroundings,  and  contagion.  Still,  it  seems  to  me  that 
as  the  number  of  public  sewers,  and  amount  of  sewage  flowing 
directly  into  the  lake  yearly  increases,  it  would  be  wise  for  the 
City  to  consider  soon  the  propriety  of  obtaining  the  water  at  a 
greater  distance  from  the  shore. 

With  a  public  water  supply  comes  the  convenience  and  in 
some  degree  the  necessity  of  public  sewers.  It  appears  to  be  the 
established  policy  of  the  City  to  construct  these  sewers  gradually, 
year  after  year.    The  completion  of  fhe  sewer  system  throughout 
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[J    ue  City  will  be  gladly  welcomed,  yet  the  above  policy  has  sever- 
t    1  sound  arguments  in  its  favor.    A  large  portion  of  the  City  is 
ituated  on  ground  sloping  towards  the  lake  in  the  direction  of 
he  outlet  of  the  sewers,  thus  affording  quick  surface  drainage,  if 
he  gutters  are  well  constructed  and  kept  in  repair.  Another 
arge  portion  which  is  comparatively  level  has  a  porous,  sandy 
toil,  that  quickly  absorbs  moisture.    Besides,  since  the  "Old 
Jove"  was  filled,  there  is  scarcely  any  marshy  ground  in  the 
;hickly-settied  parts  of  the  City  ;  so  that  the  necessity  for  the 
completion  of  the  sewers  to  avoid  sources  of  disease  is  not  urgent. 
A.gain,  the  digging  up  of  large  portions  of  earth,  during  the  same 
season,  is  supposed  to  be  productive  of  miasm.    The  gradual 
(policy,  too,  extends  the  burdens  of  taxation  and  the  benefits  to  the 
[manual  labor  class,  over  a  series  of  years.    Those  streets  should 
pave  the  preference  in  sewerage,  upon  which  are  situated  hotels, 
(livery  stables,  manufactories,  and  the  greatest  number  of  tene- 
ment houses.    Regard  should  be  had  to  the  public  health,  rather 
than  to  petitions  for  or  against  sewers,    I  would  suggest  that 
Champlain  and  Battery  streets  be  sewered  during  the  present 
year.    The  ordinances  regulating  sewers  are  defective  in  that 
they  do  not  completely  regulate  the  connections  of  private  with 
public  sewerage.  There  should  be  City  supervision,  and  authority 
over  the  kind,  size,  inclination,  angles  and  joints  of  pipe,  the 
traps,  and  the  mode  of  ventilation  of  these  connections. 


PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 


The  public  school  buildings  are  almost  without  exception 
now  well  constructed  as  to  safety,  size,  convenience,  and  suffi- 
ciency of  light  and  ventilation.  The  grounds  are  ample  for 
exercise  and  amusement,  except  of  the  high  school.  The  manage- 
ment is  painstaking  and  excellent  The  only  improvements  that 
I  have  to  suggest  from  this  department  are  that  a  larger  propor- 
tion of  the  school  funds  be  appropriated  lor  the  watching  and  care 
of  the  water  closets  and  privies  ;  that  additional  play  grounds  of 
convenient  access  be  provided  for  the  high  school,  and  that  one 
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of  the  school  commissioners  should  be  a  physician,  so  that  t.\U 
health  of  the  pupils  may  be  more  directly  looked  after. 

CHARITABLE  AND  PENAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  children  of  the  Home  for  Destitute  Children  and  of  S 
Joseph's  Orphan  Asylnm  are  kindly  and  efficiently  cared  for,  am 
the  institutions  are  located  on  healthy  sites,  and*are  in  a  gocj 
sanitary  condition. 

There  have  been  two  deaths  from  diphtheria  during  the  pail 
year  at  the  Home,  and  one  death  from  consumption  at  the  Asylurri 
The  county  jail  is  badly  located,  and  poorly  constructed  for  thl 
safe-keeping  and  health  of  its  inmates.  It  is  faulty  in  its  air  space! 
ventilation,  drainage  accomodations,  and  in  all  sanitary  respects! 
The  large  yearly  bills  paid  by  the  State  for  medicines  and  medical 
attendance  for  the  prisoners  are  evidence  of  this.  It  is  in  fact  1 
disgrace  to  civilization,  and  the  remedy  lies  in  its  total  abandon! 
ment. 

NUISANCES. 

The  following  summary  shows  the  character  and  number  m 
the  nuisances  and  sources  of  disease,  for  the  correction  of  which! 
examinations  have  been  made,  and  orders  issued  from  April  25th i 
to  Dec.  31st,  1878. 
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An  explanation  is   necessary  with  regard  to  the  soap  factory 
situated  on  Mechanics  street,  which  still  continues  located  ther 
Soon  afte>*  entering  upon  the  duties  of  this  office,  I  made 
thorough  examination  of  this  factory  on  several  occasions.  I  d 
amined  the  location,  the  surroundings,  character  of  material  use( 
drainage  and  mode  of  manufacture  of  soap,  candles  and  tallow 
and  was  convinced  that  the  manufacture  in  that  location  created 
nuisance  and  endangered  the  public  health.    Thereupon  I  issue 
an  order  for  its  removal  to  some  other  locality,  within  a  specifiec 
time.    Before  this  time  expired,  I  was  notified,  on  behalf  of  th 
lessors  of  the  premises,  that  a  compliance  with  the  order  woulc 
be  resisted  in  the  courts.    Having  had  some  experience  of  th  I 
expense  to  the  City,  and  the  uncertainty  of  the  decisions  of  th< 
courts,  when  conducting  the  affairs  of  this  department  once  be 
fore,  I  concluded  to  let  the  matter  rest,  until  an  ordinance  coul 
be  passed  requiring  a  license  for  this  and  similar  manufactures^ 
Such  an  ordinance  was  afterwards  passed,  and  application  was 
made  for  a  license  for  this  factory.    The  matter  was  referred  by! 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  its  Health  Committee,  and  they  request- 
ed my  opinion  in  writing,  which  I  gave  in  the  following  communi- 
cation. Now  the  subject  rests  with  your  Honorable  Board  for 
decision. 

Burlington,  Nov.  16,  1878< 

Messrs.  Vincent,  Brink  and  Taylor,  Health  Committee : 

Gentlemen  : — You  request  my  opinion  as  to  the  propriety 
and  safety  of  allowing  the  business  of  tallow  rendering,  and  soap  J 
boiling  to  be  conducted  in  its  present  location  on  Mechanics! 
street,  in  this  City. 

First. — The  material  used,  in  part  at  least,  in  this  business,  J 
is  the  refuse  animal  matter  of  slaughter  houses,  meat  markets, 
and  the  fatty  scraps  and  leavings  from  private  houses.  This 
is  heaped  together  without  regard  to  cleanliness,  and  often, 
times  before  used  is  undergoing  putrefaction,  emitting  disagree-  | 
able  and  noxious  odors,  and  breeding  troublesome  animacules  and 
insects.    It  is  the  very  material,  in  a  great  measure,  that  renders  ' 
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slaughter  houses,  where  there  is  much  accumulation  of  this  kind, 
and  if  located  in  a  populous  district,  dangerous  to  the  public 
health,  and  it  is  for  this  and  some  other  reasons,  that  they  are 
always  located  outside  of  a  populous  district.  Now,  this  material 
is  gathered  into  the  soap-boiling  establishment,  from  these  various 
quarters,  and  stored  there,  for  a  greater  or  less  length  of  time, 
waiting  to  be  manufactured.  During  this  time,  it  is  throwing  out 
foul-smelling  and  deleterious  gases,  and  breeding  flies  and  other 
insects,  that  are  annoying  and  useless,  and  the  escape  of  such 
gases  as  are  evolved  during  putrefaction,  are  without  doubt 
injurious  to  health.  It  seems  to  me  very  inconsistent  to  legislate 
slaughter  houses  outside  ot  the  limits  of  the  thickly  settled  por- 
tions of  the  City,  and  then  allow  the  very  material,  on  account  of 
which  we  do  this  partly,  to  be  brought  back  into  the  heart  of  the 
City,  and  when,  too,  it  is  in  a  more  advanced  stage  of  putrefaction. 
I  understand  that  there  is  the  greatest  profit  in  the  manufacture  of 
the  cheapest  and  poorest,  and  consequently  the  most  offensive  and 
injurious  material,  so  that  the  temptation  is  the  greatest  to  use 
this  kind. 

Second. — The  vapors  that  escape  during  the  process  of  soap 
boiling  are  offensive  to  all,  except  perhaps  to  those  who  become 
inured  to  the  smell,  by  being  constantly  subjected  to  it,  and  whose 
sense  becomes  blunted  by  habit.  Those  who  have  experienced  it 
know  how  offensively  the  scent  of  soap-making  infects  the  whole 
house,  when  soap  is  made  in  a  private  house,  as  it  occasionally  is, 
for  a  few  hours  at  a  time.  So  disagreeable  is  this,  that  it  is  the 
custom  among  farmers  to  have  this  done  outside  of  the  house,  and 
at  quite  a  distance  from  it  How  much  greater  nuisance  this  must 
be  in  an  establishment  where  this  is  going  on  all  the  time  !  Even 
the  clothing  ot  the  persons  engaged  in  the  business  becomes 
saturated  with  the  scent,  so  that  they  are  especially  noticeable  in 
the  community. 

Third. — The  refuse  drainage  from  such  an  establishment  is 
quite  large,  and  is  offensive  to  smell  and  sight,  and  is  probably 
directly  injurious  to  health.  At  any  rate,  there  is  less  risk  in 
breathing  pure  air,  than  air  contaminated  in  this  way. 
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With  regard  to  the  particular  establishment  on  Mechanics 
street  in  question,  I  believe  that  the  proprietors  are  gentlemen 
who  desire  to  conduct  their  business  in  a  way  to  create  as  little 
offense  as  possible,  and  who  would  not  willingly  do  anything  to 
affect  the  health  of  the  community,  but  it  is  located  in  the  very 
centre  of  the  City.  The  business  is  carried  on  in  a  low  building 
thickly  surrounded  by  higher  buildings,  preventing  a  free  circula- 
tion of  air,  and  the  influence  of  winds  to  carry  off  and  disperse 
quickly  the  gases,  vapors  and  scents.  The  drainage  is  very  im- 
perfect and  faulty,  running  through  a  large  privy  vault,  and  out 
on  to  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  into  a  public  street,  where 
the  foul  odor  from  it  has  been  noticed  by  me  and  others  on 
several  occasions. 

For  these  reasons  in  brief,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  business 
in  question,  in  its  present  location,  may  fairly  and  without  preju- 
dice be  said  to  create  a  nuisance,  and  to  be  injurious  to  the  public 
health.

Burial  and  removal  permits  have  been  issued  from  this  office 
from  May  30th,  when  the  ordinance  requiring  them  went  into

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The  eighty-nine  burial  permits  issued  for  the  Roman  Catholic 
cemeteries  were  for  the  old  Irish  Catholic  and  the  new  French 
Catholic  Cemeteiy,  which  has  been  opened  during  the  year.  A 
few  of  the  removals  from  the  City  have  been  of  bodies  disinterred 
from  the  Elmwood  Avenue  and  old  Catholic  Cemetery,  and  others 
taken  from  the  tomb  at  Lake  View  Cemetery.  The  largest  num- 
ber has  been  of  bodies  before  burial  or  entombment.  Two  of  the 
three  removals  within  the  City  were  from  the  old  to  the  new 
Catholic  cemetery  ;  the  other  was  a  change  of  location  within  the 
old  Catholic  cemetery.  The  permit  for  burial  in  private  grounds 
was  for  a  still-born  child. 

There  have  been  several  violations  of  the  ordinance  requiring 
burial  permits.  Two  or  three  that  occurred  soon  after  it  went 
into  effect  were  excused,  on  account  of  ignorance.  The  remain- 
der, being  repetitions  of  the  offence,  are  now  or  will  be  left  with 
the  City  attorney  for  prosecution.  Ignorance  of  the  ordinance 
cannot  hereafter  be  a  valid  excuse  for  its  violation,  since  it  should 
now  be  perfectly  understood  to  apply  to  any  disposition  whatever, 
within  the  limits  of  this  City,  of  the  dead  body  of  any  human 
being,  whether  the  death  occurred  within  or  without  the  City,  and 
whether  it  is  disposed  ol  by  burial,  entombment,  removal  from  or 
within  the  City,  disinterment,  dissection  or  any  means. 

REPORTS  OF  CONTAGIOUS  OR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.

Note. — Physicians  were  excused  from  reporting  cases  of  whooping-cough. 
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I  regret  to  say  that  I  know  the  above  table  to  be  imperfect, 
from  the  fact,  that  in  several  instances  there  have  been  deaths 
from  the  above  contagious  diseases,  and  certificates  returned, 
without  reports  ever  having  been  made  of  the  existence  of  the 
disease  which  caused  the  deaths.  I  know  it  also  from  other  sour- 
ces. Such  reports,  faithfully  made,  are  oi  great  value  in  ascertain- 
ing the  prevalence  of  any  disease  that  is  liable  to  spread,  its  loca- 
tion, progress,  and  comparative  fatality  ;  so  that  the  causes  may 
be  determined  if  possible,  and  measures  provided  for  its  arrest. 
It  is  especially  important  that  reports  should  be  made  promptly  of 
any  new  contagion  springing  up.  A  spark  may  be  stamped  out 
with  a  single  loot,  while  the  conflagration  that  it  lights  up  may 
be  as  uncontrollable  as  the  Chicago  fire.  It  is  expected  that  the 
penalty  which  you  have  recently  attached  to  the  ordinance  requir- 
ing these  reports,  will  impress  their  importance  more  forcibly  upon 
the  attention  of  those  interested.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  statistics  of  the  births  and  deaths  of  the  last  eight 
mouths  of  the  year  1878,  comprised  in  the  tables  of  vital  statistics 
accompanying  this  report,  were  obtained  by  the  City  system  of 
registration  in  force,  during  this  period  ;  those  of  the  first  four 
months,    by   a   census  taken    since   January    1,    1879,  under 
the  supervision  of  II.  0.   Wheeler,  Esq.,   clerk  of  the  school 
board,  which  was  the  former  State  system.     While  taking  the 
census  of  the  first  four  months,  that  of  the  last  eight  months  was 
also  taken,  as  it  would  involve  but  little  extra  labor,  and  would 
!  serve  a  good  purpose,  in  correctiug  the  returns  of  the  latter  period 
i  aud  in  making  a  comparison  of  the  completeness  and  accuracy  of 
the  two  systems.   Upon  comparing  the  returns  of  births  by  the  two 
modes,  it  is  found  that  one  hundred  and  ninety-four  (194)  certifi- 
cates of  the  births  occurring  during  the  last  eight  months  were 
returned  to  the  City  Clerk's  office,  while  only  one  hundred  and 
fifty-five  ( 155)  names  were  obtained  by  the  census  of  the  same 
period,  making  a  difference  of  thirty-nine  (39)  in  favor  of  the  City 
system,  and  computed  at  the  same  ratio  for  the  first  four  months, 
a  difference  of  fifty-eight  (58)  for  the  whole  year.    Upon  com- 
paring the  number  of  deaths,  it  is  found  that  one  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  (127)  certificates  of  deaths  occurring  'during  the 
last  eight  months  were  returned,  while  only  one  hundred  and 
nine  (109)  were  obtained  by  the  census,  making  a  difference  of 
eighteen  (18)  in  favor  of  the  City  system,  or  twenty-seven  (27) 
for  the  whole  year.    The  new  system  is  also  more  correct  in  dates 
of  births  and  deaths,  in  ages  of  mothers,  of  the  children  born,  and 
in  names  of  diseases  which  were  causes  of  deaths. 

By  careful  study  and  analysis  of  the  tables  of  vital  statistics, 
much  interesting  and  valuable  information  may  be  obtained. 

TABLE  OF  MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  licenses  for  marriages  obtained  from  the  City 
Clerk's  office,  during  the  year  I878;was  one  hundred  and  two  (102). 
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During  the  preceding  year.  1877,  it  was  eighty-two  (82),  or  twenty 
(20)  more  in  1878  than  in  1877.  There  were  twenty  (20)  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year  ;  thirty-three  (33)  in  the  second  ;  nine- 
teen (19)  in  the  third  ;  and  thirty  (30)  in  the  fourth.  Thus  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  largest  number  were  in  the  spring,  or  second 
quarter  after  the  Lenten  season  and  that  of  the  extremest  cold  wasi 
over  ;  the  smallest  number  were  in  the  third  quarter,  or  season! 
of  greatest  heat ;  the  next  to  the  largest  number  were  in  the 
fourth  quarter,  or  season  of  the  Thanksgiving,  Christmas  aridif 
New  Year's  holidays.  The  next  to  the  smallest  number  were; 
in  the  first  quarter,  or  season  of  greatest  cold.  All  of  which 
shows  that  extremes  of  heat  and  cold,  and  the  Lenten  season, 
are  avoided  and  so  decrease  the  number,  while  pleasant  and 
comfortable  seasons,  and  the  occurrence  of  the  joyous  festivals 
have  the  opposite  effect.  The  marriages  of  parties  of  American 
birth  constitute  about  three-fourth  of  the  whole  ;  that  of  grooms 
being  a  little  less,  and  of  brides  a  little  greater  than  this  propor- 
tion, since  four  more  of  the  latter  than  of  the  former  were  born  in 
the  United  States.  The  next  largest  number  were  born  in  Canada, 
in  about  equal  numbers  as  to  sex.  The  remainder  and  smallest 
number  were  born  in  Ireland  and  England,  and  the  grooms  from 
these  countries  were  three  times  as  many  as  the  brides.  All  the 
parties  were  married  by  clergymen  and  priests  except  one  couple, 
who  were  married  by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  the  marriage  was 
a  compromise  of  a  legal  prosecution.  Only  one  couple  were  mar- 
ried from  our  colored  population. 

TABLE  OF  BIRTHS. 

There  were  two  hundred  and  ninety-two  (292)  births,  during 
the  year  1878.  During  the  year  1877  the  number  was  two  hundred 
and  eighty-three  (283)  making  a  difference  of  nine  (9)  in  favor 
of  the  year  1878. 

Sex. — The  number  of  male  children  was  one  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  (138),  and  of  female  children  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  (154),  or  sixteen  (16)  more  females  than  males.  Only  one 
pair  ol  twins  and  one  colored  child  were  born  during  the  year. 
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Parentage. — The  fathers  of  one  hundred  and  forty-five  ( 145) 
children,  or  a  little  more  than  one-half  of  the  whole  ascertained, 
vere  born  in  the  United  States  ;  of  eighty-nine  (89),  ornearly  one- 
;hird,  in  Canada;  of  thirty-seven  (37),  or  nearly  one-eighth,  in 
[reland  ;  of  eleven  (11),  in  other  countries;  and  of  ten  (10),  the 
birth  place  was  not  ascertained.  Twenty-eight  (28)  more 
mothers  than  fathers  were  born  in  the  United  States  ;  twelve  (12) 
less,  in  Canada  ;  four  (4)  less,  in  Ireland  ;  seven  (7)  less,  in  other 
countries  ;  and  of  five  (5),  the  birth  place  was  not  ascertained. 

Season. — The  largest  number  of  children  were  born  in  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year  ;  the  next  largest  in  the  third  quarter  ;  the 
next  in  the  second  quarter  ;  and  the  smallest  in  the  first  quarter. 

Locality. — The  greatest  number  of  children,  and  more  than 
one-third  of  the  whole,  were  born  in  the  third  ward  ;  and  the 
smallest  in  the  first.  The  number  in  the  second,  fourth,  and  filth 
wards  were  nearly  equal.  Twelve  (12)  still-births  are  included  in 
the  total  number. 

TABLE  OF  DEATHS. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  (183)  deaths,  in 
eluding  twelve  (12)  still-births,  in  the  City  of  Burlington  during 
the  year  1878.  There  were  in  1877,  two  hundred  and  forty-six 
(246;  including  four  (4)  still-births,  or  sixty-three  (63)  more  than 
in  1878.  There  was  only  one  death  among  the  colored  popula- 
tion. I  have  estimated  the  population  at  16,000  ;  excluding  the 
still-births,  this  will  give  a  ratio  of  10.68  deaths  to  1000  inhabi- 
tants, or  one  death  in  93.56  for  the  year. 

Season. — The  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  in  the  third 
quarter,  or  summer  months  of  the  year,  and  the  smallest  in  the 
first  quarter.    The  greatest  monthly  mortality  was  in  August. 

Sex. — The  number  of  deaths  is  about  equally  divided  between 
the  sexes,  there  being  only  three  more  deaths  of  males  than 
females. 

Age. — By  far  the  largest  number  of  deaths  in  any  of  the 
divisional  periods  of  life  in  the  table  of  statistics,  was  of  children 
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under  five  (5)  years  of  age  ;  the  next  largest  and  the  same  number, 
was  from  20  to  50  years,  and  from  50  to  10  ;  the  next  and  the  same 
number  was  from  10  to  20  years,  and  those  over  70;  the  smallest 
number  was  from  5  to  10  years  of  age. 

Locality. — The  largest  number  of  deaths  was  in  the  third  ward; 
the  next  in  the  fourth  ;  the  next  in  the  second  ;  the  next  in  the 
fifth  ;  and  the  smallest  number  in  the  first  ward. 

Social  relations. — One  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the  deaths 
were  of  single  persons.  This,  however,  includes  twelve  (12) 
still-births.  Forty-one  (41)  were  of  married  persons,  and  twenty- 
three  (23)  who  were  widows  or  widowers. 

Nativity. — One  hundred  and  forty-eight  (148)  were  born  in 
the  United  States,  fifteen  (15)  in  Canada,  eighteen  (18)  in  Ireland 
and  two  (2)  in  other  countries. 

Causes  of  death. — The  classification  of  diseases  and  causes, 
in  the  table,  is  that  of  Dr.  William  Farr,  of  England,  which  has 
been  generally  adopted  in  this  country. 

Under  the  zymotic  class,  or  diseases  that  are  either  epidemic, 
endemic  or  contagious,  sixty  (60)  deaths  are  recorded,  or  33.33 
per  cent  of  all  from  known  causes.  Thirty-one  (31 )  of  these,  or  a 
little  more  than  one-half,  were  of  diphtheria.  The  next  largest 
number  was  of  croup,  whooping-cough,  diarrheal  diseases  and 
cholera  infantum,  nearly  equally  divided.  The  smallest  number 
was  of  cerebrospinal  fever,  typhoid  fever  and  erysipelas,  one  (1)  of 
each,  and  two  (2)  of  scarlet  fever. 

Season. — Deaths  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  every  month  of  the 
year,  but  the  least,  as  a  rule,  in  the  warmest  months.  Deaths  of 
whooping-cough,  diarrhceal  diseases,  and  cholera  infantum,  all,  with 
one  exception,  occurred  in  July,  August  and  September. 

Sex. — The  deaths  under  this  class  are  about  equally  divided 
between  the  sexes. 

Age. — Forty-eight  (48)  of  the  deaths  were  of  children  under 
five  years  of  age,  or  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  whole  ;  eight 
(8)  were  from  five  to  ten  years,  three  (3)  from  ten  to  twenty,  and 
one  (1)  over  seventy. 
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Locality. — Twenty-three  (23)  deaths  occurred  in  the  second 
ward,  more  than  one-half  of  which  was  of  diphtheria,  sixteen  (16) 
in  the  third,  eleven  (11)  in  the  fourth,  eight  (8)  in  the  fifth,  and 
two  (2)  in  the  first. 

Nativity. — Forty-six  (46)  of  the  deceased  were  born  in  the 
United  States,  and  four  (4)  in  Canada. 

Diseases  of  this  class  are  in  a  great  degree  under  the  control 
of  sanitary  measures,  and  preventable. 

Under  the  constitutional  class,  or  diseases  consequent  upon  a 
bad  habit  of  body,  sometimes  hereditary,  and  in  which  there  is  a 
deposit  of  new  morbid  products  in  various  parts  of  the  body, 
twenty-eight  (28)  deaths  are  recorded,  or  15.55  per  cent,  of  all 
from  known*  causes  ;  nineteen  (19)  of  these,  or  about  two-thirds, 
were  of  consumption,  and  were  of  five  more  females  than  males ; 
fifteen  (15)  were  of  persons  from  ten  to  fifty  years  of  age  ;  eight 
(8)  occurred  in  July  and  August;  eleven  (11)  were  born  in  the 
United  States,  five  (5)  in  Ireland,  and  three  (3)  in  other  countries  ; 
four  (4)  deaths  were  of  cancer,  and  all  lemales  ;  two  (2)  of  these 
were  of  the  breast,  and  two  (2)  of  the  uterus  ;  two  (2)  were  of  per- 
sons from  twenty  to  fifty  years  of  age,  and  two  (2)  over  seventy. 
All  were  born  in  the  United  States. 

Under  the  local  class,  or  diseases  in  which  the  functions  of 
particular  organs  or  systems  are  disturbed  or  obliterated,  and  some- 
times hereditary,  fifty-five  (55)  deaths  are  recorded,  or  30.55  per 
cent,  of  all  from  known  causes  ;  sixteen  (16)  of  these  were  under 
the  order  respiratory  ;  fourteen  (14)  nervous;  ten  (10)  digestive; 
nine  (9)  urinary  ;  and  six  (6)  circulatory.  The  three  (3)  cases  of 
apoplexy  and  paralysis  were  all  males,  and  from  fifty  to  seventy 
years  of  age.  The  two  (2)  cases  of  insanity,  were  one  (1)  male 
and  one  (1)  female  ;  one  (1)  from  twenty  to  fifty,  and  one  (1)  over 
seventy  years  of  age.  The  five  (5)  cases  of  heart  disease,  were 
two  (2)  males  and  three  (3)  females,  and  all  from  fifty  to  seventy 
years  of  age.  The  sixteen  (16)  cases  of  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs  under  this  class,  were  seven  (7)  males  and  nine  (9)  females; 
six  (6)  were  under  five,  and  the  rest  over  twenty  years  of  age. 
Ten  (10)  were  born  in  the  United  States,  and  the  rest  in  other 
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countries.  Eight  (8),  or  one-half  of  the  deaths,  occurred  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year.  All  of  the  cases  of  diseases  of  the  digestive 
oigans  were,  with  one  (1)  exception,  of  persons  over  twenty  years 
of  age.  All  the  cases  of  diseases  of  the  urinary  organs  were  males, 
and  with  one  (1)  exception,  of  persons  over  twenty  years  of  age. 

Under  the  developmental  class,  or  special  diseases,  the  inci- 
dental result  of  the  formative,  reproductive  and  nutritive  processes, 
thirty  (30)  deaths  are  recorded,  or  16.66  per  cent,  of  all  from 
known  causes  ;  twelve  (12)  of  these  were' still-births,  of  three  (3) 
males  and  nine  (9)  females;  six  (6)  of  them  or  one-half  occurred  in 
the  third  ward.  There  were  also  four  (4)  cases  of  congenital  debi- 
lity, or  cases  of  low  vitality  at  birth.  Only  two  (2)  women  died  at 
or  in  consequence  of  child-birth;  that  is,  one  in  one  "hundred  and 
forty  five,  or,  .68  of  one  per  cent,  of  all  who  bore  children  during 
the  3rear.  One  (1)  of  these  was  born  in  the  United  States,  and 
one  (1)  in  Canada. 

Under  the  violence  class,  or  deaths  by  accident,  negligence, 
suicide,  etc.,  seven  (7)  deaths  are  recorded,  or  3.88  per  cent,  of 
all  from  known  causes.  Six  (6)  of  these  were  by  accident  or  negli- 
gence, and  one  (1)  by  suicide  ;  two  (2)  of  the  former  resulted 
from  fracture  of  the  spine,  by  falling  from  a  height;  one  (1)  male 
and  one  (1)  female,  both  from  fifty  to  seventy  years  of  age,  and 
both  born  in  Ireland  ;  one  (I)  from  lead  poisoning,  of  a  male,  and 
a  painter  by  occupation ;  one  (1)  from  drowning,  of  a  man  by  fall- 
ing into  the  lake  from  a  lumber  boat,  in  a  dark  and  windy  night ; 
one  (1)  from  suffocation  in  bed,  of  a  young  child;  and  one  (1)  from 
the  fall  of  an  axe  upon  the  head  of  a  child.

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♦DIRECTIONS  FOR  PREVENTING  THE  SPREAD  OF  INFEC- 
TIOUS DISEASES. 

Infection  from  small-pox  is  contained  in  the  breath,  from  all 
matters  passing  from  the  skin,  lungs,  bowels  and  bladder,  as  well 
as  in  the  matter  of  the  pock  or  dried  scab. 

Vaccination,  carefully  performed,  is  the  only  means  known  of 
preventing  or  modifying  the  disease.  Almost  certain  immunity 
from  death  by  small-pox  is  conferred  by  vaccination.  Small-pox 
occuring  after  vaccination  is  milder  in  character  than  that  occur- 
ring among  the  unvaccinated.  Nothing  is  more  decidedly  proven 
than  that  thousands  of  lives  are  annually  saved  by  vaccination.  In 
an  epidemic  every  person  should  be  vaccinated,  and  no  attention 
paid  to  absurd  ideas  circulated  by  the  ignorant.  Nurses  and  phy- 
sicians in  attendance  upon  small-pox  ought  to  have  been  recently 
vaccinated,  or,  still  better,  have  had  the  disease. 

As  soon  as  a  case  of  infectious  disease  occurs,  notice  thereof 
should  be  given  to  the  Health  Department.  If  only  suspected, 
medical  advice  should  be  at  once  procured,  and  the  following  pre- 
cautions taken  at  once : 

Isolate  the  person  affected,  if  circumstances  admit,  in  a  large, 
airy,  well-ventilated  room  ;  uppermost  room  of  the  house. 

All  curtains,  carpets,  woollen  articles,  unnecessary  clothing, 
everything  likely  to  retain  infection,  should  be  removed  from  the 
room,  prior  to  occupancy. 

The  bed  ought  to  be  so  placed  that  a  free  current  of  air  is 
around  it,  but  not  placed  in  a  draft. 

The  room  ought  to  be  ventilated,  under  the  attending  physi- 
cian's direction,  by  means  of  a  fire  (when  required)  ;  by  means  of 
an  open  fire-place  and  chimney,and  windows  opening  to  the  exter-

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nal  air.    A  small  sheet  of  oil-cloth,  or  water-proof  material,  should  ! 
be  placed  under  the  bed  clothing  on  which  the  patient  rests,  to  I 
prevent  the  bed  from  being  soiled  by  any  discharges,  &c.  Upon 
the  door  posts  a  sheet  should  be  so  stretched  as  to  completely 
cover  the  same,  which  sheet  ought  to  be  constantly  wetted  with 
disinfecting  fluid. 

The  room  must  be  kept  clean.  Before  being  swept,  daily  if  pos- 
sible, the  floor  should  be  sprinkled  with  a  weak  solution  of  disin- 
fecting fluid. 

All  bed  and  body  clothing,  towels,  handkerchiefs,  &c,  should 
be  immediately  placed,  upon  being  removed  from  the  patient,  into 
vessels  containing  disinfecting  fluids.  They  should  never  be 
washed  with  other  household  articles. 

All  chamber  utensils  used  by  the  patient  should  be  disin- 
fected prior  to  and  after  use,  and  immediately  cast  into  the  cess- 
pool. No  chamber  vessel  must  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  house 
after  having  been  used. 

All  plates,  cups,  glasses,  &c  ,  which  have  been  used  by  the 
patient  should  be  rinsed  with  some  disinfectant  before  being 
washed.  None  of  the  articles  used  in  the  sick  room  should  be 
washed  with  the  articles  used  by  the  family. 

Nurses  of  the  sick  should  not  wear  woollen  dresses,  only  those 
made  of  washing  materials.  Attendants  upon  the  sick  should  not 
be  sparing  in  the  use  of  water  disinfected,  which  ought  to  be 
always  in  basins,  easy  of  access. 

No  articles  of  food  or  drink  from  the  sick  room  should  be  con- 
sumed by  other  persons. 

Visitors  to  the  sick  ought  to  be  peremptorily  forbidden. 
When  necessarily  present,  on  leaving,  phycisians,  clergymen  and 
undertakers  included,  should  wash  their  hands  in  water  disinfect- 
ed, and  have  as  little  immediate  communication  with  others  as 
possible. 

When  deaths  occur,  the  body  should  be  at  once  placed  in  a 
coffin,  closed,  after  beingsprinkled  with  chloride  of  lime,  &c,  and 
buried  same  day  if  possible,  certainly  within  24  hours  ;  never  al- 
lowed to  remain  in  a  room  occupied  by  the  living. 
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When  the  patient  is  pronounced  free  from  infection,  or  in  the 
vent  of  death,  that  is  at  termination  of  the  disease,  the  sick  room 
ind  its  contents  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected. 
Bedding,  bed,  all  wearing  apparel  of  nurse  and  patient  should  be 
lwroughly  disinfected  or  destroyed. 

In  houses  where  infectious  diseases  exist  no  washing , tailoring 
iress  making,  &c,  ought  to  be  carried  on.  Milk  and  food  of  any 
Hnd  should  not  be  supplied  from  infected  houses. 

Children  from  infected  houses  should  not  be  allowed  to  attend 
schools.  All  persons  from  infected  houses  should  have  as  little 
communication  as  possible  with  others  in  private  houses,  public 
halls,  markets,  railways,  omnibuses,  hotels,  churches,  or  meetings. 

AW  filth  or  refuse  should  at  once  be  removed  from,  in  or  around 
the  premises,  and  disinfectants  freely  used.  Public  nuisances 
ought  at  once  to  be  reported  to  the  Health  Department. 

Temperance  in  eating  and  drinking  is  essential  to  the  main- 
tenance of  health. 

DISINFECTANTS. 

Privies. — Sulphate  of  Iron  (Copperas),  a  pound  dissolved  in 
a  gallon  of  water;  or  same  amount  of  chloride  of  lime,  thoroughly 
mixed  in  water  ;  or  solution  of  chloride  of  zinc,  six  ounces  to  a 
gallon  of  water. 

Water- Closets,  Bed-Pans,  etc. — Solution  of  Copperas,  or  La- 
barraque's  solution  of  chlorinated  soda,  a  fluid  ounce  to  a  quart  of 
water,  or  permanganate  of  potassium,  ten  grains  to  a  quart  of 
water,  or  carbolic  acid,  twenty  grains  to  a  pint  of  water. 

Drinking  Water.-— Add  (after  filtration)  enough  permanganate 
of  potassium  to  render  it  just  perceptibly  pink  in  a  strong  light. 

Articles  of  Clothing. — If  badly  contaminated,  burn.  Other- 
wise, boil  thoroughly  with  disinfectants.  Permanganate  of  pot- 
assium, an  ounce  to  three  gallons  of  water  can  be  used.  Woollens, 
or  clothing  which  cannot  be  boiled,  should  be  exposed  for  several 
hours  to  a  dry  heat  of  from  200°  to  250°  Fahrenheit,  or  exposed  to 
the  fumes  of  sulphur,  and  afterwards  exposed  freely  to  the  air  and 
sun. 
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Occupied  Booms. — Ventilation  ;  spray  of  Ledoyen's  solutio; 
of  nitrate  of  lead  ;  chloride  of  lime  in  shallow  vessels  ;  weak  solu 
lions  of  carbolic  acid. 

Hospital  Wards. — Ledoyen's  liquid  ;  chloride  of  lime  ;  bromin* 
left  exposed  to  the  air  in  shallow  vessels,  or  iodine  heated  moder 
ately. 

Heaps  of  filth. — Cover  with  charcoal  or  dry  earth,  two  01 
three  inches  deep. 

Drains,  Ditches  and  Sewers. — Sulphate  of  iron  ;  coal  tar ; 
chloride  of  lime,  etc. 

Booms  after  Infectious  Diseases. — Lumps  of  sulphur  should  be> 
set  fire  to  over  a  tub  of  water,  with  doors  and  windows  closed,  and) 
left  for  three  or  four  hours;  then  open  doors  and  windows,  andij 
leave  open  a  day  or  two.  Wash  the  wood-work  with  soap,  wateni 
and  disinfectants  mixed.  Strip  paper  from  the  walls;  scrape \ 
them  over,  and  then  wash  with  hot  lime  and  disinfectants. 

TREATMENT  OF  ASPHYXIA  FROM  DROWNING,  ETC. 

1.  Remove  from  the  mouth  and  nostrils  all  obstructions  to 
the  free  passage  of  air  to  the  lungs,  loosening  the  clothing  about 
the  chest. 

2.  Extend  the  arms  in  the  direction  of  the  body  above  the 
head,  bringing  them  as  near  together  as  practicable.  When  the 
capacity  of  the  chest  is  thus  enlarged,  throw  fresh  air  into  the 
lungs  by  a  flexible  tube,  passed  into  the  trachea  (wind-pipe),  or 
by  blowing  into  the  mouth.  Then  replace  the  arms  pressing 
firmly  upon  the  front  and  sides  of  the  chest.  Repeat  these 
motions  of  the  arms  and  chest  perse veringly  ten  or  fifteen  times  a 
minute,  keeping  the  tongue  drawn  forwards. 

3.  While  extending  the  arms,  let  an  assistant  pass  a  strong 
solution  of  hartshorn  close  under  the  nose,  with  the  lips  closed. 

4.  While  acting  thus  upon  the  lungs,  assistants  should  re- 
move the  wet  clothing,  wipe  the  body  dry,  and  by  vigorous  fric- 
tion of  the  skin  with  hot  dry  cloths,  endeavor  to  restore  warmth 
to  the  surface.  If  this  is  not  successful,  place  bottles  of  hot  water 
around  the  patient.    Avoid  the  warm  bath. 
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Solu  POISONS  AND  ANTIDOTES. 

Acids. — Muriatic,  nitric,  oxalic,  sulphuric,  phosphoric,  acetic, 
111,11  citric  and  tartaric.    These  cause  great  heat  and  sensation  of  burn- 
^  ing  pain  from  the  mouth  down  to  the  stomach.    Remedies — Mag 
nesia,  soda,  pearlash  or  soap  dissolved  in  water.     Then  use  the 
01  stomach  pump  or  emetic.    Give  freely  of  demulcent  drinks. 

Alkalies. — Best  remedy  is  vinegar. 

Ammonia. — Remedy,  lemon  juice  or  vinegar. 

Alcohol  — First  cleanse  out  the  stomach  by  an  emetic,  then 
^e  dash  cold  water  on  the  head  and  give  ammonia  (spirits  of  harts- 
d  horn). 

Arsenic. — In  the  first  place  evacuate  the  stomach  by  stomach- 
r    pump  or  emetic  ;  then  give  the  white  of  eggs,  lime  water  or  chalk 
and  water,  charcoal  and  the  preparations  of  iron,  particularly  hy- 
drate of  peroxide. 

Lead,  white  lead  and  sugar  of  lead. — Remedies,  alum,  cathar- 
tics, such  as  castor  oil  and  epsom  salts  especially,  emetic  of  white 
vitriol. 

Charcoal. — In  poisons  by  carbonic  acid  gas,  remove  the 
patient  to  open  air,  dash  cold  water  on  the  head  and  body  and 
stimulate  the  nostrils  and  lungs  by  hartshorn,  at  the  same  time 
rubbing  the  chest  briskly.    Artificial  respiration. 

Corrosive  sublimate. — Give  white  of  eggs,  freshly  mixed  with 
water,  or  give  wheat  flour  and  water  or  soap  and  water  freely. 

Creosote. — White  of  eggs,  emetics,  and  demulcent  drinks. 

Belladonna  (night  henbane). — Give  emetics,  and  then  plenty 
of  water  and  vinegar  or  lemonade.  Subcutaneous  injections  of 
morphia. 

Mushrooms  (when  poisonous). — Give  emetics  and  then  plenty 
of  vinegar  and  water,  with  doses  of  ether,  if  handy,  or  half-drachm 
doses  of  chloroform. 

Nitrate  of  silver  (lunar  caustic). — Give  a  strong  solution  of 
common  salt  and  then  emetics. 

Snake  bites,  etc. — Apply  immediately  stong  hartshorn,  and 
take  it  internally  ;  also  give  sweet  oil  and  stimulants  freely  ;  apply 
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a  ligature  right  above  the  part  bitten  and  then  apply  a  cupping- 
glass  or  cauterize. 

Tartar  emetic. — Give  large  doses  of  tea  made  of  galls,  Peru- 
vian bark  or  white  oak  bark.    Encourage  vomiting. 

Verdigris — Plenty  of  white  of  eggs  and  water,  or  milk  and  ' 
emetics. 

White  vitriol. — Give  the  patient  plenty  of  milk  and  water 
warm. 

Opium. — First  give  a  strong  emetic  of  mustard  and  water, 
then  strong  coffee  and  acid  drinks  ;  dash  cold  water  on  the  head. 
Keep  the  patient  in  motion. 

Nux  vomica. — First  emetics,  then  brandy.  Bromide  of  potas- 
sium. 

Prussic  acid. — When  there  is  time,  administer  chlorine  in  the 
shape  of  soda  or  lime.  Hot  brandy  and  water,  hartshorn  and  tur- 
pentine are  also  useful.    Cold  affusion. 

Camphor. — Emetics,  stimulants,  wine,  opium. 

Chloroform. — Invert  the  body,  keep  the  mouth  open  and 
tongue  out,  use  artificial  respiration,  and  apply  galvanic  battery, 
and  stimulating  applications  to  the  spine, 

Poison  Oak. — Apply  strong  aqueous  solutions  of  white  vitriol, 
or  corrosive  sublimate  constantly  to  the  affected  parts.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS, 


To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City 
of  Burlington  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  as  Superintendent  of  Streets 
of  submitting  my  annual  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  in 
the  street  department  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1818  : 
Total  cash  receipts  have  been  $16,237.27 
Earnings  of  City  teams,  1,274.90 


Making  a  total  of  credits  to  the  department  of  $17,512.11 
T  he  expenditures  have  been,  $17. 512.11 


PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 


The  following  statement  will  show  in  detail  that  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  highway  tax  has  been  expended  for  permanent  improve- 
ments : 

The  improvement  of  Pine  street  from  Maple  to  Howard 
streets — a  distance  of  2,353  feet  and  in  width  18  feet.  The 
material  used  in  the  improvement  of  this  street  was  150  loads  of 
broken  brick  and  562  loads  of  stone  chips  from  the  marble  mill 
and  200  loads  of  cinders  from  the  water  works,  all  at  a  cost  of 
$465.88. 
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UNION  STREET. 


This  street  was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  difficult  and  per- 
plexing avenues  in  the  City,  to  properly  bring  to  grade  and  put  in 
good  condition,  that  the  department  has  had  to  contend  with. 
Houses  had  been  erected  along  almost  its  entire  length,  south  of 
Main  street,  at  every  conceivable  elevation  of  grade,  and  to  bring 
the  whole  into  anything  approaching  symmetry — having  respect  to 
private  rights — was  a  formidable  task  indeed.  The  engineering 
was,  however,  done  in  a  manner  that  satisfied  nearly  all  of  the 
abutting  owners,  and  by  a  wise  liberality  in  the  grading  and  filling 
where  inevitable  and  necessary,  the  feelings  of  parties  most 
interested  were  soothed  and  such  were  convinced  of  our  desire  to 
render  the  proper  performance  of  the  work  as  easy  to  them  as  pos- 
sible. 

The  total  cost  of  grading  road-way,  sidewalk,  under-draining, 
setting  curbstone,  laying  the  flagging  and  thoroughly  macadam- 
izing 1,825  feet  in  length  and  a  roadway  25  feet  in  width,  has 
been  to  the  City,  $2,426  09,  or  less  than  20  cents  per  square  foot, 
for  the  work.  In  grading  this  street,  large  quantities  of  "boulders" 
and  cobble-stones  turned  out  in  the  grading  were  utilized  by  being 
broken  into  proper  sizes  to  form  the  base  of  the  street,  while  401 
tons  of  stone-chips  from  Willard's  ledge  and  571  tons  of  lake 
gravel  were  hauled  in  to  complete  it.  Considering  the  amount  of 
heavy  grading  and  filling  done,  and  the  quantity  of  material  used, 
the  work  has  been  inexpensive,  and  will  prove  very  durable  and 
satisfactory  to  the  large  amount  of  travel  that  passes  over  it.  The 
completed  portion  of  this  work  extends  from  Main  street  to  a  point 
195  feet  north  of  Spruce  street  and  the  remaining  portion  to  be 
completed,  viz:  as  far  as  Howard  street,  will  be  still  less  expensive , 
as  the  grading  to  be  done  is  not  by  any  means  as  heavy  as  in  that 
portion  now  complete.  The  abutting  owners,  with  praiseworthy 
liberality,  have  seconded  the  efforts  of  the  department  in  this  work 
by  laying'  a  substantial  stone  walk  on  both  sides  of  the  street  and 
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lost   of  them  have  also  curbed  their  frontage.     The   cost  of 
his  work  may  be  stated  therefore  to  be  about  as  follows  :

|  The  flagging  laid  is  of  a  very  superior  quality,  from  the 
extensive  quarries  of  Win.  B.  Fitch  &  Co.,  of  Kingston,  on  the 
Hudson  river.  The  curb  stone  is  equally  good  in  quality,  and  from 
,1th e  Isle-la-Mott  in  this  State.  The  setting  of  the  curbing  and 
la}7ing  of  flagging  was  well  done  by  Messrs.  Walker  Brothers  & 
Co.,  of  this  City, 

This  constitutes  the  amount  of  what  may  be  called  permanent 
street  work  done  the  past  season,  to  which  should  be  added  $231.25 
expended  in  street-crossings  and  gutters  paved.  The  necessary 
repairs  to  the  streets  all  over  the  city,  the  distribution  of  the  cost 
of  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  shows  that  the  cost  has  been 
$3,354.18;  and  the  total  cost  of  both  permanent  and  repair  work 
upon  our  streets  to  have  been  $6,246.15. 


BRIDGES. 

An  examination  made  early  in  the  season  of  the  bridge  at 
Winooski  lower  falls,  revealed  an  unsafeness  in  the  planking,  that 
could  not  be  allowed  to  continue  without  great  probability  of 
damage  to  the  city.  Accordingly  it  was  determined  to  take  up 
the  old  planking,  worn  out  and  rotten,  and  re-lay  the  surface  with 
new,  and  it  was  necessary  to  re-plank  the  bridge  its  entire  length. 

The  cost  of  which — including  many  joists — has  been  $560.71 

of  which  sum  Colchester  pays  one  fifth  (1-5),  112.15

SEWERS. 


A  large  amount  has  been  expended  in  this  department  of  our 
street  work.  A  recent  decision  of  the  Court  compelled  the  imme- 
diate construction  of  that  part  of  the  Ravine  Sewer — so  called — 
which  passed  through  the  lands  of  Dr.  Thayer  and  the  Bigelow 
estate,  a  distance  of  381  feet,  from  the  culvert  at  Church  street, 
to  the  culvert  at  St.  Paul  street.  Satisfactory  conveyances  were 
made  by  land  owners  to  the  City  of  the  right  to  carry  the  sewer 
between  the  points  last  named,  and  a  substantial  brick  sewer  was 
laid,  with  8  inch  walls,  two  (2)  feet  diameter,  at  a  cost  of  $1,325.- 
53.  No  part  of  the  cost  of  this  sewer  was  assessed  upon  property 
owners. 

In  view  of  the  contemplated  improvement  of 


UNION  STREET, 


it  was  decided  to  lay  a  sewer  before  the  street  work  was  com- 
menced. Accordingly,  one  was  laid  from  Main  street  to  Howard 
street,  a  distance  of  3,186  feet,  ten  feet  below  the  grade  of  the 
street,  of  a  superior  quality  of  pipe,  called  the  "  Akron  Vitrified 
Tile"  :  twelve  (12)  inches  diameter,  with  the  necessary  lateral  con- 
nections, lantern  tubes,  man  holes  and  street  basins,  to  insure  the 
most  perfect  drainage,  above  and  below,  possible.  No  better 
sewer  has  ever  been  laid  in  our  City.  The  cost  has  been  $3,- 
759  48,  of  which  sum  $3,594  35  has  been  assessed  upon  abut- 
ting property. 
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A  petition  signed  by  property  owners  on  a  part  of 

CHERRY  STREET, 

for  a  public  sewer,  was  favorably  considered  by  the  department, 
and  a  twelve-inch  tile  sewer  has  been  laid  ten  feet  below  grade 
in  that  part  ol  Cherry  street  extending  from  Church  street  nearly 
to  Winooski  Avenue,  a  distance  of  310  feet,  at  a  cost  of  $286  74. 
The  sum  of  $260  27  has  been  assessed  upon  the  abutting  property. 

The  laying  of  a  sewer  in  Union  street  made  necessary  the 
completion  of  the  sewer  in 

SPRUCE  STREET, 

that  street  being  one  of  the  outlets  laid  down  on  the  sewer  map  of 
the  City  for  a  part  of  the  Union  street  sewer.  This  sewer  has 
been  laid  10  feet  below  grade,  of  12  inch  Ripley  cement  tile,  from 
a  point  near  Elm  street,  to  and  connecting  with  Union  street 
sewer,  in  the  centre  of  Union  street,  a  distance  of  616  feet,  at  a 
cost  of  $706  07  ;  $550  50,  has  been  assessed  upon  abutting  pro- 
perty of  the  cost  of  this  sewer,  and  the  balance  paid  by  the  City. 

MAIN  STREET  SEWER, 

between  Prospect  and  High  streets  :  a  sewer  had  become  very 
necessary  at  this  point,  to  conduct  a  large  soakage  from  the  reser- 
voir which  has  long  been  an  annoyance  to  the  residents  in  that 
neighborhood,  and  to  conduct  the  surface  water,  which  owing  to 
the  nature  of  the  soil  was  very  troublesome  to  the  street  depart- 
ment. The  commissioners  have  therefore  caused  a  12  inch  Ripley 
cement  tile  sewer  to  be  laid  with  proper  connections,  extending 
from  the  sewer  now  laid  in  Prospect  street  easterly  460  feet,  at  a 
cost  of  $511  27.  No  assessments  have  been  made  upon  abutting 
property.  It  became  necessary  to  lay  this  sewer  north  of  the 
centre  of  the  street,  by  reason  of  the  water  main  having  been  laid 
in  the  centre,  years  previously.

from  Union  street  westerly  :  This  sewer  was  constructed  to  com- 
plete an  outlet  for  the  northerly  portion  of  Union  street  sewer, 
and  extends  from  that  sewer  westerly  63  feet  to  a  point  coneect- 
ing  with  the  Ravine  sewer  ;  the  cost  was  $133.25.  No  assess- 
ment was  made  upon  abutting  property. 

STREET  BASINS. 

Five  have  been  built  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  $513.08,  to 
receive  the  surface  water  from  the  streets,  and  are  located, —

£reed  upon,  the  Doctor  relinquishing  his  claim  for  damages  and 
^mveying  to  the  City  the  right  to  cross  said  lands  upon  condition 
e  City  construct  a  brick  sewer  suitable  to  carry  the  stream, 
'I  ereby  abating  the  nuisance  ;  and  for  the  construction  of  this 
2|[wer  the  Board  of  Aldermen  appropriated  $1,500,  which  sum 
^iis  completed  the  sewer  and  leaves  a  balance  of  $177.47.

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The  past  season  will  show  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  City 
owning  the  teams.  As  the  question  has  been  raised  in  regard  to

1.  The  expenses  of  this  department  the  past  year  exceede 
the  estimates  made  a  year  ago  in  the  sum  of  .$423.60.     Had  t 
new  slate  roofs  for  Pine  St.  and  the  Cherry  St.  School  Buildings  [Dg3 
with  the  necessary  carpenter's  work  thereon,  and  other  usual  repairs  ^\ 
cost  no  more  than  the  hasty  estimate  made  therefor  a  year  ago,  ouu 
total  disbursements  would  have  been  within  our  estimates. 

2.  The  receipts  of  the  department  also  exceeded  our  estimate 
in  the  sum  of  $2,390  04.  This  surplus  has  been  used  to  cancee 
so  much  of  our  old  liabilities,  and  the  department  now  owes  onlj 
$574.03. 

3.  The  tuition  money  received  from  non-resident  pupils  ha 
not  quite  equalled  that  received  a  year  ago,  though  it  is  slightly  ir* 
excess  of  the-  cautious  estimate  of  the  same.  Some  families  whc 
paid  tuition  the  year  before  have  moved  into  the  city,  and  some 
new  families  have  come  here  expressly  to  get  the  benefits  of  our 
schools.  Now  that  rents  are  reduced  so  that  people  can  live  here 
about  as  cheaply  as  in  the  smaller  villages,  it  would  not  be  sur- 
prising if-still  less  tuition  was  received  the  coming  year.  The  city 
welcomes«all  such  new  comers. 
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4.  The  Board  hacThoped  thej  might  be  able  to  get  along  with 
^  tax  of  45  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the  Grand  List  the  coming  year, 
>  t  find  it  unsafe  to  attempt  to  do  so  in  view  of  the  reduced  List 
10  ^ade  certain  by  the  late  appraisal  of  real  estate,  and  therefore  ask 
0  r  a  tax  of  50  cents  as  heretofore. 

J  5.  The  largest  Grand  List" the  city  ever  had  was  in  1872,  when 
3  0  50  cents  tax  raised  $4,898  71  more  than  the  same  tax  would 

dse  upon  our  present  list.  The  School  Department  have  not  only 
duced  the  current  expenses  to  correspond  with  this  gradual  reduc- 
^  on  in  the  Grand  List,  but  during  the  last  two  years  have  paid  off 
^3,642  27  of  the  indebtedness  created  when  the  new  school  build- 
'thgs  were  erected,  and  special  repairs  were  made  upon  the  High 
School  Building.  We  have  done  this,  too,  without  reducing  the 
'tt  mgth  of  our  schools,  the  character  of  our  teachers  or  the  efficiency 

f  our  school-work,  as  so  many  other  places  have  done  during  these 

xtraordinarily  hard  times.

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COMMENTS  ON  TABLE  OF  ATTENDANCE. 

1.  Those  who  take  the  pains  to  compare  this  table  in  detail 
with  the  like  table  of  the  previous  year  will  be  pleased  to  notice 
that  the  average  daily  attendance  the  past  year  exceeded  that  of 
the  previous  year  every  term,  25  the  first  term,  21  the  second 
term,  and  119  the  third  term.  If  they  compare  the  average  atten- 
dance of  the  different  grades  the  result  will  be  even  more  remarka- 
ble. The  average  daily  attendance  in  the  Primary  Schools  the 
past  term  has  been  90  larger  than  it  was  the  previous  year.  The 
average  daily  attendance  in  Intermediate  Schools  was  48  larger, 
and  in  Grammar  School  3  larger  and  in  High  School  11  larger  m 

3 

an  increased  attendance  in  the  Primary  Schools  in  one  term  (73 
days)  of  6570  days,  in  the  Intermediate  of  3504  days.  In  the 
Grammar  School  the  increased  days  attendance  was  only  231  days  . 
in  the  High  School  it  was  847  clays.  If  there  is  to  be  a  healthy 
increase  it  should  commence  as  it  has  done,  in  the  lower  grade  and 
work  up  into  higher  grades  in  natural  order. 

2.  If  we  omit  from  the  average  daily  attendance  the  pupils 
in  the  drawing  school  the  previous  year,  as  we  have  boon  obliged  to 
do  this  year  for  want  of  such  school,  the  increased  average  daily 
attendance  would  be  141  for  the  past  term,  instead  of  118  as  the 
table  shows  it  to  be. 

3.  There  is  a  certain  impropriety,  perhaps,  in  dividing  the 
terms  of  the  Ungraded  and  Evening  Schools,  and  setting  a  part  into 
one  term  and  a  part  into  another,  but  to  report  at  this  season  of  the 
year  we  are  obliged  to  report  a  part  only  of  what  would  be  for  these 
schools  an  old  fashioned  winter  school — being  obliged  to  so  divide. 
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The  practice  has  been  to  divide  them  the  same  as  the  terms  of  the 
other  schools  are  divided. 

SCHOOL  CENSUS. 

The  School  Census,  which  has  usually  appeared  near  our  table 
of  attendance  and  tended  to  keep  down  our  pride  by  showing  how 
great  a  number  of  children  of  school  age  we  were  unable  to  reach, 
has  been  omitted  this  year  by  order  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Vermont,  duly  approved  by  the  Governor.  No  longer 
are  statistics  to  be  taken  and  published  in  Vermont  whereby  it  can 
be  proved  to  the  world  that  there  are  children  here  of  school  age 
who  do  not  receive  the  free  education  the  law  entities  them  to 
receive.  The  cost  of  taking  the  census  of  this  city  was  less  than 
$150  a  year,  and  but  for  the  fact  that  the  statute  fixed  the  fee  to 
be  paid  for  each  name  entered,  it  need  have  cost  but  little  over  half 
that  sum.  The  expense  of  the  census  was  paid  by  the  respective 
towns.  Vermont  is  not  the  only  state  that  does  not  take  its  school 
census, — Alabama,  Delaware,  Pennsylvania,  Texas,  and  the  Indian 
Territory  at  least  are  our  associates  in  this  respect.

COMMENTS  ON  THE  LIST  OF  TEACHERS. 

1.  The  teachers  in  this  list  have  not  been  selected  without 
;reat  care.  This  list  is  in  fact  the  most  important  item  of  our 
irork.  The  selection,  of  course,  involves  that  most  difficult  and 
lelicate  question  to  all  School  Boards — the  question  that  comes  up 
innually,  who  shall  give  place  to  new  applicants  for  positions : 
vhich  place  may  we  reasonably  hope  to  fill  more  satisfactorily, 
ilways  having  the  interest  of  the  school  in  view,  never  considering 
he  anxiety  or  needs  of  the  teacher  for  the  place  or  the  pay.  We 
lave  employed  no  relatives,  no  special  friends,  no  one  because  of 
;heir  friends  or  because  of  any  influence  they  could  exert.  It  has 
been  indeed  the  most  heartless  and  the  most  business-like  of  all  the 
work  devolving  upon  us  from  year  to  year.  That  the  teachers  we  have 
employed  are  all  better  than  those  whose  applications  we  have  declined, 
that  those  we  have  not  deemed  it  expedient  to  appoint  or  to  reappoint 
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were  not  better  than  some  that  took  their  place,  we  do  not  claim 
are  fallible  and  have  made  mistakes.  That  an  occasional  mis  A 
is  made  is  no  reason  for  not  trying  again.  We  have  had  aboi 
hundred  applicants  yearly  for  positions,  all  commendable  pers 
all  very  capable  and  highly  recommended  by  their  friends  as  te; 
ers  of  great  success,  conscientious  and  cultured. 

2.  In  the  list  are  four  who  are  serving  their  tenth  yean  j 
continuous  school  work  here,  and  half  of  the  whole  numbei 
teachers  employed  have  been  appointed  on  our  list  for  four  or  n 
successive  years. 

3.  Appointments  are  made  for  one  year,  all  terminating)] 
June.  In  case  of  first  appointments  the  Board  reserve  the  righ 
terminate  the  contract  at  the  end  of  the  first  term  or  sooner  if 
services  rendered  are  not  satisfactory,  or  for  any  other  reason,  pn 
mgpro  rata  for  services  rendered.  Teachers  are  expected  to  caij 
out  their  contracts  in  a  business-like  spirit.  Teachers  desiring) 
resign  their  position  are  sometimes  allowed  to  do  so  when  the  reas» 
given  for  so  doing  are  satisfactory,  or  when  the  Board  are  able 
fill  the  vacancy  without  special  detriment  to  the  school. 

It  is  no  discredit  to  a  teacher  that  her  name  appeared  1 
year  in  our  list  and  does  not  this  year.  She  may  be  a  person 
could  highly  recommend  for  certain  positions.  One  might  make 
good  principal  who  cannot  work  easily  as  an  assistant,  though  usu 
ly  no  one  can  succeed  as  principal  that  does  not  fully  comprehe 
the  position  of  a  subordinate.  One  able  to  command  should  be  a  i 
to  obey.  That  one  does  not  do  intermediate  work  to  our  satisfi  - 
tionis  no  reason  that  she  might  not  do  Grammar  or  High  Schc 
work  well,  or  primary  work,  or  vice  versa. 
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5.  Experience  still  confirms  our  opinion,  repeated  from  year 
3  year,  that,  other  things  being  equal,  teachers  who  have  had  the 
enefits  of  Normal  Schools  are  more  likely  to  suceeed  and  do  satis- 
ictory  work  than  those  who  have  not  had  such  training.  Not  that 
11  Normal  graduates  are  by  any  means  successful,  nor  that  none 
vho  have  not  had  such  training  succeed.  We  like  to  combine  in 
>ur  list  of  teachers  graduates  from  diverse  schools  and  grow  up  a 
ystem  of  our  own,  combining  the  best  things  of  them  all  and  leav- 
ng  out  more  or  less  of  their  hobbies.  In  our  list  we  have  the  fol- 
owing  numbers  of  graduates  from  the  institutions  named  below  :

6.  The  meetings  the  Superintendent  is  required  to  hold  fort- 
nightly for  teachers  have  been  attended  regularly  and  with  more 
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than  usual  promptness  and  interest  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  a 
with  the  same  good  effect  upon  the  schools  as  in  past  years. 

OUR  SCHOOLS  IN  GENERAL. 

1.    Of  our  schools  in  general  I  have  this  year  only  words 
praise,  and  in  speaking  of  them  I  shall  not  have  to  make  ment  | 
reservations  and  close  and  accurate  distinctions  as  heretofore  I  hat  j 
sometimes  felt  that  I  ought  to  make.    For  eight  or  ten  years 
have  been  familiar  with  the  teachers  and  schools,  as  Commission; 
and  Superintendent,  and  1  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  our  teacheij 
as  a  whole,  to-day,  rank  higher  than  at  any  previous  year  duriri 
my  acquaintance  with  them.    Nearly  every  one  is  a  first-clasi  t 
teacher,  just  adapted  to  her  place,  fitted  for  the  work  she  was  ei ; 
pected  to  do,  and  doing  what  we  designed  to  have  done.  In  but  twJ 
or  three  instances  have  we  been  at  all  disappointed  or  felt  that  pos 
sibly  we  made  a  mistake  in  assigning  them  to  the  places  we  gav 
them,  or  that  they  might  have  done  better  in  some  other  position 
or  grade.    Heretofore  our  Primary  Schools  have  received  stronger 
words  of  commendation  than  were  given  to  any  of  the  grade  abov 
them.    In  the  Pomeroy  and  in  the  Pine  St.  primary  schools  th 
principals  and  first  assistants  are  the  same  as  for  several  years  be 
fore,  and  the  same  principal  is  retained  in  Adams  school.  Th( 
North  and  Murray  St.  Primary  lost  its  principal  by  promotion,  ano 
its  assistant  by  declination,  but  was  fortunate  in  its  new  principa 
with  a  new  assistant.    It  is  to  the  credit  of  all  these  schools  thai; 
parents  with  pupils  in  them  think,  each  for  their  own  school,  that 
they  have  the  best  school  and  the  best  teachers  in  the  city.  With 
reference  to  these  four  larger  primaries  I  have  had  parents  from 
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each  district  ask  me  confidentially  if  theirs  was  not  really  the  best 
•  school  of  its  class  in  the  city.    The  interest  and  progress  of  the 
little  ones  in  these  schools  is  all  that  can  be  desired. 

2.  In  but  one  of  the  three  larger  Intermediate  Schools  had 
the  work  of  the  previous  year  been  quite  equal  to  what  we  expected 
and  desired,  and  two  new  principals  were  put  in  charge  of  the  two 
larger  ones  at  the  opening  of  the  present  school  year.  At  the  close 
of  the  Fall  Term,  Miss  Pease,  who  had  been  four  years  in  Adams 
School;  tendered  her  resignation,  and  the  same  was  accepted  and 
another  new  principal  assigned  to  that  school.  So  far  the  indica- 
tions are  that  our  Intermediate  Schools  are  all  we  could  desire  them 
to  be,  and  as  a  whole  doing  better  work  and  under  better  disci- 
pline than  ever  before,  The  changes  effected  will  produce  visible 
results  before  the  year  closes, 

3.  Several  years  ago  the  Intermediate  School  over  North 
and  Murray  Street  Primary  School  was  abandoned  and  the  chil- 
dren transferred  to  Pine  Street  Intermediate  School,  because  the 

.  number  in  attendance  was  not  large  enough  to  warrant  the  keeping  up 
of  a  separate  school;  but  the  large  numbers  who  have  for  three  or  four 
years  past  been  annually  promoted  to  that  grade  from  the  Primary 
School  there  induced  the  Board  to  think  it  might  be  wise  to  reopen 
the  school  with  one  teacher.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  C 
and  B  intermediate  classes  belonging  in  that  district  were  sent  there 
and  instead  of  being  a  small  insignificant  school  it  proved  to  be  too 
large  for  one  teacher  and  ten  of  those  from  these  two  classes  were 
afterwards  sent  down  to  Pine  Street,  where  there  was  a  larger  num- 
ber of  teachers.    It  seems  now  that  it  was  a  mistake  when  the  ad- 
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dition  to  that  school  building  was  built  that  it  was  not  carried  up 
two  stories,  so  that  there  might  have  been  recitation  rooms  and  other 
accommodations  for  an  additional  teacher  in  the  upper  grade ;  but 
it  was  then  thought  the  number  in  attendance  would  not  be 
large  enough  to  require  two  teachers  for  many  years,  if  ever.  Had 
those  belonging  to  the  A  class  as  well  as  the  other  two  lower  classes 
been  sent  there  last  fall,  the  school  would  have  been  larger  than 
the  Adams  and  nearly  as  large  as  the  Pine  Street  Intermediate 
School.  This  Intermediate  School  there  stimulates  children  to  work 
for  the  higher  grade  which  is  now  constantly  before  their  eyes.  If 
the  number  in  attendance  should  continue  what  it  now  bids  fair  to  be, 
the  addition  to  that  building  will  have  to  be  raised  one  story 
and  the  play  ground  extended  by  purchase  of  the  vacant  lot  next 
west,  which  is  now  urged  upon  us  at  a  moderate  price. 

4.  The  Falls  School,  mixed  grades,  is  unchanged  and  doing 
well.    The  evening  school  there  has  also  done  well. 

5.  The  Ungraded  Day  and  Evening  School  is  under  the  same 
teacher  it  has  had  for  three  years  and  has  good  attendance  and  is 
doing  well. 

6.  To  North  Avenue  School  we  were  compelled  to  assign  a 
a  new  teacher,  the  former  one  having  declined  a  re-appointment. 
The  change  has  had  no  special  effect  on  the  size  or  attendance  of  the 
school. 

7.  The  Grammar  School  has  had  one  less  teacher  this  year 
than  it  had  the  previous  year,  though  its  average  daily  attendance 
the  past  term  was  greater  than  it  was  during  the  corresponding  term 
of  the  previous  year.    The  teachers  in  this  school  are  doing  a  great 
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amount  of  hard  work,  and  doing  it  faithfully  and  well.  The  im- 
proved spirit  and  tone  in  this  school  to  which  attention  was  called 
in  my  Inst  report  have  remained  during  the  whole  year  past,  and 
no  doubt  may  be  classed  as  permanent  acquisitions  in  that  school. 

8.  The  High  School  has  lost  none  of  its  former  popularity, 
and  is  doing  some  of  its  work  better  this  year  than  last.  It  has 
from  fifteen  to  eighteen  non-resident  pupils  each  term.  Nearly  all 
our  tuition  money  comes  from  this  school.  Miss  Brownell,  first 
assistant  in  tiie  school,  who  had  a  leave  of  absence  given  her  for  a 
year,  nearly  the  whole  of  which  time  she  spent  in  Europe  improv- 
ing herself  in  the  studies  she  was  to  teach,  has  returned  to  her 
work.  Several  recent  graduates  of  this  school  are  now  going  over 
with  her  class  the  work  in  English  Literature,  and  their  presence- 
and  the  fact  of  their  having  leisure  for  wider  reading  from  the 
library  and  other  sources,  of  the  authors  and  subjects  discussed, 
have  increased  the  interest  of  the  whole  class.

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SCHOOL  DISCIPLINE. 

The  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Vermont  in  res- 
pect to  the  authority  of  the  teacher  over  the  pupil  and  his  right 
to  punish  to  any  needed  extent   to  secure   and  maintain  good 
order  in  school,  and  to  punish  for  acts  done  while  pupils  are  passing 
to  and  from  school,  and  even  to  punish  for  acts  done  by  the  pupil 
while  at  home  and  under  the  parents'  general  control,  provided  the 
act  for  which  punishment  was  inflicted  was  one  committed  in  the 
presence  of  other  pupils  of  the  same  school  and  which  had  a  decided 
tendency  to  degrade  the  teacher  and  his  authority  in  the  minds  of 
other  pupils,  are  all  that  the  lovers  of  arbitrary  school  discipline 
could  desire.    The  decision  in  a  case  that  went  up  to  the  Supreme 
Court  from  this  city  a  dozen  or  more  years  ago  I  have  seen  quoted 
and  approved  three  times  in  educational  journals  in  the  last  six 
months.    But  notwithstanding  all  this  legal  right  to  follow  an  un- 
heeded word  of  command  by  a  blow,  the  School  Commissioners  and 
Superintendent,  while  not  prohibiting  corporal  punishment  by  any 
absolute  rule,  have  discouraged  the  resort  to  the  rod  and  assured 
teachers  that  in  our  opinion  no  teacher  who  really  ought  to  teach 
would  have  to  resort  very  frequently  to  force.    We  have  endeavor- 
ed to  create  a  sentiment  among  the  pupils  that  improper  conduct 
was  disreputable  to  the  pupils,  and  that  non-compliance  with  such 
regulations  as  were  deemed  for  the  interest  of  the  school  merited 
general  disapprobation.    The  power  of  self-control  has  been  devel- 
oped as  far  as  possible,  and  as  little  display  made  of  the  legal  rights 
of  the  teacher  as  was  possible.  Right  conduct  has  not  been  secured 
so  much  because  such  was  the  rule,  as  because  the  course  of  conduct 
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jquired  was  right  and  proper.  The  authority  with  which  the 
?acher  is  clothed  by  law  has  not  been  paraded  before  the  school, 
or  has  it  been  ignored  or  belittled,  but  has  been  held  as  a  reserve 
ower.  A  person  who  visited  one  of  our  schools,  the  past  term, 
fterwards  informed  me  in  a  note,  "  that  what  she  felt  most  im- 
iressed  by  in  that  school  was  the  unobtrusiveness  of  the  machinery. 
?he  pleasant  order  there  was  apparently  the  result  of  a  self-govern- 
ng  system  on  the  part  of  the  scholars, — a  result  only  attainable,  I 
:now,  by  the  wisest  management  of  the  teachers."  This  was-  a 
;trong  compliment  and  could  have  been  paid  to  several  other  schools 
learly  as  well  as  to  the  one  in  question. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  known  as  the 
Brattleboro  case  is  unquestionably  good  legal  authority  sustaining 
School  Boards  in  making  general  rules  for  the  regulation  of  schools 
ind  excluding  from  school  privileges  those  who  fail  to  comply  there- 
with. The  most  arbitrary  could  wish  for  nothing  broader  as  a  legal 
support,  Notwithstanding  this  decision,  the  School  Board  have 
been  unwilling  to  avail  themselves  of  the  authority  allowed  them 
under  this  decision  and  have  refused  to  pass  any  regulation  of 
the  extreme  class  sanctioned  thereby. 

The  School  Board  would  be  glad  to  bring  the  people  to  a 
clearer  idea  of  the  importance  of  regular  attendance,  on  time,  each 
day  and  each  term  during  the  whole  course  ;  would  be  glad  to  see 
the  number  of  tardinesses  greatly  reduced  and  the  percentage  of 
attendance  raised  in  every  school ;  would  be  glad  to  have  every 
pupil  ready  for  work  and  in  his  place  the  first  day  of  each  term  ; 
would  be  glad  to  have  all  beginners  in  the  lowest  class  in  Primary 
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Schools  enter  at  the  same  term,  so  that  there  should  be  but 
such  class  in  school.    One-fourth  of  the  difficulty  and  troubl 
the  primary  work  would  be  dispensed  with  if  we  did  not  havel 
multiply  classes  and  do  the  work  over  each  term  instead  of  one* 
each  year.    Then  again  some  parents  think  it  unwise  to  send  a 
dren  to  school  as  young  as  our  rules  permit,  remembering  how  hi 
and  tedious  it  was  for  themselves  at  that  age  to  be  perched  up  o  IF 
seat  which  had  no  floor  within  reach,  for  four  sessions  of  1J  ho 
each  each  day.   A*  boy  at  eight  can  do  much  better  and  more  rai 
work  than  at  five,  and  if  classes  were  formed  for  working  as  fast 
the  eight-year  old  pupils  could  work,  they  might  nearly  catch 
in  five  or  six  years  with  those  who  started  three  years  before  the) 
Why,  then,  do  we  open  classes  for  pupils  till  they  are  eight  ?  1 
cause  the  law  allows  and  requires  it ;  because  for  the  great  port! 
of  the  children  it  is  better  physically  as  well  as  morally  that  thl 
should  be  in  school  and  under  proper  control ;  because  some  of  thy 
are  obliged  to  leave  school  at  ten,  and  others  at  every  added  ye 
thereafter ;  because  more,  if  not  interested  in  school  or  school  wc 
before  that  time,  would  never  enter  school.   The  work  in  our  couii 
is  adapted  to  their  age;  the  hours  of  attendance  are  lessened: 
number  for  the  youngest  pupils.     The  older  pupil,  when  he  begi; 
with  younger  beginners,  is  hampered  and  retarded  and  does  not  £ 
the  benefits  of  the  whole  course.    We  endeavor  to  give  such  pup, 
a  chance  to  jump  a  class  as  often  as  they  are  fitted  to  do  so,  but1' 
would  be  better  for  such  pupil  and  all  the  others  to  take  the  eour 
as  laid  out,  commencing  at  five.    The  Board,  however,  prefer 
allow  time  to  teach  these  lessons  to  parents  rather  than  attempt  ai 
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*  rbitrary  rule.  If  the  parent  had  been  familiar  with  graded  work, 
'^lere  would  be  no  trouble  about  the  child.  Time,  however,  will  be 
16  etter  than  a  rule  and  will  accomplish  the  desired  result.

FREE  SCHOOLS— FREE  LIBRARY.

Vvre  know  pretty  well  what  free  schools  have  done  for  this 
0!ountry,  for  they  have  been  long  in  existence  here — generation  after 
generation  has  passed  through  them  and  received  and  transmitted 
aj  heir  beneficent  influence.  No  family,  no  child,  even  if  they  have 
j  lever  been  inside  a  school  building  have  failed  to  receive  an  indirect 
j  nfluence  from  schools.  The  cloud  of  ignorance  is  not  as  thick  nor 
e  .s  dark  over  them  as  it  would  have  been  if  there  had  been  no  free 
pchools.   Superstition  is  not  as  common,  nor  intolerance  as  great,  as 

•  t  otherwise  would  have  been.  The  elder  brother  of  the  Schools  is 
;he  Public  Library,  and  yet  its  advent  among  us  came  long  after 
that  of  the  Schools,  Its  influence  we  do  not  yet  appreciate,  for  no 
generation  has  passed  through  it  and  received  and  transmitted  its 
influence.  If  Burlington  had  never  had  a  free  public  school  within 
its  limits  till  five  years  ago,  and  had  then  opened  merely  its  Prim- 
ary Schools,  and  three  years  after  had  opened  its  Intermediate 
Schools,  when  pupils  were  fitted  for  that  grade  by  having  passed 
through  the  lower  grade,  we  should  be  but  poorly  fitted  to  under- 
stand what  the  Grammar  School  is  to  be  and  still  less  the  High 
School.  So  it  is  with  the  Public  Library.  We  have  but  just  com- 
menced the  course  therein,  and  the  masses  have  got  to  grow  up  into 
it,  and  generations  must  pass  through  it,  receiving  and  dissemin- 
ating its  influence,  before  we  shall  have  a  full  and  appreciative  idea 
of  its  benefits.   As  schools  have  their  struggling  periods — ignorance 
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and  ignorant  selfishness  always  making  a  struggle  or  two  to  \i  ' 
them  down,  so  we  may  expect  complaint  to  be  made  against  tg  i 
library,  may  expect  to  hear  petty  politicians  declaiming  to  the  igil 
rant  rabble  that  the  library  is  a  costly  but  useless  ornament,  a  luxu 
and  not  a  necessity,  that  should  be  returned,  perhaps,  to  the  dono 
because  they  did  not  furnish  means  for  its  self-support.    The  wii 
fierce  tiger  or  lion,  though  captured  and  bound  head  and  foot,  y 
struggles  fiercely  with  its  chains  before  it  submits  and  changes  :| 
nature  and  droops  and  dies.    So  with  ignorance  ;  the  last  dyii 
struggle  of  Ingorance  is  now  being  made  apparently  against  fbi 
schools,  especially  the  high  schools.  It  thinks  (and  in  so  doing  sho\ 
its  weakness, — it  should  not  think  but  should  struggle  with  bra) 
force  only,)  it  thinks  there  are  more  people  in  the  country  who  ha\ 
no  children  in  the  higher  grades  of  schools  than  there  are  the 
have,  and  taking  count  of  its  own  selfishness  thinks  all  who  are  n<3 
possessed  of  children  to  be  educated  in  such  schools  will  vote  to  giv 
up,  nay,  more,  will  vote  to  suppress  the  higher  grades  of  schools— - 
the  nursery  of  teachers  for  the  lower  grades.    If  there  were  nothim: 
in  the  world  higher  than  selfishness,  if  there  were  no  philanthropy; 
no  love  of  mankind  for  man,  there  might  be  danger  of  the  return  d 
the  Middle  and  Dark  Ages.    Poetic  license  has  ventured  to  say 
for  sentiment's  sake,  "Backward,  turn  backward,  Oh  !  Time  in  your 
flight,  And  make  me  a  child  again,  just  for  to-night."    These  des- 
troyers of  the  higher  grades  of  Public  Schools  and  Public  Libraries: 
are  saying,  ''Oh  !  Time,  turn  back,  undo  the  effects  of  a  quickenedi 
intellectual  growth.    Take  away  the  Telegraph,  Railroad,  Steam 
Power,  Printing  Press,  Science,  Literature,  Humanity  and  Chris- 
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tianity."  It  cannot  be  done;  if  they  fall  they  rise  again— they  can- 
not die.  Grecian  and  Roman  civilization,  though  possessed  of  but  few 
of  the  best  elements  of  humanity,  and  no  Christianity,  when  crushed 
and  scattered  abroad  and  buried  up,  as  it  were,  slumbered  in  dark- 
ness no  longer  than  planted  seed  slumbers  before  it  began  to  germinate 
and  spring  up  all  over  the  known  world.  If  no  combination  then  could 
succeed,  much  less  shall  no  attempts  now  succeed.  The  day  for  whole- 
sale burning  of  libraries  and  the  breaking  up  of  free  public  schools  is 
passed  and  can  never  return.  As  the  library  shall  help  the  schools 
and  both  ultimately  work  together  for  man's  elevation,  the  schools 
in  the  first  place  must  help  the  library,  must  teach  the  children 
how  to  use  it,  must  prepare  a  course  of  study  for  them  in  the  library 
course.  We  are  striving  to  do  some  work  in  this  direction.  The  refer- 
ence in  my  last  report  to  the  need  of  the  Library  catalogue  in  the 
three  upper  grades  of  our  schools  resulted  in  the  presentation  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Library  to  the  School  Board  of  eight  copies  of  the 
printed  sheets  (unbound)  of  the  catalogue,  which  the  Board  had  bound 
and  a  copy  placed  upon  the  table  of  the  teachers  in  the  High  and 
Grammar  Schools  and  each  Intermediate  School,  where  they  have 
been  of  great  service.  At  several  teachers'  meetings  the  library  and 
how  to  use  it  was  the  main  subject  of  discussion.  As  a  practical  illus- 
tration of  such  use,  topics  were  taken  up  and  divided  into  parts  and 
assigned  to  different  teachers  to  investigate  and  report  at  the  next 
meeting.  Teachers  seemed  surprised  at  what  they  could  find  to 
aid  them  in  the  library.  Teachers  were  urged  to  look  after  the 
miscellaneous  reading  of  their  pupils  as  far  as  they  could  ;  to  advise 
them  what  to  read,  and  to  talk  to  them  of  books  and  authors  from 
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time  to  time  as  their  reading  lessons  or  studies  should  surest  and 
not  to  be  discouraged  if  only  a  few  good  books  should  at  once  be 
substituted  for  some  poor  books  which  have  been  largely  read  and 
which  are  valueless  except  for  creating  a  reading  habit.  Our  pupils 
are  reading  less  trashy  books  than  formerly  and  more  of  the  better 
books.  If  it  were  practicable  to  keep  against  each  name  a  list  of 
the  books  read  by  each  person  an  examination  of  this  list  would  be 
a  great  aid  to  teachers  and  parents  in  directing  and  advising  a 
better  course  of  reading,  but  this  cannot  be  done  readily.  The 
Librarian  informs  me  the  change  in  the  class  of  books  drawn  by 
school  children  from  the  library  is  quite  perceptible,  that  they 
are  reading  less  books  in  number  and  more  of  the  better  books. 
We  are  all  encouraged  by  this  statement,  and  though  the  gain, 
as  yet,  is  but  small,  still  it  is,  as  all  indications  show,  a  real  gain. 

GIVING  DUE  ENCOURAGEMENT. 

All  like  encouragement,  grown  people  no  less  than  children. 
Too  often  this  is  forgotten  and  the  effort  made  to  be  smart  by 
criticism,  endeavoring  thus  to  raise  ourselves  by  showing  how  an- 
other could  be  let  down.  Teachers  are  cautioned  against  this — 
not  unjustly  to  criticise  or  unjustly  commend,  but  to  give  due 
praise  whenever  it  is  justly  due,  and  criticise  only  when  criticism 
would  be  of  use. 

Not  unfrequently  do  parents  give  a  thrust  at  a  teacher — find 
unjust  complaint  when  praise  would  be  better.  The  tired  and  ex- 
hausted teacher  can  bear  to  have  the  truth  frankly  told.  I  chanced 
to  be  in  a  school  one  day,  the  past  term,  where  an  appreciative 
parent  sent  a  line  to  the  teacher,  which  when  read  by  the  teacher 
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at  recess,  was  banded  to  me  and  then  to  the  assistants  in  that 
school — a  letter  of  thanks,  as  it  were,  to  the  teacher  for  the  attention 
given  a  child  and  for  pointing  out,  as  the  letter  said,  a  seemingly 
"  royal  road''  for  the  child  to  take  to  gain  a  knowledge  and  an 
interest  in  a  subject  that  had  always  baffled  her  previous  efforts.  It 
was  a  letter  which  any  teacher  might  be  proud  to  receive  from  an 
intelligent  parent,  and  yet  I  saw  no  injurious  effect  upon  the  teacher. 
She  brightened  up  a  little  as  she  read  it.  and  said  such  an  appre- 
ciative letter  was  better  and  more  encouraging  than  the  crisp,  curt 
letter  of  complaint  sometimes  received.  Letters  of  complaint  from 
parents  are  much  less  frequent  than  formerly,  and  still  occasionally 
a  parent  will  write  a  letter  to  the  teacher  or  to  the  Superintendent 
complaining  of  the  work  of  the  teacher  or  regulation  of  the  School 
Board,  based  upon  a  wholly  unconsidered  and  one-sided  statement 
of  the  case,  complaining  of  something  which  never  happened  or  was 
thought  of  in  the  light  which  the  parent  construes  it. 

MUSIC. 

The  instruction  in  music  has  been  unusually  successful  the 
past  year  and  has  attracted  a  good  degree  of  attention.  More 
visitors  went  in  to  hear  the  music  lesson,  last  term,  than  had  been 
in  for  the  previous  three  years,  and  all  were  loud  in  praise  of  the 
method  and  success  of  the  work.  The  effort  of  the  Board  and 
Superintendent  has  been  to  repress  ratter  than  stimulate  the  in- 
terest in  this  subject — lest  it  should  receive  more  than  its  share  of 
attention  and  become  a  leading  rather  than  a  co-ordinate  or  inci- 
dental branch  of  instruction.  The  influence  of  music  upon  the 
general  discipline  and  culture  of  the  school  is  always  good  and  is

worth  all  it  costs  for  this  influence  alone,  even  if  to  be  of  no  prac- 
tical use  after  school  days  are  over.  It  is  intended  to  give  the 
public  an  opportunity  soon  to  hoar  all  the  classes  together  in  some 
public  place. 

READING. 

Parrot-like  reading  had  its  sway  in  our  schools  once,  but  its 
day  is  past.  No  pupil  is  bound  to  read  a  piece  with  the  same 
inflection  or  emphasis  that  his  teacher  gives.  Imitative  reading  is 
is  always  poor  reading,  no  matter  how  good  the  imitation.  The  voice 
may  be  cultivated  and  its  range  greatly  improved  by  practice  upon 
the  various  inflections  and  use  of  emphasis  :  but  when  that  is  done 
and  the  pupil  is  asked  to  read  a  selection,  he  is  asked  to  give  his 
idea  of  the  meaning  of  the  piece,  his  interpretation  of  the  author. 
No  two  public  speakers,  public  readers,  preachers,  or  even  teachers, 
speak  or  read  a  piece  alike ;  why  then  should  pupils  be  bound  to 
read  just  as  their  teacher  happens  to  read  ?  Reading  in  schools  is 
to  be  improved  by  having  a  greater  amount  of  fresh  reading  matter. 
Pupils  desire  to  read  a  new  story  or  to  grapple  with  a  new  idea  and 
then  they  become  animated  and  interested  and  will  not  need  to  be 
reminded  by  their  teacher  to  keep  their  eyes  on  their  book,  as  was 
formerly  supposed  to  be  necessary  in  schools.  The  effort  to  read 
with  a  new  book  or  a  new  story  is  more  like  trying  to  see  who  can 
tell  the  story  the  best  than  like  trying  to  see  who  can  most  nearly 
imitate  the  teacher.  No  pupil  should  read  one  reading  book  more 
than  one  year.  Better  have  a  new  book  oftener  than  once  a  year 
than  to  read  it  a  longer  time.  The  A  classes  in  Grammar  School 
and  in  the  Intermediate  Schools  have  had  new  books  furnished  for

lem  recently  and  have  been  greatly  improved  thereby.  It  is  to  be 
oped  more  new  books  will  be  furnished  and  passed  from  class  to 
ass  or  from  school  to  school.  The  new  books  pay  for  them- 
Ives  in  a  term. 

WRITING. 

Unreadable  writing  has  always  been  fashionable,  but  is  pass- 
ig  out  of  date  in  our  schools  Writing  is  taught  earlier  than  form- 
rly  and  correct  ideas  of  the  form  and  shape  of  the  letters  are 
imed  at,  and  but  little  attempt  is  made  to  train  the  hand  until  the 
bild  knows  what  shape  he  is  aiming  to  give  his  lines,  and  when 
fiis  is  gained  every  attempt  he  makes  is  toward  the  accomplish- 
lent  of  an  ideal.  Better  writing  can  now  be  found  on  slates  in 
ur  primary  schools  than  could  often  be  found  in  the  copy  books  in 
ur  schools  twenty  years  ago.  The  work  is  done  deliberately  and 
lowly.  Letters  of  similar  formation  and  words  made  of  such  letters 
re  dwelt  upon  till  they  can  be  fairly  made. 

Learning  to  read  and  write,  however,  to  an  extent  barely  suf* 
icient  to  keep  from  being  classed  by  the  census  taker  as  illiterate, 
mounts  to  but  little,  if  anything,  as  an  education.  Reading,  to  be 
aluable,  to  give  good  culture,  to  make  a  good  citizen,  must  be  car- 
ied  to  a  much  greater  extent — must  become  a  real  pleasure  and  in 
to  sense  a  task.  The  reader  must  be  able  to  grasp  the  idea  of  the 
.uthor  readily  and  at  maturer  years  must  be  able  to  enjoy  the 
>rinted  words  of  another  as  he  enjoys  the  conversation  and  speech 
►f  the  person  present  before  him.  Unless  he  can  do  this  for  him- 
ielf,  unless  he  can  read  aloud  to  another  and  give  a  fair  representa- 
ion  of  the  same  conversation  and  speech,  he  has  not  learned  to  read 
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in  the  fair  meaning  of  that  word.    So,  too,  with  writing.    How  fe  1 
of  all  who  take  pen  and  sign  their  name  can  write  in  the  best  sen;  11 
of  that  word?    How  few  can  make  the  pen  of  any  ready  real  uijr 
to  them  as  a  means  of  culture  and  growth?    How  few  can  wrii 
readily  enough  so  that  the  mere  ph)  sical  effort  does  not  interfei 
with  the  flow  of  thought?    How  few  can  think  on  paper  as  the 
think  when  talking? 

Gentlemen :  I  have  perhaps  said  too  mucli  already  and  wearies 
your  patience.  I  would  be  glad  to  speak  of  the  stimulus  w 
gained  from  our  lack  at  first  of  the  success  we  hoped  for  when  ml 
first  introduced  drawing  as  a  study  in  the  lower  grades  of  oui 
schools  last  year.  I  should  be  glad  to -speak  of  our  hopes  for  in? 
proved  training  in  practical  arithmetic  and  higher  mathematics.  < 
our  hopes  for  better  results  in  the  High  School  course  without  thl 
addition  of  another  year  to  the  course  pursued  there  ;  but  these  ant 
many  other  things  to  which  my  efforts  under  the  direction  of  thi| 
School  Board  have  been  directed,  the  past  year,  must  be  omitted. 

I  have  said  a  great  deal  in  praise  of  our  schools.  I  believ 
them  worthy  of  it.  They  are  not  perfect,  but  they  are  doing  thei 
work  well.  The  teachers  are  carrying  out  the  plans  and  views  c 
the  School  Board  as  laid  down  in  the  course  of  studies  and  genera: 
regulations  prescribed  for  the  schools  without  any  cross-purpose 
of  their  own  and  all  are  working  harmoniously.  If  any  think  thl 
results  are  not  what  they  ought  to  be  they  should  not  blame  th 
teachers,  for  the  teachers  singly  do  what  they  are  required  to  dc 
The  School  Commissioners  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  ar 
the  proper  persons  to  receive  blame  and  censure,  if  any  is  due.  A\ 
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n  the  past  so  in  the  future,  no  doubt,  all,  Commissioners  and  Super- 
ntendents,  will  be  glad  to  receive  and  carefully  consider  all  honest 
criticisms  upon  our  schools  and  will  continue  to  invite  suggestions 
,Jbr  their  improvement.

MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  : — As  we  meet  to-day  to  assume  the  duties 
and  obligations  imposed  upon  us  by  our  fellow-citizens,  and  to 
pledge  ourselves  to  a  faithful  administration  of  the  affairs  entrusted 
to  us,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  lay  before  you  the  operations  of 
the  several  departments  for  the  past  year,  and  to  make  such 
suggestions  as  to  our  future  action  as  seem  to  me  necessary. 

FINANCES. 

The  bonded  debt  of  the  city  is  as  follows :

STREETS. 

For  details  of  the  operations  of  this  department  I  refer 
you  to  the  published  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  total  cash  disbursements  amount  to  $17,512.17,  to 
which  should  be  added  an  indebtedness  of  $3,441.23,  making 
the  total  expenditure  $20,953.40.  Of  this,  something  over 
$4,400  has  been,  or  will  be,  returned  to  the  treasury  from 
sewer  assessments.  An  accurate  statement  of  the  amount 
chargeable  to  the  several  accounts  kept  by  this  department  can- 
not now  be  made  for  the  reason  that  some  two  thousand  dollars 
of  the  indebtedness  has  not  yet  been  distributed.  An  unusually 
large  amount  of  work,  however,  has  been  done.  Extensive  and 
valuable  permanent  improvements  have  been  made  on  Pine  and 
Union  streets.    Many  greatly  needed  sidewalks  and  street 
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crossings  have  been  constructed  in  the  most  thorough  manner. 
About  one  mile  of  brick  and  tile  sewer  has  been  constructed, 
and  all  laid  in  accordance  with  the  adopted  plan.  Fourteen 
street  light  posts  have  been  put  up,  and  five  elaborate  street 
basins,  and  more  than  usual  repairs  have  been  required  upon 
the  bridges  over  the  Winooski  river.  While  there  is  no  doubt 
that  all  this  work  was  faithfully,  honestly  and  economically 
performed,  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  expenditures  so 
considerably  exceed  the  appropriation,  thereby  creating  a  debt, 
now  owed  by  the  city,  of  some  thirty-five  hundred  dollars,  a 
precedent  which,  if  it  be  generally  followed,  will  result  in  noth- 
ing less  than  the  greatest  financial  embarrassment.  And  here  I 
would  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  keeping  the 
expenditures  of  the  several  departments,  not  merely  within  the 
amounts  actually  appropriated,  but  within  the  estimated  appro- 
priations as  they  have  been  made  up,  and  approved  by  the  City 
Council,  and  laid  before  the  taxpayers  previous  to  the  day  of 
election.  The  city  government  in  presenting  these;  estimates 
has  in  effect  assured  the  citizens  that  the  several  departments 
can  be  administered  during  the  current  year  for  the  sums  named, 
and  it  may  well  be  questioned  whether  after  having  been  elected 
upon  such  a  statement,  or  platform,  we  have  a  moral  right  to 
expend  any  more  than  the  estimates  call  for,  except  in  cases  of 
very  plain  and  unexpected  necessity.  There  should  be  no 
deviation  from  this  rule  unless  in  extreme  cases,  or  in  order  to 
preserve  life  or  property  in  immediate  danger.  The  statute 
requires  the  raising  of  a  highway  tax  (so  called)  of  twenty  cents 
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on  the  dollar  of  the  grand  list,  and  by  stating  that  it  shall  "be 
laid  out  in  repairing  highways  and  bridges"  seems  to  imply  that 
they  shall  be  kept  in  as  good  a  state  of  repair  as  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  whole  amount  of  the  tax  (if  necessary)  will  allow, 
and  towns  and  cities  are  held  strictly  responsible  for  all  damages 
arising  from  negligence  in  this  respect.  The  unusually  large 
number  of  claims  presented  and  prosecuted  against  the  city 
during  the  past  year  for  damages  arising  from  insufficient  high- 
ways seems  to  indicate  either  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the 
public  to  compel  the  city  to  settle  unjust  claims,  or  that  we  are 
diverting  too  much  of  the  highway  tax  from  repairs  to  permanent 
improvements.  The  people  have  a  right  to  expect  safe  streets, 
and  the  public  safety,  as  well  as  the  pecuniary  interest  of  the 
city,  demands  that  they  be  kept  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  even 
if  it  should  require  the  whole  amount  of  the  highway  tax  to  be 
expended  for  that  purpose.  If  they  can  be  kept  in  that  condi- 
tion with  a  part  of  the  tax,  the  balance  can  very  properly  be 
expended  on  permanent  improvements,  but.  as  a  rule,  costly  or 
elaborate  permanent  improvements  should  be  especially  provided 
for.  That  "haste  makes  waste"  is  as  true  in  municipal  as  in 
ordinary  business  matters ;  and  in  order  to  give  ample  time  for 
careful  consideration  and  thorough  examination,  I  would  suggest 
the  propriety  of  an  ordinance  providing  that  any  resolution 
contemplating  expenditures  for  any  new  work,  or  for  Other  than 
current  expenses,  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  plan  of  the  proposed 
work  and  a  full  and  detailed  estimate  of  the  cost  and  manner 
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of  construction,  and  that  the  resolution  shall  lie  on  the  table 
for  one  month  before  being  put  upon  its  passage. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  general  reputation  of  our  public  schools  remains 
unchanged.  Many  persons  (and  their  number  is  steadily  increas- 
ing from  year  to  year)  are  making  this  their  place  of  residence 
in  order  to  secure  the  benefits  of  our  free  schools,  while  educat- 
ing their  children.  Our  schools,  our  free  library,  as  well  as  our 
University,  are  doing  much  to  promote  the  growth  of  the  city. 
While  the  direct  management  of  this  department  is  not  under 
our  immediate  control,  but  placed  by  the  charter  in  the  hands 
of  a  board  entirely  independent,  it  is  a  part  of  our  duty  to 
make  the  necessary  appropriation  to  enable  them  to  successfully 
carry  on  their  work,  and  the  sum  so  cheerfully  appropriated  by 
your  board  from  year  to  year,  and  approved  by  the  taxpayers, 
shows  the  thorough  conviction  of  our  people  that  the  public 
welfare  depends  in  a  great  measure  on  the  education  of  the 
young.  Of  late  there  has  been  some  discussion  as  to  the  wis- 
dom of  the  rule  adopted  by  the  School  Board  in  relation  to  the 
matter  of  tuition  for  non-resident  pupils.  There  are  few  if  nny 
who  do  not  hold  that  a  liberal  policy  should  be  adopted  in  all 
educational  matters.  I  have  no  doubt  the  School  Board  would 
listen  with  deference  to  any  suggestions  of  the  City  Council,  or 
to  any  complaints  or  suggestions,  properly  made,  in  respect  to 
this  or  any  other  matter,  by  any  of  our  citizens  having  the 
true  interest  of  our  schools  at  heart.  It  will  be  seen  from  the 
report  of  the  Superintendent  that  the  financial  condition  of  this 
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department  has  improved  during  the  past  year,  and  that  the 
burden  of  debt  it  has  carried  for  a  long  time  is  now  nearly 
extinguished.  I  commend  the  School  Department  to  your 
generous  care,  assured  that  it  will  ask  nothing  at  your  hands 
which  the  best  interest  of  the  schools  and  of  the  taxpayers  do 
not  fully  sanction  and  require. 

CRIMINAL  AND  POLICE. 

The  cost  of  the  criminal  department  for  the  past  year  has 
been:

For  incidental  expenses,  148.50

Leaving  as  actual  expenses,  $1,010.58 
The  reports  of  the  City  Judge  and  Police  Justice  show, 
sixty-one  prosecutions  against  seventy-three  respondents  in  cases 
where  the  costs  are  payable  from  the  City  Treasury.  In  the 
city  court  for  the  quarter  ending  March  31st,  there  have  been 
twelve  prosecutions  in  city  cases.  The  costs  in  these  prosecu- 
tions have  been  $119.82,  and  the  amount  of  costs  and  fines 
resulting  therefrom  and  actually  paid  into  the  Treasury  has 
been  $114.50.  The  costs  in  city  cases  have  heretofore  been 
nearly  three  times  the  amount  realized  for  fines  and  costs 
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imposed.  This  result  is  largely  due  to  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature.  Should 
the  same  ratio  continue  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  a 
great  saving  will  be  made  in  the  expense  of  this  court. 

The  peace  and  good  order  of  society  depend  largely  upon  a 
police  department  capable  of  restraining  crime,  as  well  as 
punishing  its  commission.  The  marked  diminution  of  disorder 
speaks  well  for  the  vigilance  and  prudence  of  cur  officers. 
They  have  delicate  as  well  as  difficult  duties  to  perform  and  the 
good  order  of  the  city  has  not  for  many  years  been  better 
preserved  than  during  the  one  just  passed.  From  the  report 
of  the  chief  of  police  I  find  that  430  arrests  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  or  33  less  than  in  1877,  and  that  the  total 
police  expenses  have  been  $2,878.50,  which  although  a  slight 
increase  over  the  previous  year  compares  very  favorably  with 
the  cost  in  other  cities  of  our  size.

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  gives  in  detail  the 
number,  location  and  cost  of  new  mains,  hydrants,  gates,  drains 
and  service  pipes.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  this  department 
has  at  length  become  substantially  self-supporting,  a  result 
which  reflects  great  credit  upon  those  having  it  in  charge  The 
time  has  arrived  when  the  demand  for  a  supply  of  water  for  the 
more  elevated  portions  of  the  city  seems  imperative.  One 
method  for  providing  for  this  supply  has  been  somewhat  discussed 
during  the  past  year.  It  is  that  of  pumping  from  the  present 
reservoir  into  an  auxiliary  reservoir  at  a  greater  height.  A 
sufficient  elevation  is  found  south  of  the  present  reservoir  and 
about  sixteen  hundred  feet  distant  from  it.  This  plan  would 
secure  water  at  an  elevation  of  sixty  feet  above  the  present 
supply.  Should  the  ground  and  surroundings  prove  suitable 
for  the  storage  of  water,  such  a  reservoir  would  not  only  pro- 
vide for  the  present  and  every  possible  future  demand,  but  also 
at  the  same  time  give  the  city  the  benefit  of  a  reserve  supply 
and  leave  unaltered  the  present  pressure  on  pipes  and  fixtures 
in  the  lower  portions  of  the  city.  This  matter  should  receive 
early  attention. 
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FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  fire  department  consists  of  383  men — seven  companies 
of  regulars  with  297  members  and  three  companies  of  volunteers 
with  86  members,  with  a  full  equipment  of  engines,  hose  carts, 
hose,  and  hook  and  ladder  trucks.  In  this  department  the  men 
have  been  winning  new  laurels  every  year  for  alacrity, 
discipline  and  efficiency.  The  Barnes  Hose  was  present  at 
the  great  National  Tournament  at  Chicago  last  September  and 
won  the  first  prize  against  very  strong  competition.  It  is  safe 
to  say  that  no  city  of  equal  size  in  the  country  has  a  fire 
department  superior  to  our  own.  With  such  a  fire  department 
supported  by  our  extraordinary  water  works,  complete  confidence 
is  felt  that  we  are  secure  from  any  sweeping  conflagration. 
During  the  past  year  thirteen  fires  occurred,  five  of  which  were 
slight.  The  property  destroyed  was  all  insured  and  the  total 
iusurance  paid  was  $10,864.  The  expenses  are  not  burdensome 
when  compared  with  the  size  of  the  department  and  the  efficiency 
of  the  force. 

After  deducting  twelve  hundred  dollars  for  the  cost  of 
water ;  $1,866  for  new  hose  and  $180  for  extension  ladder, 
the  actual  current  expenses  for  the  year  have  been  only 
$1,533  83. 

FLETCHER  FREE  LIBRARY. 

The  amount  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  the  past  year,  is 
$2,232.51,  being  $653.60  less  than  in  1877,  and  $17.49  less 
than  the  appropriation. 

Upon  comparison,  I  find  that  the  expense  of  managing 
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this  library  is  but  about  two-thirds  that  of  similar  institutions 

in  other  places. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  sets  forth  the  growth  of  the 

Library  and  its  worth  to  the  city.    But  its  great  value  is  in 

the  mental  and  moral  culture  it  gives,  and  this  is  something 

which  cannot  be  stated  in  figures.  It  has  some  thirty  thousand 

visitors  annually,  which  sufficiently  denotes  its  popularity. 

Its  value  can  be  tested  only  by  estimating  the  innocent 

entertainment  it  affords  by  its  lighter  reading  and  the  moie 

substantial  benefits  of  valuable  information  and  instruction.  I 

would  ask  the  attention  of  the  Committee    on  Public  Buildings 

to  the  recommendation  of  the  Trustees  in  reference  to  a  different 

method  of  heating  the  library  room  and  to  some  small  alterations 

in  the  building,  all  of  which  can  be  made  at  a  reasonable  cost, 

and  when  completed  will  add  materially  to  the  comfort  and 

convenience  of  the  officers  as  well  the  patrons  of  the  library. 

POOR  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  has  drawn  from  the  Treasury  and  other 
sources,  $6,938.52,  or  $765.86  loss  than  in  1877,  and  $61.48 
less  than  the  appropriation. 

From  the  report  of  the  Overseer  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
number  of  families  who  received  aid  from  the  city  during  the 
past  year  was  much 'less  than  in  1877,  and  the  further 
gratifying  fact  that  the  expenditures  have  been  kept  within  the 
appropriation. 

Great  responsibility  rests  upon  the  Overseer  to  see  that 
our  charities  are  dispensed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  relieve  the 
deserving  poor  and  not  encourage  pauperism. 
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Actual  want  must  be  provided  for,  but  no  encouragement 
should  be  extended  to  the  indolent  or  to  those  disposed  to  beg 
rather  than  work.  From  close  examination  I  am  satisfied  that 
our  present  system  of  relief  is  faithfully  executed.  Many  now 
receiving  assistance  are  able  and  profess  to  be  willing  to  work, 
but  are  unable  to  obtain  employment.  If  some  plan  could  be 
devised  whereby  even  a  limited  amount  of  work  could  be 
provided  for  this  unfortunate  class,  the  city  would  then  receive 
some  direct  return  for  the  money  expended,  and  the  debasing 
mcral  effect  upon  the  citizen  who  receives  support  without  his 
labor  be  avoided.  The  various  benevolent  institutions  of  the 
city  have  as  in  former  years  rendered  very  valuable  assistance 
to  the  Overseer  in  the  discharge  of  his  varied  and  perplexing 
duties.  The  management  at  the  Poor  Farm,  under  the  present 
Superintendent,  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  I  hear  no 
complaints  of  ill-treatment  or  neglect. 

SANITARY. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  of  great  importance. 
It  is  a  part  of  our  duty  to  detect  and  remove  as  far  as  possible 
the  causes  of  disease  and  death.  We  cannot  expect  to  entirely 
prevent  disease  but  much  can  be  accomplished  in  that  direction 
by  careful  attention  and  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  the  officers 
entrusted  with  that  duty,  and  at  a  comparatively  trifling  cost. 
The  adoption  during  the  past  year  of  ordinances  relating  to 
registration  and  reports  of  contagious  diseases  and  the  appointment 
of  an  advisory  Health  Committee,  were,  in  my  opinion,  wise 
measures,  which  will  under  competent  officials  increase  greatly 
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the  efficiency  of  this  necessary  department.  I  heartily  endorse 
the  various  suggestions  made  in  the  Health  Officer's  report  and 
commend  them  to  your  thoughtful  consideration.  Especially 
would  I  call  your  attention  to  his  remarks  upon  the  water 
supply,  and  suggest  that  you  take  action  during  the  coming 
season  with  regard  to  obtaining  it  at  a  greater  distance  from 
the  shore  and  thus  remove  all  doubt  as  to  the  purity  of  the 
future  supply. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  materia]  progress  of  our  city  during  the  past  year  has 
been  marked  and  decided.  The  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital,  the 
munificent  gift  of  Miss  Mary  Fletcher,  has  been  completed  and 
is  now  in  full  operation.  The  Howard  Opera  House,  one  of  the 
finest  buildings  in  the  State,  with  its  beautiful  stores  and 
unsurpassed  hall,  has  been  constructed.  For  this  the  city  is 
indebted  to  the  large-hearted  public  spirit  and  liberality  of  a 
former  resident  of  Burlington,  Mr.  John  P.  Howard.  Several 
other  valuable  structures  for  business  purposes  have  been 
erected,  as  well  as  many  handsome  private  residences.  Important 
and  valuable  permanent  improvements  have  been  made  in  the 
public  streets,  all  bearing  witness  to  the  thriving  condition  .of 
our  city.  It  is  our  plain  duty  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  aid  and 
promote  this  progress  and  in  no  way  can  we  do  this  more 
efficiently  than  by  making  the  burden  of  taxation  as  light  as 
possible.  To  ensure  this,  no  new  work,  however  trifling,  should 
be  undertaken,  until  we  first  clearly  ascertain  that  it  is  not  ©nly 
necessary,  but  that  we  can  afibrd  it,  and  all  questions  of  public 
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improvement  should  be  most  thoroughly  examined  and  carefully 
detailed  estimates  of  the  cost  prepared  before  they  are 
commenced.  Let  us  especially  avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  all 
expenditures  that  must  be  provided  for  in  the  future  ;  let  us 
"  pay  as  we  go,"  and  by  a  sound,  conservative  and  economical 
administration  of  our  affairs,  induce  and  secure  the  location 
among  us  of  those  who  are  attracted  hither  by  our  business 
facilities  and  our  many  social  advantages.  But  while  practising 
a  careful  economy,  let  us  avoid  the  other  extreme.  There  is 
great  difference  between  economy  and  parsimony ;  the  former 
serves  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned,  the  latter 
strives  to  avoid  all  improvements,  however  necessary,  merely  to 
save  money.  Let  us  conduct  the  public  business  in  the  same 
prudent  and  careful  manner  that  we  do  our  own.  If  we  do  this 
we  shall  give  little  cause  for  complaint.

R  EPORT 


OF  THE 

Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department 


To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  conformity  with  section  three  of  the 
City  Ordinance,  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body,  I  present 
the  fifteenth  report  of  the  condition  and  working  of  this  depart- 
ment of  the  City  during  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1879.  The  department  at  present  consists  of  two  (2)  hand 
engines,  one  (1)  hook  and  ladder  truck  and  six  (6)  hose 
carts,  all  in  first-class  condition  and  kept  in  readiness  in  case 
of  emergency.  The  force  of  the  department  consists  of  two 
hundred  and  ninety-one  members,  including  the  Board  of 
Engineers.  There  is  just  cause  for  congratulation  on  our 
remarkable  exemption  from  conflagrations  during  the  year ; 
only  ten  alarms  being  sounded,  with  but  five  actual  fires,  the 
most  serious  being  the  partial  destruction  of  the  elegant  resi- 
dence of  M.  L.  Kelsey,  Elmwood  Avenue.  The  firemen  in 
every  instance  have  responded  promptly  to  the  alarms  and 
when  needed  have  done  excellent  service.  The  loss  of  the  farm 
house  of  Eugene  Goodrich  was  no  disparagement  to  the  firemen . 
as  the  property  destroyed  was  more  than  two  miles  from  the 
nearest  hose  house  in  the  City.    Credit  is  due  Ethan  Allen 
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Engine  Company  and  Barnes  Hose  Company  for  their  prompt 
arrival,  it  being  not  more  than  one-half  hour  after  the  alarm 
was  sounded  before  a  stream  of  water  was  playing  on  the 
burning  building.  Have  had  one  call  from  out  the  City,  viz., 
Essex  Junction,  May  27th ;  the  Ethans,  with  their  engine, 
and  Boxers,  with  their  hose  cart,  promptly  lesponded,  and 
hastened  to  the  depot  ready  for  a  start,  but  owing  to  an 
unavoidable  delay,  did  not  get  away  until  word  was  received 
that  the  fire  was  under  control. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  a  decrease  of  three 
alarms  from  last  report.  The  total  insurance  paid  on  property 
destroyed  for  the  year  was  $5,091  22,  showing  $4,772  25 
less  than  for  the  year  1878.  This  showing  must  be  highly 
gratifying  to  insurance  companies.  For  one  to  read  of  a  city 
of  sixteen  thousand  population,  with  only  five  actual  fires,  seems 
hardly  credible ;  nevertheless  it  is  true,  as  the  above  figures 
were  kindly  furnished  by  Col.  T.  S.  Peck  and  Griswold  & 
Frissell. 

DEPARTMENT  APPARATUS 

is  in  first-class  condition.  The  Ethan  Allen  and  Boxer 
engines  have  been  overhauled  and  painted,  and  a  tongue  and 
whiffletrees  have  been  added,  an  improvement  much  needed  and 
fully  appreciated.  The  Hook  and  Ladder  truck  also  have  a 
tongue  and  whiffletrees.  The  advantage  of  drawing  will  be  a 
great  improvement  on  the  old  way  of  tandem-team  style.  The 
Star  and  Howard  hose  carts  have  been  painted  and  are  now 
complete  and  the  wants  of  both  companies 'have  been  fully 
supplied. 

DEPARTMENT  HOUSES. 

The  houses  occupied  by  the  department  are  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  Boxer  room  has  had  a  new  floor  and  other  repairs 
have  been  made  to  the  room  for  convenience.  The  Ethans' 
house  has  been  painted  and  has  had  a  flag  walk  laid  to  the 
curb.  Hook  and  Ladder  truck  is  now  well  located  in  its  new 
quarters  in  City  Hall  Building,  a  change  to  the  advantage  of 
all  concerned.  Howard  Hose  house  roof  has  been  slated,  a 
new  stove  has  been  furnished  and  their  wants  have  been  sup- 
plied. Star  Hose  house  is  old  and  cannot  be  made  as  comfort- 
able as  other  houses  and  I  would  recomend  a  new  house  for  this 
company.  The  company  now  occupy Ta  hall  for  meetings  in  Wood's 
Block  at  a  rental  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  year  ;  this  amount 
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saved  would  go  well  towards  a  building  fund.  The  Clipper 
Hose  Company  have  also  had  their  house  repaired  and  placed 
in  good  condition  at  an  expense  of  about  $40  00. 

HYDRANTS. 

The  good  work  goes  on  in  placing  post  hydrants,  sixteen 
new  ones  being  set  the  past  year,  for  which  the  committee  on 
fire  department  have  the  fire  laddies'  best  wishes. 

ANNUAL  PARADE 

of  the  several  companies  of  the  department,  together  with  the 
Volunteer  Hose  Company  No.  1,  took  place  September  23,  and 
was  in  every  respect  a  success.  After  the  parade  a  friendly 
contest  of  fleetness  between  home  companies  was  had.  termina- 
ting in  the  famous  running  company  and  champions  of  the 
United  States,  Barnes  Hose,  taking  first  prize  of  an  "Auburn- 
dale  timer,"  distance  1200  feet  in  all,  900  feet  to  hydrant 
attach  hose,  lay  300  feet  and  screw  on  pipe,  time  55  7-8  sec. 
Howards  second  prize,  60  1-2  sec.  Suttons,  61  3-4  sec.  Thus 
ended  one  of  the  finest  displays  of  the  kind  ever  witnessed  and 
a  creditable  affair  in  all  respects.  The  several  companies  have 
made  for  themselves  a  remarkable  record  the  past  year  and  they 
hope  to  maintain  their  good  reputation.  The  Barnes  Hose 
Company  retain  the  championship  hose  belt  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  running  members  of  the  company  are  in  practice 
for  next  season's  work  and  are  in  good  condition  and  with  fair 
''judgement"  and  "telegraph"  in  working  order  cannot  be  beaten.

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It  will  be  seen  by  the  preceding  that  the  indebtedness  of  the 
department  is  $88  65  less  than  the  appropriation  and  .$1,868  53 
less  than  the  year  1878  ;  also  current  expense  is  $459  20 
less  than  last  year,  which  amount  should  be  credited  to  the 
judicious  management  of  the  fire  committee,  who  have  labored 
energetically  to  keep  expenses  at  the  lowest  point. 

REMARKS 

Our  fire  alarm  system  is  far  from  being  a  success  and 
should  receive  attention  from  your  honorable  body.  From 
observations  it  seems  that  the  Gamewell  fire  alarm  telegraph 
(automatic  system)  is  the  most  favorable,  as  it  requires  no 
operator  or  watchman  ;  the  cost  of  construction  will  of  course 
depend  upon  the  amount  of  apparatus  required  and  the  terri- 
tory to  be  covered.  I  think  it  could  be  constructed  at  a  cost  not 
to  exceed  three  thousand  dollars  ($3000),  and  when  once 
placed  our  people  would  wonder  why  it  was  not  done  before. 
Please  give  this  subject  your  earliest  attention. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  compliment  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  department  for  the  promptness  with  which  they 
have  responded  to  all  alarms  and  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
they  have  labored  in  subduing  fires,  and  I  can  say  that  the 
department  is  equal  to  any  emergency  likely  to  arise.  I  wish 
to  tender  thanks  to  your  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Board  of 
Aldermen  for  their  efforts  in  maintaining  the  department,  also 
to  the  committee  on  fire  department  for  their  cordial  support  and 
prompt  response  to  all  requests  made  to  them  to  provide  for  the 
department.  To  the  hearty  co-operation  of  my  assistants,  Messrs. 
Crosby,  Nash,  Grant  and  Smith,  is  due  in  a  great  measure  the 
success  attending  the  efforts  of  the  department  during  the  year. 
To  the  officers  and  members  of  Volunteer  Hose,  No.  1,  Walter 
N.  Greene  Hose,  No.  8,  and  Sutton  Hose  No.  9,  thanks  are  also 
due  for  their  prompt  response  at  all  times.    Having  nearly 
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served  my  third  year  as  chief  of  the  department  and  not  claim- 
ing a  life  lease  to  the  office.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  say  that 
my  relations  with  the  firemen  have  been  pleasant  in  every 
particular  and  I  hope  the  next  chief  may  have  as  pleasant  and 
successful  a  term  as  I  have  had.  I  shall  spare  no  pains  to  make 
the  department  all  that  it  has  been  in  the  past — equal  to  protect 
the  city  and  the  taxpayers.

OF  THE 

CITY  ATTORNEY. 


To  the  City  Council  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  business  of  this  office  since  January  1st,  1879. 

At  the  time  of  my  last  annual  report  the  following  suits 
were  pending  in  County  Court,  in  which  the  city  was  interested: 

Croto  vs.  Powell. 

Foley  vs.  Hallihan. 

Reynolds  vs.  The  City. 

McGreavey  vs.  The  City. 

The  case  of  Croto  vs.  Powell,  a  bastardy  case,  was  settled 
by  the  defendant  on  the  eve  of  trial  at  the  April  term,  and 
the  sum  agreed  upon  in  settlement  was  paid  to  the  Overseer  of 
the  Poor,  who  had  taken  charge  of  the  case. 

The  case  of  Foley  vs.  Hallihan  was  discontinued  by 
agreement,  a  sufficient  sum  having  been  paid  into  the  Treasury 
by  defendant  to  reimburse  the  city  for  the  expense  made  on  its 
behalf,  and  the  plaintiff  declining  to  proceed  further  with  the 
case. 

The  case  of  George  L.  Reynolds  vs.  The  City  was  tried 
by  jury  at  the  April  term  of  the  County  Court  and  a  verdict 
of  three  thousnnd  dollars  rendered  for  plaintiff.  Several 
exceptions  were  taken  by  defendant  to  the  rulings  of  the  court, 
and  the  case  passed  to  the  Supreme  Court.  The  exception 
mainly  relied  upon  was  to  the  charge  of  the  court  relative  to 
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the  care  required  to  be  exercised  by  the  plaintiff  in  passing 
over  the  road  where  he  claimed  to  have  received  injuries.  He 
was  familiar  with  the  road  and  its  existing  condition,  and  knew 
its  defects,  if  any  there  were,  and  we  claimed  that  in  driving 
over  it  he  was  bound  to  exercise  the  case  of  a  prudent,  careful 
man,  but  the  court  held  he  was  only  required  to  exercise 
ordinary  care ;  a  mean  degree  of  care ;  such  care  as  men 
in  general  would  exercise. 

The  history  of  this  case  and  the  developments  and  incidents 
of  its  trial  are  so  familiar  to  all  that  I  need  not  review  them. 
Since  the  date  of  this  report  the  case  has  been  fully  reviewed  by 
the  Supreme  Court  and  the  exception  referred  to  maintained. 
This  court  held  that  defendant  was  entitled  to  such  a  charge 
as  was  claimed ,  upon  this  point,  that  the  plaintiff  must  have 
been  in  the  exercise  of  the  care  of  a  prudent,  caref  ul  man,  and 
that  the  charge  as  given  would  tend  to  mislead  a  jury.  The 
verdict  was  therefore  set  aside;  and  the  case  remanded  for  a 
new  trial 

The  case  of  John  H.  McGreavey  vs.  The  City  was  tried 
by  jury  at  the  September  term  of  the  County  Court,  and 
resulted  in  a  disagreement  of  the  jury,  and  the  case  was  con- 
tinued and  is  still  pending.  I  understand  the  jury  were  about 
equally  divided  as  to  whether  or  not  there  was  any  liability  on 
the  part  of  the  city. 

These  two  cases  have  excited  considerable  interest  and 
attention.  The  alleged  injuries  occurred  on  the  same  highway 
at  points  not  far  distant.  The  damages  claimed  in  each  were 
very  large,  and  suits  were  commenced  in  each  case  at  the  same 
term  of  court.  The  city  claimed  in  both  cases,  among  other 
things,  a  want  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiffs  which  contri- 
buted to  the  accidents,  and  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case 
reviewed  by  it  have  re-affirmed  the  law  recognizing  the  obliga- 
tion resting  upon  individuals  to  exercise  reasonable  prudence 
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and  care,  on  their  part,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  their  right 
of  recovery  for  alleged  negligence  of  towns. 

Early  in  January  my  attention  was  called  by  the  Mayor 
to  certain  contracts  for  the  support  of  insane  paupers  sent  from 
this  city  to  the  Asylum  at  Brattlcboro.  These  contracts  were 
forwarded  by  the  Superintendent  of  said  Asylum  to  be  executed 
by  the  Mayor  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1878,  and 
returned  to  him.  On  consultation  with  the  Mayor  and  Over- 
seer of  the  Poor,  and  such  examination  as  we  were  able  to  make, 
it  was  found  that  the  city  was  supporting  at  said  Asylum  three 
insane  paupers,  Caroline  Barree,  Alice  Quinn,  and  Theodore 
Gamby,  whom,  under  recent  amendments  and  interpretation  of 
the  statutes,  it  clearly  belonged  to  the  State  to  support.  Said 
contracts  were  therefore  not  executed  but  proceedings  imme- 
diately commenced  to  have  said  parties  discharged  from  the 
Asylum  as  city  paupers,  and  other  proceedings  instituted  before 
the  Probate  Court  by  which  they  were  at  once  recommitted  as 
State  charges,  and  the  city  thereby  relieved  from  an  annual 
expense  of  some  four  hundred  dollars. 

An  appeal  was  taken  by  W.  W.  At  water  and  others  from 
the  award  of  damages  made  by  the  Street  Commissioners  for 
lands  and  improvements  taken  for  the  extension  of  Spruce 
Street. 

The  Street  Commissioners  made  this  award  and  their 
assessments  on  other  parties  so  that  one  would  equal  the  other. 
Commissioners  were  appointed  at  the  April  term  to  hear  the 
case,  but  by  agreement  and  without  hearing,  they  signed  an 
award  affirming  that  of  the  Street  Commissioners,  thus  ending 
and  taking  the  case  out  of  court  at  the  first  term. 

The  case  of  Hilas  Roby  and  wife,  an  appeal  from  a  sewer 
assessment,  was  entered  in  court  at  the  April  term  and  con- 
tinued under  the  rule,  and  before  the  September  term  it  was 
satisfactorily  adjusted  and  the  money  paid  into  the  Treasury. 
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Francis  and  Albretta  Cartan  brought  an  action  against  the 
city  for  damages  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by  said  Albretta 
on  the  sidewalk  on  the  east  side  of  Battery  street  north  of 
College  street.  She  claimed  to  have  run  against  a  post  on  said 
sidewalk  in  the  night  time,  and  received  injuries  for  which 
she  claimed  to  recover  fromthecity.  This  claim  is  comparatively 
small.  The  suit  was  entered  at  the  April  term  and  continued 
under  rule  of  court  to  the  September  term,  and  at  that  time, 
having  the  McGreavy  case  for  trial,  and  not  knowing  bow  long 
the  court  would  remain  in  session,  it  was  continued  by  agreement, 
and  is  now  pending 

My  attention  was  called  at  the  April  term  to  three  cases 
in  which  the  city  was  interested,  viz :  State  vs.  Solomon  Day, 
State  vs.  Francis  MeKeough  and  St  tte  vs.  Sullivan  and  Murphy. 
These  were  cases  of  breach  of  the  peace  where  small  fines  had 
been  imposed  by  the  city  court  or  a  justice,  and  on  examination 
of  the  cases  and  the  testimony  then  to  be  had,  it  seemed  to  be 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  not  to  make  the  expense  of 
trials,  and  1  therefore  entered  a  nolle  prosequi  in  each  of  said 
cases. 

In  my  last  report  I  referred  to  a  settlement  in  process  of 
negotiation  with  Wm.  B.  Douglass,  for  the  damages  and  costs 
paid  by  the  city  to  Anson  Wortheim,  for  which  we  claimed 
Douglass  was  liable.  I  succeeded  in  making  a  settlement  with 
him  which  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Alderman  and  the 
Mayor,  and  the  amount  agreed  upon  in  said  settlement  to  be 
paid  him  has  since  been  paid  into  the  treasury. 

Three  applications  have  been  made  during  the  past  year 
to  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  for  the  removal  of  insane  paupers 
(residents  of  this  city)  to  the  asylum  at  Brattleboro,  but  after 
careful  examination  it  was  found  that  they  had  no  legal  settle- 
ment in  the  State,  and  were  therefore  State  charges.  They  were 
all  therefore  committed  to  said  asylum  as  State  paupers. 
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Three  cases  in  which  the  city  was  interested,  were  entered 
in  County  Court  at  the  September  term,  which  came  up  on 
appeal  from  the  City  Court.  These  were  complaints  for 
breaches  of  the  peace,  two  against  Jennie  Collier,  and  one 
against  Bridget  Lashua.  The  cases  against  Jennie  Collier 
were  prepared  for  trial,  on  one  of  which  she  was  acquitted,  and 
on  the  other  sent  to  the  work-house  for  something  over  five 
months.  The  case  against  Bridget  Lashua  was  continued  by 
the  court  on  affidavit  of  the  respondent. 

Other  claims  for  damages  on  highways  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  in  all  of  which  a  careful  examination  satisfied 
me  that  ho  liability  attached  to  the  city.  No  settlements  were 
recommended  or  made  in  these  cases,  and  no  suits  have  been 
brought. 

Various  other  matters  have  arisen  from  time  to  time  in  the 
different  departments  of  the  city  government  which  have  called 
for  examination  and  attention,  all  of  which  have  been  satisfac- 
torily arranged  and  adjusted  without  litigation.  In  all  these 
matters  the  representatives  of  the  different  departments  have 
rendered  material  aid  in  bringing  about  favorable  results 

Believing  it  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city  to  make 
a  fair  adjustment,  when  possible,  of  all  matters  where  the  city 
is  liable,  and  to  resist  all  unjust  or  unreasonable  demands,  I 
have  in  all  matters  endeavored  to  conduct  the  business  of  this 
office  in  accordance  with  such  a  view.

During  the  year  there  have  lodged  in  the  station  over 
night  414  persons,  of  the  following  nationalities  :  Irish,  265  ; 
French,  56  ;  American,  48  ;  English,  26 ;  Scotch,  10  ;  Welsh, 
4  ;  German,  1  ;  Unknown,  2  ;  Colored  persons,  2. 

The  whole  number  of  policemen  is  45,  of  whom  37  are 
specials  at  the  following  places  :  Lumber  Yards  and  Shops,  27 ; 
Railroads  and  Depots,  5 ;  St.  Joseph's  Church,  1  ;  Cathedral, 
1  ;  Cemeteries,  2;  Gas  Works,  1.    The  force  is  distributed 


among  the  wards  as  follows : 

First  Ward,  3 

Second  Ward,  8 

Third  Ward,  16 

Fourth  Ward,  6 

Fifth  Ward,  12 


One  of  our  regular  policemen,  Henry  Halo,  died  June  20, 
1879.  He  was  a  faithful  and  efficient  officer,  but  had  been  in 
failing  health  for  some  time  before  his  death. 

Two  patrolmen  have  been  on  duty  each  night  at  $2  per 
night  each.  There  have  also  been  three  half-night  officers  at 
$1  each,  as  follows :  Champkin,  Cherry  and  Battery  Streets 
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and  Battery  Park ;  North  Street  and  northerly  therefrom  ; 
and  Police  Office.  An  officer  has  also  been  in  charge  of  the 
Station  House  each  day  at  $1  per  day.  The  Station  House 
has  been  improved  by  the  addition  of  a  telephone,  and  the 
water-closet  and  sink  have  been  repaired.  It  is  now  in  good 
condition  and  nothing  new  is  needed. 

There  have  been  sent  from  the  City  43  prisoners  to  the 
House  of  Correction,  4  to  State  Prison  and  2  to '  the  Reform 
School. 

There  are  no  City  prisoners  in  the  jail. 

The  police  have  arrested  eleven  offenders  for  crimes  com- 
mitted out  of  the  City,  and  have  surrendered  them  to  the 
proper  authorities. 

The  total  police  expenses  have  been  $3,073  70,  divided 
for  quarters  ending  as  follows:  March  31,  $774  50;  June  30, 
$815  20;  September  30,  $770  00  ;  December  31,  $714  00. 

My  report  shows  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year  of  49 
arrests  for  intoxication,  and  an  increase  of  16  arrests  for  selling 
liquor.  This  shows  that  the  prohibitory  law  has  been  better 
enforced  by  our  prosecuting  officers,  resulting  in  a  marked 
decrease  of  intoxication.  Furthermore,  the  rights  of  property 
have  been  more  respected,  the  decrease  of  arrests  for  grand 
larceny  being  15.  An  especial  subject  of  congratulation  is  the 
successful  raid  which  was  made  on  the  houses  of  ill-fame,  one 
notorious  keeper  having  just  gone  to  State  Prison  for  three 
years,  while  all  the  others  who  were  arrested  have  been  forced 
to  leave  town,  save  one  who  has  been  able  to  protract  her  stay 
by  the  forfeiture  of  large  bail. 

I  wish  to  add  my  meed  of  praise  to  our  Legislature  for  its 
establishment  of  the  House  of  Correction,  which  has  proved  a 
well-managed  institution  and  a  terror  to  evil-doers,  which  jail 
or  fines  had  failed  to  be.

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

When  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  Overseer  of  the  Poor, 
a  year  and  eight  months  ago,  I  found  a  large  number  of  appa- 
rently worthy  and  deserving  poor  persons,  mostly  old  people, 
receiving  aid  from  the  city  the  whole  year  round.  It  was  my 
opinion  then,a  and  my  experience  since  has  confirmed  and 
strengthened  the  opinion,  that  such  persons  with  scarcely  an 
exception  should  be  removed  at  once  to  the  Poor  Farm.  We 
have  there  a  large  and  commodious  house,warmed  and  furnished, 
and  the  difference  in  expense  between  caring  and  providing  for 
them  there,  or  in  the  city,  would  be  largely  in  favor  of  doing 
it  there.  If  they  are  not  able  to  earn  anything  towards  their 
own  support  here,  there  is  always  a  suspicion  that  their  desire 
and  ability  to  get  along  and  support  themselves  here  on  half 
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what  it  is  really  worth  to  support  them,  results  from  their 
being  other  than  really  and  honestly  a  rightful  charge  on  the 
city.  Besides  the  furnishing  of  help  to  permanent  paupers 
within  the  city  limits  has  a  tendency  to  increase  the  number  of 
persons  desiring  aid. 

Then  again  many  prefer  to  live  in  a  city  rather  than  in 
the  country,  and  learning  that  the  city  is  generous  and  will  aid' 
in  part  in  supporting,  such  poor  persons  come  here  to  enjoy 
city  life  and  charity,  access  to  church  and  other  privileges  not 
easily  obtained  in  country  towns.  The  opportunity  for  begging 
from  door  to  door  makes  that  occupation  less  laborious  here 
than  in  the  country,  and  the  fact  that  we  keep  some  deserving 
permanently  poor  here  who  obtain  charity  in  this  way  leaves 
our  people  often  exposed  to  giving  to  unworthy  beggars.  If 
we  try  to  discourage  begging  and  keep  the  charitably  inclined 
free  from  this  nuisance;  the  tendency  would  be  to  lead  them  to 
look  after  those  temporary  needy  in  their  immediate  vicinity  ; 
cases  when  it  is  at  least  as  blessed  to  give  as  to  receive.  The 
result  of  this  course  of  reasoning  has  led  me  to  refuse  to  give 
aid  to  any  likely  to  become  permanent  charges,  unless  they 
went  to  the  Poor  Farm,  and  often  to  my  great  surpiise  when 
I  have  informed  applicants,  I  have  found  their  spirits  and  abili- 
ties revive  so  that  they  no  longer  needed  aid,  and  some  at  once 
took  themselves  out  of  the  city. 

It  may  seem  a  little  hard  to  some  who  have  always  lived 
in  the  city  near  their  friends  to  be  compelled  to  give  up  city 
life  and  go  out  three  miles  on  to  a  farm,  but  many  people  do 
make  out  to  live  thus,  and  to  so  live  should  be  considered  a 
hardship  of  poverty  rather  than  hardness  of  the  Overseer.  A 
considerable  proportion  of  the  difference  between  the  expense 
of  this  department  the  past  year  and  the  year  before  has 
resulted  from  this  determination  and  practice  in  respect  to  such 
new  cases.    It  has  not  yet  been  deemed  best  to  make  the  rule 
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applicable  to  all  those  who  have  received  aid  in  this  way  for 
years,  but  the  Committee  and  Overseer  are  considering  the  pro- 
priety of  so  doing.  If  this  should  be  determined  upon,  a  con- 
siderable saving  would  result  therefrom. 

The  -healthy,  able-bcdied  pauper  in  this  land  of  plenty, 
where  there  is  a  reasonable  amount  of  work  obtainable  in  sum- 
mer and  some  little  in  winter  if  diligently  sought  for,  is  a 
subject  for  study.  The  actual  necessaries  ot  life  are  but  few.  All 
such  cases  are  the  result  of  lack  of  management,  or  economy, 
or  lack  of  ability  to  carry  a  dollar  over  from  the  flush  time  of 
summer  to  the  hard  time  of  winter,  and  all  such  need  aid 
management  for  themselves. 

The  Ladies'  Aid  Society  has  this  year  largely  operated  in 
this  direction,  has  endeavored  to  secure  work  and  positions  for 
such  persons,  has  planned  some  work  for  them  to  do,  and 
enable  them  to  realize  the  value  of  the  work  accomplished  by 
them,  and  I  have  co-operated  with  them  as  far  as  I  could,  and 
know  that  they  have  done  much  more  good  in  this  way,  than 
could  have  been  done  in  another  way-  Indiscriminate  giving 
is  no  aid  to  the  poor  as  a  whole. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  say,  that  I  have  received  great  aid  from 
the  advice,  and  suggestions  received  from  the  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  the  Pauper  Department,  the  Mayor 
and  City  Attorney.  I  have  consulted  them  freely  in  every 
new  step  taken,  and  when  the  facts  in  any  particular  matter 
were  procured  by  me  and  laid  before  them,  and  any  course 
decided  upon,  I  have  found  it  safe  to  go  ahead  and  have  never 
had  to  retrace  my  steps.

The  first  twelve  hydrants  in  the  above  list  are  of  a  new 
pattern,  and  are  in  every  way  the  best  double  hydrants  in  the 
city.  The  valve  shuts  against  the  pressure,  avoiding  the  possi- 
bility of  water  hammer.  The  drip  is  worked  directly  by  the 
valve  rod  and  thus  rendered  sure  and  immediate  in  its  action. 
By  the  removal  of  a  few  bolts  the  cap  of  the  hydrant"  can  be 
taken  oif,  and  the  valve  drawn  out  of  the  shell  for  renewal  or 
repairs.  The  simplicity  and  ease  with  which  this  can  be 
accomplished  is  one  of  the  main  excellences  of  this  hydrant  and 
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is  an  arrangement  which  I  have  not  seen  equalled  in  any  other 
pattern.  The  valve  is  six  feet  below  grade  and  all  the  hydrants 
set,  have  been  enclosed  by  frost  cases. 

The  hydrant  and  base  weigh  together  six  hundred  pounds 
or  upward,  in  which  weight  is  included  twenty-five  pounds  of 
finished  brass  work.  Both  in  design  and  workmanship,  this 
hydrant  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  makers,  Messrs.  B.  S. 
Nichols  &  Co.,  of  this  city.  The  price  of  the  hydrant  was  $36, 
which  is  about  an  average  of  prices  sent  me  by  makers  of  var- 
ious first-class  hydrants. 

The  first  5  hydrants  mentioned  above  are  set  in  positions 
hitherto  unprotected.  The  others  were  set  to  replace  under- 
ground hydrants.  The  number  of  public  fire  hydrants  is  118. 
There  are  about  20  private  fire  hydrants. 

PUMPING. 

The  last  inspection  of  the  pumping  machinery  shows  it  to 
be  in  capital  order,  and  likely  to  remain  so  indefinitely,  with 
ordinary  repairs.  Such  repairs,  together  with  some  improve- 
ments, have  for  the  last  3  years  averaged  $416.11  per  annum. 

Among  other  criticisms  which  are  sometimes  made  in  ref- 
erence to  the  pumps,  it  has  frequently  been  stated,  that  the 
plungers  and  rings  were  subject  to  so  much  wear,  that  without 
frequent  renewal  a  large  part  of  the  water  which  the  register 
indicated  as  discharged,  in  reality  was  churned  about,  from  one 
end  to  the  other  in  the  pumps,  without  entering  the  force  pipe. 
An  inspection  of  the  north  pumps  recently  made,  shows  that 
plungers  which  have  not  been  removed  from  the  pump  for  5 
years  allow  the  passage  of  only  just  about  enough  water  for 
lubrication.  These  facts  may  well  set  at  rest  any  forebodings 
which  are  aroused  by  the  expression  of  mere  opinion. 

I  assure  you  that  my  favorable  report  of  the  whole  ma- 
chinery has  an  equally  good  foundation.    The  coils  which  were 
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put  above  the  boilers  in  1877,  are  still  in  good  condition,  and 
even  in  winter  the  feed  water  is  generally  maintained  at 
200  °  F.  by  heat  which  would  otherwise  be  waste.  On  the 
23rd  of  October,  1879,  we  began  to  use  shavings  for  fuel,  and 
have  contracted  for  a  supply  till  March  1,  1880.  Should  we 
continue  to  use  shavings  for  fuel,  it  will  be  desirable  to  have  a 
fireproof  building  in  which  to  store  them,  and  the  fuel  rcom 
would  be  more  convenient  if  located  north  of  the  boilers. 

I  present  here  the  reports  of  the  committee  on  water 
department  and  of  the  superintendent  on  the  subject  of  a  high- 
er water  service.  The  reports  were  presented  to  and  adopted 
by  the  Board  at  a  meeting  held  December  2,  1879. 

I  have  taken  pains,  since  the  publication  of  the  reports,  to 
present  my  plan  of  pumping  to  men  of  eminent  authority  and 
experience  in  such  matters,  and  I  am  pleased  to  find  that  all 
who  have  seen  it,  have  pronounced  it  at  once  novel  and  practi- 
cal. I  do  not  consider  it  in  my  province  to  urge  any  argu- 
ment in  favor  of  this,  or  any  other  means  of  securing  the  supply, 
further  than  to  defend  the  matter  I  have  all  ready  presented 
from  the  injury  of  false  impressions.  Some  doubts  have  been 
expressed  to  me,  of  the  necessity  of  so  large  and  extensive 
piping.  The  size  of  the  pipes  demanded  is  not  at  all  a  matter 
of  opinion,  but  dependent  entirely  upon  the  head  and  require- 
ments. Nature  has  set  bounds  for  the  attainable  head,  and 
protection  from  fire  represents  the  requirement.  The  storage 
and  distribution  would  call  for  an  equal  expenditure,  with  any 
reasonable  source  of  supply,  and  it  is  plain  that  the  first  cost  and 
maintenance  of  pumping  machinery,  are  reduced  to  a  minimum 
by  the  plan  I  propose. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  would  tender  my  grateful  acknowl- 
edgements to  the  Water  Committee,  for  the  aid  they  have  given 
throughout  the  year.    It  is  largely  owing  to  their  wise  counsels 
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and  faithful  efforts  that  the  department  is  able  to  render  an 
account  which  must  be  gratifying  to  your  Honorable  Body  and 
to  the  public.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  Hon.  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  held  April  18, 1879,  the 
Committee  on  Water  Department  were  requested  to  present  to 
the  Board  at  some  future  meeting  plans  and  estimates  for  the 
construction  of  an  auxiliary  reservoir  on  the  high  land  east  of 
Prospect  street,  extending  the  water  mains,  and  furnishing 
a  higher  water  service  for  domestic  and  fire  purposes. 
After  taking  ample  time  in  looking  over  a  question  so  important 
to  the  interests  of  the  City  as  the  extension  of  the  water 
works,  your  committee  placed  the  whole  matter  in  the  hands  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Water  Works  and  requested  him  to 
thoroughly  investigate  the  subject  and  furnish  the  committee  with 
plans  and  estimates  for  providing  a  sufficient  supply  and  head  of 
water  on  the  high  lands  of  the  City. 

The  Superintendent  has  prepared  for  the  committee  a  very 
able  report,  which  they  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the 
Board  for  their  consideration.  In  conclusion  your  committee 
would  say  that  they  have  thoroughly  examined  the  plans  and 
estimates  furnished  by  the  Superintendent  and  in  their  judg- 
ment the  plan  is  feasible  and  desirable,  and  the  estimates  as  far 
as  given  are  amply  sufficient  to  construct  the  works. 

As  the  question  of  extending  the  Water  Works  should 
properly  come  before  the  legal  voters  of  the  City  for  their  con- 
sideration, your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  Mayor 
be  requested  to  ask  for  a  vote  of  the  people  on  this  matter,  in 
his  warning  for  the  next  regular  City  meeting.    Farther  than

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  WATERWORKS. 

To  the  Water  Committee  of  the  City  of  Burlington  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  received  an  order  from  you  last  Spring 
to  investigate  the  subject  of  a  higher  water  service  for  the  city, 
and  to  present  to  you  the  best  plan  for  an  ample  and  sure  sup- 
ply, and  also,  these  two  qualities  first  secured,  the  cheapest 
combination  of  methods  to  assure  them.-  Various  means  to 
secure  the  supply  have  been  suggested  and  have  received  due 
consideration.  To  operate  pumps  at  the  present  reservoir,  wind- 
power  was  thought  too  unreliable,  steam  power  too  expensive, 
and  to  raise  the  whole  water  consumed  by  the  city  60  feet 
higher  than  now  by  means  of  the  pumps  at  the  lake,  seemed  to 
involve  so  many  changes,  and  to  call  for  so  large  an  outlay  and 
yearly  expense,  that  it  was  to  be  classed  only  with  last  re- 
sources. I  mention  these  plans  to  show  that  they  have  all  been 
duly  considered,  and  would  respectfully  submit  the  following, 
as  an  adequate  plan,  and  as  the  simplest  and  cheapest  which  I 
have  been  able  to  devise  : 

The  general  plan  is  to  pump  water  from  the  present  reser- 
voir to  the  high  land  east  of  what  is  known  as  Howard  Summit, 
and  store  it  there  either  in  a  tank  or  an  earthwork  reservoir. 
If  a  reservoir  is  used,  the  maximum  head  will  be  about  60  feet 
above  present  supply.    With  a  tank  20  feet  high,  the  maximum 
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head  will  be  about  80  feet  above  the  present  supply.  In  con- 
nection with  either  method  of  storage  I  propose  to  use  the  same 
pumping  engine.  The  motive  power  for  the  work  is  to  be  ob- 
tained in  the  following  manner :  As  you  are  probably  aware, 
we  have  for  the  last  few  years  run  the  pumps  at  the  lake  nights, 
during  the  summer  months,  with  very  satisfactory  results  in 
the  quality  of  the  water.  I  propose,  in  the  event  of  a  higher 
service  being  constructed,  to  run  those  pumps  nights  throughout 
the  year.  We  pump  at  present  60,000  gallons  of  water  an 
hour,  and  run  about  10  hours  in  the  24.  It  is  safe  to  assume 
that  pumping  nights  will  ensure  a  flow  into  the  reservoir  (after 
allowing  for  night  consumption  and  leakage)  of  about  40,000 
gallons  an  honr.  This  same  water  will,  of  course,  flow  in  the 
other  direction  during  the  day,  which  will  make  an  average 
flow  during  the  14  hours  in  which  the  pumps  at  the  lake  are 
idle,  of  over  28,500  gallons  an  hour.  I  propose  to  put  some 
form  of  hydraulic  motor  in  the  10-inch  pipe  in  reservoir  lot. 
This  motor  will  be  13  feet  lower  than  the  maximum  level  of 
the  water  in  the  present  reservoir,  and  it  will  be. easy  to  main- 
tain the  level  of  water  in  said  reservoir  at  an  average  height  of 
10  feet  above  the  motor. 

Theoretically,  the  flow  during  the  14  hours  of  the  day 
will  act  upon  the  motor  with  an  energy  equal  to  28,500  gallons, 
falling  through  ten  feet,  and  will  be  equivalent  in  work  to 
28ML00  or  4J00  gallons  raised  60  feet,  or  to  or  3,560 

gallons  raised  80  feet  per  hour.  During  the  ten  hours  of  the 
night  in  which  the  pumps  at  the  lake  are  running,  the  theoreti- 
cal result  will  be  6,666  gallons  raised  60  feet,  or  5,000  gallons 
raised  80  feet  each  hour  of  the  ten.  The  total  theoretical  24 
hour  supply  will  therefore  be  132,466  gallons,  raised  60  feet 
above  present  supply,  or  99,800  gallons  raised  80  feet  above 
present  supply.  Allowing  50  per  cent  loss  of  power,  the  prac- 
tical supply  will  be  66,233  gallons  or  49,900  gallons  respect- 
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tively.  I  estimate  that  there  are  at  present,  200  inhabitants 
on  the  line  of  high  service  which  I  propose,  not  including  those 
living  at  the  college  and  hospital.  Allowing  100  persons  to 
each  of  these  institutions,  the  population  is  400.  At  the  rate 
of  50  gallons  per  head  per  day,  400  people  would  require 
a  24  hours'  supply  of  20.000  gallons,  the  minimum  capacity 
of  the  pump  being,  as  above,  49,900  gallons. 

The  use  of  a  motor  in  the  above  position  would  absorb  an 
average  of  ten  feet  and  a  maximum  of  13  feet  of  the  present 
daily  pressure  and  add  a  corresponding  head  to  the  night  pres- 
sure. This  variation  would  be  inappreciable  except  in  the 
higher  portion  of  the  lower  service.  The  maximum  expense  of 
operating  the  pump  of  the  upper  service  would  be  an  addition 
of  2V0  t0  tne  cost  °f tne  fuel  required  (or  about  26  tons  of  coal) 
to  run  the  pumps  at  the  lake  for  the  present  supply.  To  this 
should  be  added  of  course  any  repairs  which  it  may  be  necessary 
to  make  to  the  machinery  of  the  upper  service.  I  think  it  pro- 
bable that  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  pump  through  the  motor  a 
large  part  of  the  year,  but  I  do  not  by  any  means  affirm  that  it 
will  be  so. 

In  the  above  estimate  of  the  capacity  of  the  motor,  I  have 
considered  the  pump  for  the  higher  service  to  be  proportioned 
to  a  head  due  to  the  difference  of  level  between  the  motor  and 
the  water  in  the  present  reservoir.  If,  at  any  time,  the  supply 
to  the  upper  service  should  become  insufficient,  the  size  of  the 
pump  could  be  increased,  and  some  of  the  33-feet  head,  due  to 
atmospheric  pressure,  could  be  used  in  driving  the  new  pump 
by  the  same  motor  in  the  same  position.  This  would,  of  course, 
make  a  corresponding  variation  in  the  head  of  the  lower  service. 

I  propose,  in  either  case  of  storage,  as  above,  to  use  sub- 
stantially the  same  piping,  which  is  to  be  as  follows  : 

A  6-inch  main  from  pump  at  reservoir  to  Main  street. 
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An  8-inch  main  in  Main  street,  westerly  to  Prospect  street. 
An  8-inch  main  in  Prospect  street,  southerly  to  about  the  south 
line  of  Bishop  DeGoesbriand's  land.  An  8-inch  main  easterly 
through  land  of  Bishop  DeGoesbriand,  to  proposed  tank  or 
reservoir.  A  6- inch  main  in  Prospect  street,  from  Bishop 
DeGoesbriand's  south  line  southerly  to  the  height  of  land  in 
Prospect  street,  about  opposite  the  late  residence  of  F.  J. 
Hendee.  A  6 -inch  main  in  Prospect  street,  from  Main  street 
to  College  street.  An  8-inch  main  in  High  street,  from  Main 
street  to  Colchester  avenue.  An  8-inch  mam  in  Colchester  avenue 
from  High  street  to  a  point  opposite  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital 
I  also  propose  to  connect  the  4-inch  main  now  laid  in  Prospect 
street,  northerly  from  College  street,  with  the  higher  service, 
as  far  north  as  Pearl  street,  putting  the  hydrant  now  at  the 
corner  of  Prospect  and  Pearl  streets  upon  the  higher  service 
and  the  convent  upon  the  lower  service.  The  continuation  of 
this  4-inch  main  westerly  through  Pearl  street  I  propose  to 
connect  with  the  lower  service,  by  means  of  the  6- inch  main 
which  now  supplies  that  part  of  the  city  which  is  near  Winooski 
Falls.  Also  an  overflow  pipe  from  proposed  reservoir  or  tank, 
westerly  through  land  of  Bishop  DeGoesbriand  to  Prospect 
street,  thence  northerly  in  Prospect  street  to  south  end  of 
4-inch  cement  pipe  now  laid  in  Prospect  street.  This  4-inch 
cement  pipe  at  present  connects  with  the  Main  street  10-inch 
pipe.  I  propose  to  sever  this  connection,  and,  using  this  pipe 
as  part  of  the  overflow,  lay  a  pipe  in  continuation  from  its  north 
end  easterly  through  Main  street  to  the  present  reservoir. 

All  the  overflow  pipe  which  is  to  be  laid  is  to  be  4  inches 
in  diameter,  and  all  the  pipe  to  be  laid  is  be  of  cast  iron.  This 
piping  and  the  hydrants  and  gates  as  proposed,  are  shown  on 
the  accompanying  plan,  which  also  shows  the  maximum  heads 
due  to  either  method  of  storage,  at  various  points  upon  the  line 
of  high  service. 
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Thus  far  the  plans  are  similar  in  detail. 

I  have  estimated  below,  the  cost  of  a  tank  (capacity 
100  000  gallons),  and  also  of  a  reservoir  (capacity  600,000 
gallons).  I  would  prefer  in  this  report  to  leave  the  matter  of 
storage  an  open  question.  I  will  endeaver  to  state  as  nearly 
as  I  can  what  seem  to  me  the  prominent  features  of  either.  Of 
course  with  so  simple  and  reliable  a  pump  as  proposed,  the 
great  requirement  for  ample  storage  is  safety  in  case  of  fire. 
A  tank  as  proposed  would  answer  the  following  demands  at  the 
college.  It  would  start  4  streams  through  150  feet  of  2  1-2 
inch  hose  and  1  inch  nozzle,  with  a  head  at  the  nozzle  of  45 
feet  above  the  road  in  front  of  the  college.  It  would  maintain 
those  streams  lor  a  little  less  than  four  hours,  with  a  head  at 
the  nozzle  gradually  decreasing  from  45  feet  to  about  35  feet. 
The  pump  (as  thus  far  proposed)  being  in  average  operation 
throughout  the  time,  would  prolong  the  time  of  flow  as  above 
to  about  5  hours.  I  do  not  say  that  simple  and  reliable  means 
could  not  be  used  to  greatly  increase  the  capacity  of  the  pumps 
in  a  large  fire,  but  with  appliances  which  have  been  proposed 
the  fire  streams  would  be  reduced  to  one  efficient  stream  at  the 
end  of  5  hours. 

The  reservoir  would  maintain  4  streams  under  similar 
conditions  with  a  head  of  35  feet  above  the  ground  on  the 
nozzles  for  about  24  hours.  At  the  hospital,  with  a  hydrant 
near  the  buildings,  connected  with  high  service  by  an  8  inch 
pipe,  the  tank,  under  the  same  conditions  as  before,  would  start 
two  streams  with  a  head  upon  the  nozzles  of  about  forty  feet 
above  the  ground,  and  maintain  those  streams  with  a  head 
gradually  decreasing  to  thirty- two  feet  for  about  9  consecutive 
hours.  The  reservoir  would  maintain  two  32  feet  streams  pro- 
portionally longer.  Although  the  tank  need  not  be  limited  to 
100,000  gallons  capacity,  large  storage  could  be  made  much 
more  economically  and  permanently  by  means  of  an  earthwork 
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reservoir.  The  leakage  from  such  a  reservoir  would  be  some- 
thing in  any  case  and  would  increase  with  its  capacity.  The 
evaporation  would  also  be  a  considerable  source  of  loss,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  possible  capacity  of  any  reservoir  that  could  be 
constructed  economically  on  the  required  ground.  The  rock  on 
the  high  land  is  within  3  feet  of  the  surface,  and  consequently 
the  reservoir  must  be  shallow.  The  material  to  build  the  bank 
can  not  be  obtained  from  the  site  of  the  reservoir,  and  land 
must  be  bought  or  damaged  to  obtain  it.  The  shallowness 
would  unavoidably  impair  the  quality  of  the  water  to  a  certain 
degree.  As  I  said  above,  I  would  like  to  leave  the  matter  of 
storage  for  future  consideration,  with  the  understanding,  of 
course,  that  I  do  not  recommend  to  your  attention  any  plan 
that  shall  lack  reasonable  provision  of  supply  for  fire  purposes. 
The  plan  of  pumping  proposed  is,  so  far  as  I  know,  a  novel 
one,  although  it  depends  only  upon  well-established  principles. 
I  have  consulted  several  gentiemen,  well-known  for  their  pro- 
ficiency in  such  matters,  and  I  present  it  to  you  with  the 
greater  confidence  in  that  it  has  received  their  favorable  opinion. 

Below  I  give  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work  as 
proposed.  The  figures  are  subject  to  some  change,  of  course, 
but  I  think  they  will  furnish  a  sufficient  basis  for  a  preliminary 
estimate.

Of  course,  the  whole  matter  will  require  and 
receive  the  most  careful  investigation,  at  any  time  it  is  directed, 
and  I  could  give  no  further  specifications  without  such  investi- 
gation.

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 
In  this  department  the  largest  outlay  has  been  upon 

LAKE  STREET. 

For  a  distance  of  1425  feet  north  from  College  street, 
there  has  been  constructed  a  macadamized  roadway  18  feet 
wide,  properly  rounded,  built  on  a  true  grade,  with  a  depth  of 
stone  materials  in  the  center  of  12  inches.  The  materials  used 
were  stone  chips  from  the  stone-cutting  yards  of  the  city,  and 
from  the  Willard  ledge ;  the  top  layers  being,  when  needed, 
broken  by  hand,  and  covered  with  a  layer  of  screened  gravel. 
In  addition,  a  large  quantity  of  broken  stones  were  procured  by 
removing  from  various  localities  in  the  city  unsightly  and  dan- 
gerous boulders.  The  road  is  traversed  constantly  by  day  with 
heavily  loaded  teams,  representing  a  large  amount  of  business. 
It  had  in  former  years  been  covered  at  private  expense  with 
planks,  and  these  had  become  so  worn  that  the  road  was  dan- 
gerous and  sometimes  almost  impassable.  The  total  cost  per 
loot  of  its  length  was  62  1-5  cts.  There  was  no  adopted  grade 
of  the  street,  but  the  grade  used  was  such  as  the  members  of 
the  department  judged  to  be  the  proper  one  to  be  adopted. 

The  work  done  upon 

UNION  STREET 

has  consisted  in  covering  the  macadamized  portion,  built  last 
year,  with  fine  gravel.    The  material  cost  nothing,  being 
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donated  by  Mr.  Jas.  A.  Shedd.    The  object  of  the  department 
was  to  finish  the  work  and  procure  a  smooth  hard  road  sooner 
than  one  eould  be  procured  by  allowing  the  traffic  to  pack  it. 
The  improvement  of  the 

SIDEWALK  SOUTH  OF  CITY  HALL 

on  Main  street,  should  be  classed  as  permanent. 

This  consisted  in  resetting  246  feet  of  old  curb  on  the 
south  side  of  City  Park,  setting  on  grade  87  1-3  feet  of  new 
curb  to  finish  the  line  to  Church  street,  taking  up  the  old  flag- 
ging south  of  the  City  Hall,  and  laying  in  its  place  2134  feet 
of  limestone  flagging,  set  to  the  proper  grade.  Precautions 
were  taken  to  ensure  the  work  keeping  its  place  and  not  heaving 
from  the  effects  of  frost.  A  large  amount  of  clayey  earth  had 
to  be  removed  and  replaced  with  sand.  A  newly-paved  gutter 
was  constructed  for  the  whole  length. 

THE  CURBING  ON  COLLEGE  STREET 

is  strictly  permanent  work,  being  on  true  grade  and  line,  and 
of  requisite  quality.  The  location  is  on  the  north  side,  between 
Center  street  and  Winooski  Avenue.  The  total  length  laid, 
including  corners,  is  124  feet,  the  curb  extending  around  each 
corner  far  enough  to  cross  the  sidewalk  of  College  street.  Of 
the  cost  of  the  work  an  amount  will  be  returned  to  the  city  by 
assessment  on  the  front  of  the  property  whenever  the  whole 
work  of  that  part  of  the  street  is  completed.  The  water  de- 
partment found  it  necessary  to  replace  a  hydrant  on  the  spot, 
and  when  setting  it,  judged  it  should  be  established  permanently 
in  reference  to  street  line  and  grade.  This  location  being  in 
the  old  roadway  called  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  the 
street  line  by  curbing,  to  protect  the  city  from  liability  to  acci- 
dent. As  the  department  had  no  foreknowledge  of  the  work 
and  no  provision  for  it  was^made,  the  Water  Department  con- 
tributed $45  00  for  it. 
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SOME  ADDITIONAL  IMPROVEMENTS 

have  been  made  at  private  expense.  The  Episcopal  Society 
have  laid  at  the  corner  of  Bank  and  St.  Paul  streets,  253  feet 
of  limestone  curb,  they  paying  for  all  material  and  labor,  and 
the  department  furnishing  the  line  and  grade.  Of  the  cost  of 
the  work,  the  city  is  to  pay  for  the  setting,  whenever  the  curb- 
ing of  St.  Paul  street  can  be  undertaken.  C.  W.  Woodhouse 
has  at  his  own  expense,  except  survey  given,  laid  33  feet  of 
curb  at  the  corner  of  Spruce  and  Willard  streets.  New 
sewers  can  be  classed  as  permanent,  but  will  be  spoken  of 
under  sewer  department. 

.VAN  NAMEE  LOT. 

The  condition  of  the  lot  so-called  has  been  probably  known 
to  all.  The  cause  of  the  nuisance  was  the  stoppage  of  an  old 
culvert  which  formerly  served  as  an  outlet.  The  land  itself  is 
a  natural  basin,  and  having  no  outlet,  the  result  has  been  that 
for  the  past  few  years  a  pool  of  stagnant  water  has  remained 
there,  at  all  times  more  or  less  offensive  to  the  senses  and 
manifestly  dangerous  to  health. 

In  using  the  appropriation  made  for  the  removal  of  this 
nuisance,  permanency  was  a  chief  object.  A  circular  brick 
sewer,  12  inches  in  diameter,  was  laid  across  Maple  street, 
connecting  with  the  ravine  sewer,  terminating  in  the  lot  at  a 
low  enough  depth  to  drain  it,  except  in  its  lowest  depressions. 
A  small  basin  was  constructed  to  collect  dirt  and  make  exam- 
ination possible.  The  work  necessitated  a  cutting  in  Maple 
street  of  20  feet.  The  filling  of  the  lot  was  only  to  the  height 
needed  to  cover  the  rubbish  which  had  accumulated  and  to  form 
a  grade  to  the  point  of  outlet.  The  material  was  procured 
from  many  localities,  without  other  expense  than  removal. 
Much  of  it  came  from  Spruce  street  extension  and  materially 
aided  that  work. 
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SIDEWALK  FUND. 

The  two  largest  outlays  in  this  department  have  been 
already  spoken  of.  The  remaining  items  include  common  re- 
pairs of  earth  sidi  walks,  the  largest  work  having  been  done  on 
Main  street.  A  crossing  of  stone  has  been  laid  from  the  Medi- 
cal College  to  the  College  Park.  The  sidewalks  on  both  sides 
of  the  street  have  been  sloped  ou'  ward  to  prevent  their  being 
gullied  by  water. 

STREET  LIGHTS. 

The  money  expended  by  me  in  this  department,  with  the 
exception  of  the  payment  for  10  lanterns,  has  been  for  common 
repairs  of  the  apparatus.  Of  the  whole  number  of  lights,  11 
which  are  on  City  Hall  and  Battery  Parks,  burn  only  in 
Summer.

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS,  AND  PARKS. 
The  work  done  in  this  department  has  been  under  the 
direction  and  by  request  of  Mr.  Wing,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. It  has  consisted  of  part  of  the  ordinary  work  upon  the 
parks  and  the  changes  made  necessary  upon  City  Hall  in 
consequence  of  the  sidewalk  improvement.  Bringing  the  walk 
to  grade  necessitated  new  steps,  and  a  change  in  the  entrance 
to  the  room  occupied  by  the  truck  of  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Co. 
Connection  with  Church  street  sewer  was  made,  to  carry  off 
the  roof  water.  The  underpinning,  laid  bare,  was  finished  with 
cement

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 


SEWER  DEPARTMENT. 

Two  new  sewers  have  been  constructed,  one  on  Main 
street,  from  Union  to  Willard,  905  feet,  and  one  on  Willard 
street,  from  Main  to  a  point  south  of  Maple,  1015  feet.  These 
are  built  in  the  most  approved  manner,  in  exact  accordance 
with  the  sewer  system,  and  provided  with  the  necessary  man- 
holes, etc.  Main  street  sewer  is  of  brick,  18  inches  diameter, 
of  the  pattern  called  egg-shaped,  and  cost  $1850  35.  Of  this 
amount,  $1192  80  was  assessed  upon  private  property  and 
$657  55  upon  the  city.  Willard  street  sewer  is  of  Akron 
tile,  12  inches  diameter,  circular  in  shape,  and  cost  $1,308  77. 
Of  this  amount,  $1,268  05  was  assessed  upon  private  property, 
and  $40  72  upon  the  city. 

Both  sewers  are  provided  with  needed  connections  for 
bouse  drains,  whose  location  can  be  ascertained  when  desired 
by  reference  to  book  of  sewer  maps,  in  City  Clerk's  office,  or 
note  books  in  Engineer's  office. 

STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

Details  of  disbursements  with  location  have  already  been 
given.  They  include  all  ordinary  and  necessary  repairs. 
North  Avenue,  from  the  interval  to  Heineberg  bridge,  has  been 
shaped  to  make  its  keeping  more  economical.  Through  the. 
woods,  in  order  to  plough  and  round  it,  the  removal  of  some 
stumps  was  needed.  The  road  here  had  been  flat  for  some 
years,  and  in  the  wet  season  formed  a  long  pond,  through  which 
all  travel  had  to  pass ;  when  crusted  with  ice,  it  rendered  the 
city  possibly  liable  to  suit  from  the  risk  to  horses'  feet. 

Spear  street  and  Winooski  turnpike  have  been  covered! 
with  a  layer  of  gravel.  The  former  road  was  so  flattened  as  to  I 
need  constant  repair,  for  damage  from  running  water.  The' 
latter  road  was  so  rough  from  projecting  stones  of  the  old  i 
macadamizing  as  to  be  a  constant  risk  to  the  city.    For  both  i 
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of  these  repairs,  J.  A.  Shedd  furnished  the  material  and  one- 
half  of  the  labor. 

Spruce  street  has  been  extended  from  Union  to  Willard. 
No  access  from  one  to  the  other  was  possible  between  Maple  and 
Howard.  Assessments  on  the  property  paid  for  the  removal 
of  an  obstructing  dwelling.  The  street  was  brought  to  the 
grade  which  seemed  to  the  department  the  one  to  be  adopted. 
Much  of  the  cost  was  obviated  by  obtaining  from  here  the 
filling  for  the  Van  Namee  lot.  C.  W.  VVoodhouse  contributed 
$100  00. 

Winooski  road  has  been  shaped  to  render  its  keeping 
more  economical,  the  endeavors  being  to  prevent  injury  from 
water.  In  cutting  and  filling,  approach  was  made  to  the  survey 
lines  of  the  road. 

Unclassified  repairs  mean  those  which  were  difficult  to 
specially  locate. 

The  city  team  account  includes  all  expenses  properly 
chargeable  to  it — barn  rent,  feed,  repairs,  etc.  Expenses 
$862  18,  earnings  $911  00. 

The  expense  of  horse  hire  for  superintendence  has  been 
$159  00,  an  average  of  about  75  cents  per  day.  This  being 
in  the  busy  portion  of  the  year,  the  average  for  12  months 
would  be  much  smaller.  The  cart  horse  used  formerly  in  this 
work  has  been  employed  constantly  at  the  regular  rate,  $100 
per  day.  The  disbursement  does  not  appear  distinctively 
among  the  others,  as  it  is  charged  in  divided  items  to  the 
localities  or  works  where  the  labor  was  expended.  This  change 
has  been  in  the  light  of  an  experiment  by  the  committee,  the 
result  to  furnish  their  future  guide. 

The  department  now  possesses  a  fair  amount  of  all  tools 
and  stock  needed  for  the  prosecution  of  its  work. 

The  crushing  apparatus  at   YVillard's  Ledge    has  been 
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cared  for.  The  wash-out  on  North  Bend  has  been  kept  from 
further  encroachment.  The  work  for  the  season  has  been 
somewhat  limited  on  account  of  paying  some  previous  indebted- 
ness, the  object  having  been  to  follow  the  direction  of  the 
Council,  as  to  special  work,  and  outside  of  that,  do  only  what 
was  truly  economical  for  the  city  to  have  done. 

Among  some  roads  deserving  immediate  attention,  I  would 
mention  that  part  of  Colchester  Avenue  fronting  the  Fletcher 
Hospital,  and  that  p;irt  of  Main  street  south  of  the  College 
Park.  In  the  north  part  of  the  city,  a  few  pieces  of  road 
should  be  graded  sufficiently  to  allow  the  ponds  of  water  to  run 
off,  which  now  frequently  accumulate,  and  remain  until  removed 
by  evaporation  and  soakage.  Winooski  road  properly  needs 
some  outlay  each  year,  expended  in  bringing  it  to  its  proper 
boundaries.  Various  streets  call  for  and  deserve  the  improve- 
ment of  curbing  and  flagging  whenever  the  city  can  pay  its 
share  of  the  outlay. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  thank  the  members  of  the  Council 
in  general  for  the  interest  shown  by  them,  and  the  street  com- 
mittee in  particular,  for  their  constant  oversight,  advice,  and 
material  help.

To  (he  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library 
beg  leave  to  present  their  Sixth  Annual  Report. 

In  respect  of  the  working,  increase,  and  use  of  the  Library 
the  Trustees  have  little  to  add  to  the  Librarian's  Report,  which 
they  here  offer  with  their  own.  It  gives  a  clear  account  of  the 
state  of  the  Library  at  the  beginning  of  its  seventh  year  of 
usefulness  and  honor  to  our  city. 

Perhaps  the  most  satisfactory  part  in  it  is  that  the  reading 
of  fiction  is  still  on  the  decrease,  and  that  our  better  books  are 
more  in  demand.  We  have  given  out  3,000  volumes  less  of 
this  class  during  the  past  year  than  in  1878.  The  Library 
started,  as  all  public  and  popular  libraries  have  to  start,  with  a 
supply  of  fiction  which  looks  somewhat  out  of  proportion  with 
the  solider  sort.  The  fact  is,  a  large  majority  of  readers  want 
fiction  and  little  else.  Reading  with  most  is  relaxation,  not 
study,  nor  a  serious  pursuit.  The  percentage,  therefore,  of 
stories  and  novels  has  to  be  large.  But  the  Trustees  are  glad 
to  find  that  the  rate  of  demand  for  these  grows  less,  while  books 
of  history,  travel,  and  a  more  sober  and  useful  kind  are  more 
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sought.  With  all  the  standard  novelists  on  the  catalogue,  and 
with  a  good  supply  of  current  fiction  at  the  start,  they  are 
gratified  to  be  able  now  to  be  spending  a  good  deal  less  than 
before  for  this  class  of  reading. 

The  experiment  has  been  tried  of  taking  off  the  shelves 
certain  among  our  juvenile  books.  The  result  showed  some 
falling  off  from  the  Library  among  our  younger  readers,  which 
the  Trustees  did  not  regret,  since  they  learned  that  some  of 
them  were  allowed  by  their  parents  to  come  freely  and  take 
out  as  many  books  a  week  as  they  chose.  They  are  returning 
to  us  now,  with  the  satisfactory  result  that  they  come  to  bor- 
row books  of  a  less  exciting  and  merely  entertaining  sort. 

More  books  have  been  added  than  in  any  year  before. 
Our  number  now  is  12  200  against  11,500  in  1878.  Among 
these  you  will  notice  such  books  of  standard  value  and  of  special 
interest  as  Chalmers's  Biographical  Dictionary,  Brugsch's 
"Egypt  under  the  Pharaohs,"  Rousselet's  elegant  work  on  "India 
and  its  Native  Princes,"  Badeker's  admirable  Guides,  Morley's 
valuable  set  of  "English  Men  of  L?tters,"  and  the  "Illus- 
trated Biographies  of  the  Great  Artists."  The  Trustees  desire 
to  call  the  attention  of  your  Board  to  the  donations  made  to 
the  Library  during  the  year ;  and  which  have  increased  and 
enriched  it  with  many  valuable  and  some  rare  volumes  difficult 
to  come  by  except  through  gift.  It  is  by  such  timely  remem- 
brances on  the  part  of  its  friends  that  the  Library  grows  and 
thrives.  The  trustees  desire  to  express  to  the  citizens  who 
have  been  thus  thoughtful  and  generous,  the  sense  they  have 
of  their  kindness,  and  their  grateful  acknowledgments,  not 
forgetting  to  add  their  hope  that  it  may  become  a  well-kept 
habit  and  a  well-followed  example. 

The  heating  of  the  Library  has  never  been  what  it  should 
be.  The  large  window  spaces  make  it  difficult  to  warm  the 
room  with  our  present  stoves.    Even  with  the  double  windows 
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which  your  Committee  considerately  furnished,  on  cold  days  we 
cannot  get  the  thermometer  to  reach  much  more  than  60  °  . 
This  is  uncomfortable  and  it  is  not  healthy.  Our  patrons 
grumble,  and  our  library  staff  are  chronically  in  the  state  of 
that  blue  and  chilly  child,  in  one  of  Dickens's  stories,  whom 
severe  Mrs.  Pipchin  asks  '-where  she  expects  to  go  to  when  she 
dies,  if  she  keeps  a-sniffling  so?"  It  is  much  to  be  desired,  but 
less  by  the  Trustees  than  the  public,  that,  when  it  can  be  done, 
the  building  may  be  properly  warmed  by  a  furnace  in  the 
basement. 

The  floor  of  our  main  room  has  become  as  bad  as  well  can 
be.  It  was  at  first  a  cheap  make-shift,  which  ought  not  to  have 
been  put  down,  and  is  now  something  intolerable.  If  your 
Committee  will  kindly  take  a  walk  over  its  frayed  and  splint- 
ery boards,  they  will  be  able  to  comment,  with  understand- 
ing, upon  Shakespeare's  line  about  the  "envious  sliver  broke." 
And  overhead  it  is  quite  as  bad.  The  roof  is  so  leaky  that  it 
seriously  endangers  the  books  in  the  gallery,  some  of  which 
have  already  suffered  from  the  water,  which  it  does  not  take 
much  of  a  shower  now  to  send  down  upon  them  in  streams. 

For  matters  of  detail  we  would  commend  to  you  the 
accompanying  report  of  our  faithful  librarian,  whose  diligence 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  library  is  much  to  its  advantage, 
and  merits  praise. 

The  Trustees  desire  again  to  thank  your  Committee,  and, 
through  them,  your  Honorable  Board,  for  the  courtesy  and 
attention  wiih  which  the  suggestions  have  been  met,  which,  from 
time  to  time  they  have  had  occasion  to  make  for  the  good  of 
the  library  and  the  furtherance  of  its  uses.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 

Burlington,  Vt.,  January  1,  1880. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Librarian 
for  the  year  1879. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  prosperous  and  successful. 
More  books  have  been  added  than  in  any  year  previously ;  the 
quality  of  the  reading  has  greatly  improved,  and  a  num- 
ber of  substantial  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  building. 
Six  hundred  and  thirty-six  books  were  entered  upon 
the  catalogue  of  accessions,  making  a  total  of  11,908 
volumes.  The  duplicates  have  also  increased,  notwithstan- 
ding several  exchanges  have  been  made.  Including  du- 
plicates, the  Library  now  contains  12,200  volumes.  This 
does  not  include  143  volumes  of  the  certified  United  States 
Patents,  held  by  order  of  the  United  States  Court,  118  p.  d., 
and  43  volumes  of  bound  newspapers,  loaned  by  Mr.  Smalley, 
and  29  volumes  of  Burlington  newspapers  loaned  by  Mr. 
Bigclow.  One  volume  was  missing  at  the  December  inventory, 
which  is  charged  to  Mrs.  L.  H.  Guimond,  who  left  town  in  the 
Summer,  and  carried  the  book  with  her. 

THE  CIRCULATION. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  was  33,077,  against  35,238 
in  1878,  a  decrease  of  over  2000  volumes.  This  falling  off  in 
the  circulation  would  seem  to  indicate  a  diminishing  popularity 
on  the  part  of  the  Library,  were  it  not  that  the  decrease  in 
light  reading  has  been  even  more  strongly  marked,  there  being 
an  actual  increase  in  the  amount  of  reading  in  the  higher  classes 
of  while  more  than  3000  less  volumes  of  prose  fiction  were  loaned 
than  in  1878.  Two  causes  have  contributed  to  this  result : 
Firstly,  all  of  Adams  (Oliver  Optic),  Alger  and  Castlemon 
have  been  withdrawn  from  circulation  since  June,  for  the 
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purpose  of  experiment.  The  immediate  result  of  this  action 
was  a  sudden  cessation  from  reading  for  three  or  four  weeks,  of 
a  large  number  of  boys  and  girls.  These  all  found  their  way 
back  to  the  Library,  sooner  or  later,  and  chose  their  reading 
from  other  departments,  some  from  travels,  some  from  natural 
history,  and  some  from  a  better  class  of  juvenile  fiction.  I  am 
glad  to  report  that  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools  have 
taken  a  greater  interest  in  the  Library  than  ever  before,  with 
most  satisfactory  results.  But  to  return  to  the  subject  ;  the 
most  important  factor  in  the  diminished  reading  is  the  illustra- 
tion of  the  paradox,  that  the  more  people  read,  the  less  they 
read,  which  means  in  plain  language,  the  better  the  quality, 
the  smaller  the  number  of  books  read. 

We  have  endeavored  to  lose  no  opportunity  to  help  people 
in  finding  information,  though  we  are  oftentimes  obliged  to 
send  the  inquirer  away  unsatisfied,  because  the  required  book 
is  wanting,  or  because  there  is  no  proper  index. 

GIFTS. 

As  in  years  past  the  Library  has  been  generously  remem- 
bered by  gifts.  Mrs.  Alfred  Brookes  gave  a  fine  lot  of  early 
travels  in  the  United  States,  and  a  number  of  volumes  of 
American  authors  who  flourished  half  a  century  ago,  whose 
works  are  now  rarely  to  be  met  with  Mr.  Elihu  B.  Taft  has 
become  the  patron  of  the  Library,  as  respects  local  publications. 
Many  hundred  numbers  of  Burlington  newspapers  have  been 
presented  through  hi3  kindness,  and  there  is  a  fair  prospect  that 
the  Library  will  have  a  complete  collection  at  an  early  date. 
Mrs.  N.  Parker,  Mr.  H.  L.  Dodge,  Mayor  Hatch,  Mr.  C.  F. 
Ward  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Allen,  and  many  others  have  remembered 
the  Library  to  the  extent  of  two  or  three  times  the  number  of 
volumes  for  any  preceding  year. 

REMARKS. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  to  the  shocking 
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condition  of  the  floor  in  the  Library  room.  It  is  so  full  of 
splinters  as  to  be  positively  dangerous,  and  the  lumber  is  so 
poor  in  quality  and  the  manner  of  laying  so  bad,  that  it  is  a 
by-word  for  a  bad  floor. 

The  roof  of  tne  building  is  also  seriously  out  of  repair. 
Every  time  it  has  rained  hard,  the  roof  has  leaked  in  several 
places,  one  time  doing  some  damage,  besides  discoloring  the 
ceiling.  It  may  cause  the  ruin  of  many  volumes,  unless 
thorough  repairs  are  made  at  once. 

The  matter  of  heating  the  Library  was  before  the  Trustees 
in  the  last  report  and  in  accordance  with  their  request,  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  have  provided  double  windows  fcr  the 
upper  story,  thus  rendering  the  room  quite  comfortable,  except 
on  cold  days. 

The  appropriation  for  1879  has  been  overdrawn.  It  seems 
hardly  possible  to  reduce  the  expenses  below  $2,300,  unless  the 
force  and  the  hours  are  reduced,  without  resorting  to  that  most 
disappointing  expedient,  viz  :  pushing  bills  over  to  the  following 
year.

COMMENTS  ON  FINANCE. 

1.    This  department  confidently  hoped,  a  year  ago,  to  be 

able  to  cancel  its  entire  indebtedness  during 

the  year.  The 

receipts  from  a  50  per  cent  tax  on  the  list  of  1879,  owing  to 
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the  reduction  of  the  Grand  List  last  year,  were  $2,097  73  less 
than  the  same  tax  gave  in  1878.  If  this  reduction  had  not 
been  made  we  should  hive  cancelled  the  entire  debt  and  had 
a  small  balance  to  our  credit,  notwithstanding  the  extraordinary 
expenses  which  we  were  obliged  to  make  upon  the  High  School 
building. 

2.  The  expenses  on  the  High  School  the  past  year 
($1,163  39)  were  not  estimated  for,  and  were  largely  unex- 
pected. If  the  work  had  been  properly  done  when  the  build- 
ing was  built  this  expenditure  would  not  have  been  required. 
The  condition  of  the  basement  was  such  that  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Health  Officer  (which  corresponded  with  our  opinion)  the 
city  and  especially  the  School  Department  would  be  subject  to 
great  blame  if  the  work  was  deferred.  The  job  now  appears 
well  done. 

3.  In  the  item  of  supplies  is  included  the  expense  for 
exchanging  under  the  new  Text  Book  Law  the  old  books  the 
city  owned  for  the  new  books  adopted  for  use  for  the  next  five 
years.  The  supply  of  Readers,  Spellers  and  Arithmetics  we 
now  have  on  hand  will  be  all  we  will  need  for  a  year  or  two  for 
such  pupils  as  we  are  obliged  to  furnish  books  for. 

4.  The  board  ask  a  tax  of  50  cents  on  the  dollar  of  the 
Grand  List  for  school  purposes  the  current  year.

COMMENTS  ON  THE  TABLE  OF  ATTENDANCE,  ETC. 

The  attendance  the  past  year  was  affected  somewhat  by  the 
following  causes: 

Diphtheria. — This  disease  appeared  again  and  the  rule  of 
excluding  pupils  coming  from  families  where  the  disease  was 
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known  to  exist  was  carefully  enforced,  and  this  prevented  any 
general  alarm  and  consequent  withdrawal  of  pupils.  The  disease 
was  less  severe  than  it  had  been  in  previous  years  and  did  not 
spread  to  any  considerable  extent. 

Measles. — At  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term  measles  were 
repoited  in  all  the  schools.  On  consultation  with  the  Health 
Officer  in  respecc  to  the  course  to  be  pursued  with  children  com- 
ing from  families  where  the  disease  was  known  to  exist,  it  was 
decided  (and  the  teachers  were  so  directed)  to  pay  no  attention 
so  far  as  measles  were  concerned,  to  the  rule  we  adopted  as  to 
diphtheria.  This  course  was  taken  for  two  reasons,  1,  It  would 
be  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease; 
2,  As  the  disease  was  running  remarkably  light  it  was  not 
desirable  to  prevent  the  children  taking  it.  The  disease  spread 
rapidly  among  school  children  as  well  as  among  those  not  attend- 
ing school.  Pupils  were  out  on  account  of  it  usually  only 
about  ten  days.  The  attendance  in  the  lower  grades  was 
quite  seriously  affected  thereby. 

Near  the  close  of  the  term  the  teachers  were  directed  to 
carefully  examine  their  registers  and  make  such  inquiries  as 
would  enable  them  to  report  accurately  the  number  of  pupils 
in  their  respective  schools  who  had  had  the  measles  during  the 
Fall  term,  and  when  the  reports  came  in  they  footed  up  430. 
Two  primary  schools  had  each  71  cases  out  of  an  enrollment 
of  100  and  109  respectively. 

The  rule  in  respect  to  tardinesses  and  absences  needs  to  be 
made  more  severe.  The  tardinesses  come  largely  in  each  school 
from  a  few  families.  In  looking  over  the  register  in  one  school 
for  the  past  year  I  find  that  only  about  one  scholar  in  five  has 
even  1  tardy  mark  per  term  against  him,  while  others  have 
from  15  to  20  per  year. 

The  industrious,  regular,  working  man  who  goestohis  work 
at  the  tap  of  the  bell  or  the  sound  of  the  "whistle, "always  sees  to 
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it  that  his  child  cultivates  habits  of  regularity  and  promptness 
The  benefits  of  a  "factory  bell"  in  cultivating  regular  hours 
cannot  well  be  over-estimated.  The  school  bell  and  the  church 
bell  come  after  this  in  regular  order  and  do  important  work.

COMMENTS  ON  THE  LIST  OF  TEACHERS. 

1.  There  are  only  seven  names  in  the  list  that  were  not 
in  it  last  year.  Two  of  the  seven  are  names  of  teachers  that 
formerly  taught  here,  with  success. 

2.  The  list  as  I  have  stated  in  past  year,  has  been  a 
constant  source  of  solicitude.  We  have  been  conservative  with 
reference  to  change,  and  good  teachers  have  come  to  consider 
their  situations  permanent,  though  their  appointments  are  only 
annual. 

An  occasional  change  has  been  found  necessary  in  addition 
to  those  made  necessary  by  reason  of  resignations  and  declina- 
tions. Promotion  of  a  teacher  from  one  grade  to  another, 
though  seldom  practised  here,  has  had  a  very  good  effect,  even 
though  no  increase  of  salary  goes  with  the  promotion.  The 
promoted  teacher  carries  up  to  the  next  grade  a  knowledge  of 
the  condition  and  wants  of  the  pupils  who  go  up  with  her,  and 
the  teacher  is  lifted  out  of  any  little  rut  into  which  by  long 
teaching  in  one  grade  she  may  have  fallen.

TEACHERS'  MEETINGS — DRAWING. 

Teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  as  usual,  alternate 
Saturday  forenoons,  during  term  time  for  the  year.  The  attend- 
ance and  interest  have  been  good.  Teachers  who  have  been 
longest  in  the  employ  of  the  city  and  least  need  the  instructions 
and  suggestions  given  here  are  always  more  interested  in  the  work 
than  new  teachers.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  line  of  work 
in  these  meetings  the  subject  of  drawing  has  received  consider- 
able attention  there  and  with  success  that  seems  to  warrant  a 
little  fuller  statement  than  ordinarily  would  be  regarded  as 
appropriate.  It  will  be  recollected  that  in  the  Fall  of  1876  the 
attempt  was  made  to  put  drawing  into  all  the  schools,  The 
Walter  Smith  system  was  adopted.  The  books  seemed  admirably 
graded  to  correspond  with  the  grades  our  schools  are  divided 
into.  The  manual  of  instruction  for  teachers  seemed  plain  and 
simple.  The  pupils  were  all  pleased  with  the  idea  of  learning 
to  draw,  and  readily  supplied  themselves  with  the  requisites 
called  for,  and  the  work  was  started  in  Primary  and  Intermediate 
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schools  and  to  some  extent  in  the  Grammar  school.  The  work 
started  but  no  progress  was  made.  The  ardor  of  pupils  and 
interest  of  the  teachers  failed,  and  gradually  the  time  given  to 
drawing  was  largely  appropriated  to  other  subjects.  The  Inter- 
mediates knew  no  more  about  the  subject  than  the  Primaries 
and  could  not  do  the  advanced  work.  The  primary  teachers 
knew  little  more  of  it  than  their  pupils.  There  was  nowhere  the 
requisite  culture  of  hand  or  eye,  and  no  judgment  for  criticising 
the  work  when  done  ;  consequently  they  could  neither  draw  the 
figures  in  their  books  nor  tell  in  what  respect  they  were  failures. 
Teachers  were  of  little  use  in  aiding  the  pupils.  Two  or  three 
had  had  lessons  under  competent  instructors  and  some  experience 
in  teaching  drawing  elsewhere.  The  Superintendent  proposed 
that  one  of  this  number  should  give  an  elementary  lesson  to  the 
teachers  at  a  teachers'  meeting,  one  laying  out  the  work  for  one 
grade  and  another  for  another,  and  practice  the  teachers  on  this 
for  an  hour.  This  plan  was  followed  for  about  a  year.  The  teach- 
ers grew  interested  in  the  work  (with  but  one  or  two  exceptions) 
and  at  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  September  last  the  Board 
appointed  Miss  Leyden,  the  principal  of  the  Grammar  School, 
who  had  theretofore  taken  the  lead  in  this  matter,  Supervisor  of 
Drawing  in  all  the  schools  of  the  city,  with  leave  to  visit  the 
schools  occasionally  as  she  should  deem  necessary,  so  far  as  it 
could  be  done  without  injury  to  her  own  school.  The  teachers 
almost  without  an  exception  seemed  glad  to  have  some  one  take 
the  lead  and  responsibility  in  the  work,  and  receive  such 
practical  suggestions  from  her  as  to  methods  of  instruction  as 
her  experience  enabled  her  to  give.  In  addition  to  the  instruc- 
tion and  practice  she  had  had  as  a  pupil  in  schools,  Miss  Leyden 
on  being  informed  during  vacation  that  she  would  be  appointed 
supervisor  of  drawing,  went  to  Boston  and  spent  a  week  visit- 
ing the  publishers  (Prang  &  Co. )  and  consulting  with  their 
experts  who  are  acustomed  to  introduce  drawing  in  schools 
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where  it  has  never  been  previously  pursued.  The  teachers 
gradually  acquired  confidence  in  their  own  ability  to  draw  and 
to  teach  it  to  others,  and  the  books  filled  out  by  the  teachers 
themselves  are  mainly  well  done,  and  some  I  am  told  by  those 
capable  of  judging  remarkably  well  done.  Last  year,  referring 
to  this  subject  I  spoke  of  "the  stimulus  we  gained  from  our  lack 
at  first  of  the  success  we  hoped  for."  That  stimulus  carried  us 
along  till  the  pleasure  of  the  work  was  sufficient  to  take  both 
pupil  and  teacher  along.  We  do  not  chiim  great  results  only  a 
fair,  healthful  beginning,  which  cannot  but  lead  to  good  results. 

OUR  SCHOOLS  IN  GENERAL. 

THE  PRIMARY  SCHOOLS 

have  lost  nothing  in  general  character  during  the  year  and  are 
doing  most  excellent  work.  Some  of  them  have  done  even 
better  than  in  former  years.  There  is  but  one  new  teacher  in 
this  department  this  year,  a  second  assistant.  The  visit  to 
Quincy  and  Boston  spoken  of  elsewhere  in  this  report,  has 
already  had  a  good  effect  on  this  grade  of  schools. 

THE  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOLS. 

Careful  readers  of  my  reports  for  previous  years  (until 
the  last)  will  have  noticed  that  the  Primary  schools  received 
more  of  my  attention  and  were  more  fully  approved  than  either 
the  grades  above  them.  Last  year  it  was  said  rather  cautiously 
"  that  the  indications  are  that  our  Intermediate  Fchools  are  all 
that  we  could  desire  them  to  be,  and,  as  a  whole,  doing  better 
work  and  under  better  discipline  than  ever  before."  Such  in- 
dications had  not  then  been  long  enough  manifested  to  warrant 
other  than  a  cautious  statement,  but  I  am  happy  now  to  state 
that  the  indications  were  real  and  these  schools  are  to-day  the 
equal  of,  if  not  superior,  to  the  Primary  schools.  The  Pomeroy 
Intermediate  school  lost  both  of  its  assistants  in  September — 
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one  by  promotion  to  the  Grammar  school,  and  one  by  declina- 
tion— and  suffered  considerably  thereby,  but  by  hard  work 
seems  likely  to  regain  and  maintain  its  rank  in  spite  of  all  the 
changes.  The  Adams  [ntermediate  lost  i  ts  assistant  by  resigna- 
tion, but  the  place  seems  well  filled  by  one  of  our  own  High 
school  graduates.  The  other  schools  of  this  grade  had  no 
changes,  except  North  Avenue,  which  has  a  new  teacher  doing 
satisfactory  work. 

THE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

There  was  one  new  teacher  in  this  school  last  year,  Miss 
Smith,  promoted  from  Pomeroy  Intermediate  school  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  Miss  Bowman's  declining  to  be  a  candidate 
for  re-appointment  as  third  assistant.  This  school  was  never  in 
better  working  order  than  now,  and  I  have  only  words  of  praise 
for  it.  If  there  is  any  work  that  the  lower  schools  cannot  do 
or  that  the  High  school  has  not  time  for,  it  is  never  refused  a 
place  in  this.  Its  growth  and  development  has  been  so  regular 
and  steady  that  we  scarcely  take  note  of  it.  When  it  was  first 
organized  it  was  a  Grammar  school  in  name,  but  was  without 
the  study  of  English  grammar,  and  was  in  fact  but  an  advanced 
Intermediate  school.  Without  any  increase  in  the  number  of 
teachers  or  any  diminution  of  the  number  of  pupils  in  attend- 
ance, or  dropping  any  of  its  original  studies,  a  year  has  been 
given  to  English  Grammar;  systematic  instruction  in  all  its 
classes  in  music  and  drawing  has  been  added ;  and  the  prepara- 
tory work  in  Latin  also  takes  one  year  here,  so  that  while  this 
school  was  more  nearly  allied  at  first  to  the  grade  below  it,  it 
now  holds  a  rank  nearer  the  grade  above  it. 

THE   HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  unexpected  resignation  of  Miss  Brownell  of  her  place 
in  this  school,  and  acceptance  of  a  position  elsewhere,  just  before 
the  close  of  the  Summer  term,  created  a  little  anxiety  as  to  the 
proper  filling  of  the  position  she  had  so  long  held,  but  in  spite 
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of  our  fears  the  work  there  has  gone  along  as  though  nothing 
had  happened,  which  indicates  that  the  position  was  well  filled. 
There  were  no  other  changes  in  this  school .  Its  work  general- 
ly is  well  done  and  duly  appreciated  by  the  public.  If  the 
number  of  pupils  in  attendance  in  this  school  was  increased 
twenty  or  more  we  should  be  glad,  for  so  many  more  could  be 
accommodated  without  perceptible  increase  of  expense.

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TWO  HUNDRED  TO  TWENTY. 

Two  hundred  pupils  annually  enter  our  Primary  schools. 
Only  twenty  annually  complete  the  entire  course  prescribed 
and  graduate  from  the  High  school.  Pupils  drop  out  at  all 
stages  of  the  twelve  years  covered  by  the  course  from  all  sorts 
of  reasons — some  from  stress  of  circumstances  of  parents,  some 
because  of  physical  weakness,  some  from  intellectual  weakness 
and  some  from  moral  weakness.  In  the  earlier  stages  of  the 
course  they  go  silently  and  we  take  little  note  of  their  absence , 
but  those  who  have  been  longest  with  us  go  not  without  a 
struggle  of  which  we  are  made  painfully  conscious.  Not  un- 
frequently  does  a  pupil  come  to  me  and  say,  I  have  got  to  leave 
school.  My  earnings  are  necessary  to  aid  the  family  and  my 
hopes  must  be  sacrificed.  When  such  a  one  is  of  the  brightest 
and  most  promising  in  the  class,  an  effort  is  made  to  save  the 
pupil,  and  if  we  succeed,  as  sometimes  we  do,  all  are  happy. 
If  t  he  pupil  leaves  from  physical  weakness  we  are  no  less  pain- 
fully reminded  of  the  case  than  when  he  leaves  through  moral 
weakness,  but  when  he  leaves  on  account  of  intellectual  weak- 
ness (and  there  are  children  who  are  unable  to  take  in  the 
entire  course  of  study)  we  are  reminded  by  parents  and  friends 
as  well  by  pupils  of  the  worthlessness  of  all  courses  of  studies, 
graded  schools  and  accomplished  teachers,  and  are  quite  per- 
suaded by  such  appeals  to  believe  ungraded  schools  with 
ordinary  untrained  teachers  and  an  entire  optional  course  of 
study  without  examinations  or  tests  of  any  kind  as  to  scholar- 
ship, would  be  quite  as  well,  at  least  for  such  pupils,  for  then 
they  could  get  along  without  showing  their  real  lack  of  ability. 

I  have  not  studied  as  carefully  as  I  might  have  done  our 
school  statistics  and  records  on  the  numbers  entering  and  finally 
graduating  and  the  reasons  for  their  failure  to  accomplish  the 
entire  course  of  study,  nor  have  I  noticed  elsewhere  any  statis- 
tics or  comments  devoted  to  this  end.    I  call  attention  to  it  now 
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with  a  hope  that  the  matter  may  receive  more  attention  here 
and  elsewhere  hereafter. 

OUR  AIM. 

Our  aim  from  the  first,  when  the  young  child  enters  the 
school,  is  to  attach  him  to  the  school,  to  lead  him  in  such  pleas- 
ant ways,  and  to  open  the  pathway  to  knowledge  so  gently,  and 
to  help  him  over  the  rough  places  so  carefully,  that  he  shall 
love  the  school  and  its  teachers,  and  find  it  such  a  pleasant, 
delightful  place  that  he  cannot  easily  be  kept  away.  Our  next 
object  is  to  create  a  love  for  knowledge  and  to  develop  a  method 
of  work  that  shall  ultimately  lead  to  a  correct  observation  of 
facts  and  independent  work  and  thought.  From  first  to  last, 
we  aim  to  impress  the  pupil  with  the  nobleness  of  a  pure  char- 
acter, and  we  strive  to  place  such  and  only  such  teachers  before 
him  as  have  and  display  such  characters,  and  in  this  way  lead 
him  to  become  a  good  citizen.  In  all  these  respects  we  have 
been  reasonably  successful,  in  a  general  way.  The  pupiis 
dropping  out  at  the  end  of  either  of  the  twelve  years  of  the 
course  should  have  acquired  and  clo  acquire  valuable  lessons 
for  after-life,  but  the  acquisitions  are  most  noticeable  at  the 
end  of  the  course,  at  the  closing  exercises  of  the  High  school. 
That  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  nature  of  the  pupil 
has  been  harmoniously  developed  is  then  seldom  questioned. 
Those  that  drop  out  earlier  in  the  course,  we  intend  shall 
receive  of  this  culture  in  proportion  to  the  years  they  have 
been  in  the  schools. 

DANGER  TO  BE  SHUNNED. 

We  have  to  guard  continually  against  the  two  extremes  to 
which  school  work  ever  has  tendencies — the  riding  of  a  hobby 
and  the  moving  in  a  rut.  The  hobby-horse  system  is  the  one 
in  which  celebrity  is  gained.  He  that  would  become  notorious 
has  only  to  mount  a  hobby,  and  it  matters  little  what  his  hobby 
is,  provided  only  that  he  rides  it  well  and  persistently. 
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Great  acquisitions  in  any  one  branch  of  study  always  lead 
to  approving  comment.  If  a  pupil  can  only  be  taught  to  write 
a  nice  hand  with  considerable  freedom — if  a  whole  school  can 
do  this,  how  soon  will  you  hear  of  specimens  of  penmanship 
being  passed  around  and  approved.  The  importance  in  a  busi- 
ness point  of  view  of  such  writing  will  be  wonderfully  well 
appreciated  and  clearly  stated,  and  the  teacher  accomplishing 
such  a  result  will  be  praised  far  and  near,  even  though  he  could 
not  write  a  single  sentence  with  proper  use  of  capitals,  punctu- 
ation marks  and  correct  orthography,  unless  he  had  the  copy 
before  him.  If  a  teacher  has  the  happy  faculty  of  teaching 
reading  successfully,  how  soon  all  will  hear  of  that,  and  of  the 
great  importance  of  being  able  to  read  well.  So,  too,  of  num- 
bers, spelling,  geography,  grammar,  history,  mu«ic,  drawing 
and  all  the  other  subjects  that  are  ever  taught  in  public  schools. 
One  hobby  well  ridden  gives  more  notoriety  than  good  work  in 
all  the  studies  of  a  school.  When  notoriety  is  acquired  for 
any  one  thing  the  chances  are  that  every  other  thing  will  be 
dropped  and  even  that  the  hobby  will  begin  to  grow  shaky. 
Those  who  organize  for  success  in  this  way  never  speak  of  it  as 
riding  a  hobby  ;  they  call  it  the  plan  of  doing  a  few  things 
well — multum  non  mulla. 

The  tendency  of  the  times  has  been  to  the  other  extreme, 
that  of  studying  many  things  and  learning  nothing  perfectly. 
Parents  have  thought  they  were  in  all  cases  the  best  judges  of 
what  would  be  best  for  their  children  to  study,  and  not  infre- 
quently they  have  desired  to  have  them  learn  the  things  the 
parent  has  happened  at  the  time  to  be  interested  in — things 
entirely  beyond  the  age  and  maturity  of  the  pupils.  Hence  in 
many  schools  are  found  such  advanced  studies.  If  the  parent 
did  not  select  the  studies  for  such  a  reason,  it  might  be'simply 
to  show  that  he  was  managing  his  child's  education  and  had  the 
ability  as  well  as  the  right  to  make  a  selection.  Teachers

finding  studies  in  their  schools  which  few  if  any  of  the  scholars 
could  be  made  to  understand,  have  ceased  to  attempt  to  make 
them  clear,  and  have  gone  on  in  a  haphazard,  careless  method, 
without  any  study  or  preparation  for  their  daily  work,  and  the 
result  has  been  as  bad  as  could  be  well  imagined. 

Against  this  tendency  of  the  times,  against  this  disposition 
to  study  things  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  children  and  to 
multiply  and  increase  studies  and  classes  in  school,  and  this 
monotonous,  dull  rutty  method  of  conducting  recitatio  s  and 
doing  school  work  generally,  Quincy,  Mass.,  has  had  the  for- 
tune to  have  taken  a  decided  stand.  It  has  had  the  right  men 
in  its  school  board,  and  secured  the  right  man  for  Superinten- 
dent to  carry  out  their  ideas,  and  has  set  him  to  work,  not  for  a 
single  year  but  under  contract  for  several  years,  and  the  result 
secured  by  such  a  course  has  been  proclaimed  far  and  near  in 
educational  journals,  and  in  fact  of  late  by  newspapers  gerferally. 
During  the  past  year  superintendents,  teachers  and  school 
officers  have  made  pilgrimages  to  Quincy,  to  see  what  new 
thing  was  there.  In  the  month  of  September  last,  one  of  their 
largest  and  best  schools  had  1310  visitors  registered.  The 
stand  thus  taken  by  Quincy  and  the  notoriety  their  plan  has 
acquired  will  be  a  blessing  to  the  rising  generation. 

TEACHERS  VISITING  SCHOOLS. 

Taking  advantage  of  cheap  excursion  tickets,  later  in  the 
fall,  we  sent  two  teachers  to  Quincy  to  spend  a  day.  observe 
their  work,  and  get  such  hints  and  suggestions  as  they  could  to 
aid  us  in  our  work  here.  One  was  a  principal  of  a  primary 
school  and  the  other  of  an  intermediate  school,  and  each  was 
to  look  out  for  work  in  her  own  grade.  On  their  return  they 
made  full  reports,  and  it  was  thought  their  reports  were  worth 
being  more  extensively  read  than  they  would  be  if  merely  filed 
in  the  Superintendent's  office.  They  were  accordingly  given  to 
the  Free  Press,  and  published  for  the  benefit  of  schools  in  this 
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vicinity.  It  is  not  proposed  to  copy  these  reports  here  or  to  go 
into  any  criticisms  on  the  Quincy  schools.  Our  teachers  got 
bints  and  suggestions  that  have  already  been  put  in  practice  in 
our  schools  and  proved  themselves  worth  all  they  cost  at  least. 

These  teachers  also  spent  a  day  in  the  Boston  schools, 
where  they  gained  like  desirable  and  valuable  suggestions. 

When  our  present  school  system  was  organized,  twelve 
years  ago,  the  rules  provided  that  the  Superintendent  might 
give  each  teacher  a  half  day  each  term  to  visit  schools  and 
learn  how  the  work  was  done  by  other  teachers,  reporting  the 
result  in  writing.  Until  two  years  ago  these  visits  were  made 
exclusively  to  oar  own  schools  At  that  time  the  School  Board 
designated  certain  schools  they  desired  to  have  the  Principal  of 
our  High  school  visit,  and  the  points  to  which  his  attention  was 
to  be  directed,  and  sent  him  away.  The  same  thing  was  done 
for  the*teachers  sent  to  Quincy  and  Boston.  It  is  hoped  an 
opportunity  will  be  given  the  Grammar  school  during  the 
coming  year  to  have  such  a  visit.  To  see  other  good  schools 
and  measure  theirs  thereby  has  a  good  effect  upon  teachers  and 
is  worth  much  more  than  the  actual  cost  of  such  visits,  espe- 
cially where  teachers  remain  with  us  for  several  years,  as  many 
of  ours  do. 

TRAINING  SCHOOLS. 

It  is  not  every  good  scholar  who  can  teach  or  manage 
a  school.  Teaching  is  a  profession  and  needs  professional 
training.  It  is  a  position  requiring  study  and  practice  in  order 
to  success.  The  college  or  high  school  graduate  may  turn 
out  to  be  a  fair  teacher,  may  have  had  the  tact  to  pick  up  the 
methods  of  the  professor  in  college  or  the  methods  of  one  of 
his  teachers  in  the  preparatory  schools,  and  (if  these  were  good) 
may  become  successful.  He  must  be  tried,  however,  before  we 
can  be  sure, 
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The  Normal  schools  give  to  their  graduates  all  the  ad- 
vantage over  the  high  school  or  college  graduate  which  the 
medical  school  gives  to  its  graduate  over  the  ordinary  college 
graduate,  and  if  it  has,  as  best  Normal  schools  do,  a  practice 
school  where  teachers  work  under  daily  criticism  of  best  normal 
instructors,  such  graduate  has  thereby  as  compared  with  a  med- 
ical graduate  the  benefit  of  a  hospital  practice. 

Such  a  preparation  for  teaching  costs  money,  and  such 
teachers  can  command  high  salaries.  Any  person  fitted  for  any 
important  work  can  command  pay  proportioned  to  the  impor- 
tance of  the  work  and  the  scarcity  of  such  talent  and  fitness. 
Hence  it  is  that  when  we  secure  good  teachers  we  have  to  pay 
good  salaries.  There  is  a  difference  of  nearly  two  hundred  dol- 
lars a  year  in  the  salary  necessary  to  secure  and  retain  a 
teacher  whose  home  is  here  and  one  whose  home  is  two  hun- 
dred miles  away,  and  though  we  have  thus  far  paid  as  much 
for  the  teacher  who  has  the  advantage  of  living  at  home  and 
has  no  travelling  expenses  to  pay  as  for  the  one  who  comes  from 
a  distance,  we  are  able  to  employ  but  two  Burlington  teach- 
ers who  have  fitted  themselves  for  their  work  by  taking  a  full 
course  in  a  first-class  normal  school.  To  get  a  first-class 
teacher  is  no  easy  thing.  Within  the  year  past  we  had  a  posi- 
tion paying  more  than  two  dollars  and  a  half  per  day  that  for  a 
month  we  sought  far  and  near  to  fill  and  were  unable  to  do  it 
satisfactorily,  and  still  Burlington  has  a  number  of  educated 
young  ladies  amply  sufficient  to  fill  the  most  of  our  schools,  who 
are  working  for  a  living  in  other  callings  for  half  the  pay  and 
less  than  half  we  were  willing  to  give.  As  we  cannot  get  them 
to  fit  themselves  for  this  work  by  going  where  such  fitting  and 
such  practice  can  be  had,  the  School  Board  has  just  adopted 
a  resolution,  offering  them  such  fitting  and  such  practice  here 
free  of  charge,  to  give  them  free  of  charge  the  best  substitute 
at  least  for  a  good  normal  school  education,  as  follows  : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Superintendent  be  authorized  to  re- 
ceive from  six  to  ten  pupil  teachers  to  be  instructed  in  the  art 
of  teaching,  receiving  lectures  and  criticisms  from  our  best 
instructors,  and  that  after  six  mcnths'  practice  without  com- 
pensation they  may  receive  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per 
day  for  "  supply  "  work,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  if  their 
progress  and  qualifications  shall  warrant  it,  their  names  shall 
be  placed  on  the  list  from  which  teachers  are  appointed  as 
vacancies  occur. 

We  hope  to  train  teachers  for  at  least  all  the  minor  posi- 
tions, hope  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  try  the  work  and 
thus  judge  for  themselves  whether  they  are  likely  to  succeed 
as  teachers,  hope  at  least  to  avoid  the  disheartening  resuh  of 
trying  our  graduates  and  others  and  finding  on  trial  that  they 
are  not  natural  teachers.  If  the  experiment  proves  a  success 
it  will  ultimately  lead  to  a  reduction  of  nearly  twenty  per 
cent  in  the  expense  for  teachers  in  our  schools. 

Our  Intermediate  schools  have  somewhat  more  than  half 
as  many  pupils  as  the  Primary  schools  have,  while  the 
Grammar  school  has  less  than  half  as  many  as  the  Inter- 
mediate schools  have. 

As  the  pupils  drop  out  of  our  schools  so  early  it  must  be 
apparent  there  are  no  years  in  any  of  these  lower  grades  to  be 
wasted  under  the  management  of  untried  teachers,  in  giving 
them  a  chance  to  determine  by  exp3riment  whether  or  not  they 
could  become  successful  teachers.  Every  year  to  these  little 
ones  is  an  important  year.  The  teacher  better  lose  one  year 
than  have  each  of  forty  pupils  lose  it.  Our  schools,  especially 
the  lower  grades,  must  have  trained  and  tried  teachers  for  all 
their  positions  and  no  untried  teacher  can  be  allowed  to  work 
except  under  supervision  of  teachers  who  have  been  trained, 
tried  and  are  known  to  be  successful. 

THE  COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

Into  the  common  schools  of  the  United  States  are  received 
the  diverse  elements  of  all  nationalities  landing  upon  our  shores,

and  therein  all  are  worked  over  and  refined  and  polished  and 
made  capable  of  becoming  a  united  people.  But  for  the  schools 
we* might  expect  a  new  Poland,  a  new  France,  a  new  Ireland, 
Italy,  Spain,  Scandinavia,  Grermany,  and  even  a  new  China  to 
spring  up  within  our  borders.  The  common  school  makes  pos- 
sible a  United  States  and  a  united  people — Americanizes  them. 
The  children  play  together,  read  together,  think  together,  and 
in  after  life  work,  vote  and  perchance  fight  side  by  side  and 
thus  learn  to  lespect  each  other.  The  common  school  is  a  New 
England  product,  but  how  unlike  what  it  was  a  hundred  or  a 
hundred  and  fifty  years  ago.  It  has  grown  broader  and  deeeper 
in  various  ways.  The  law  relative  to  action  and  reaction  being 
equal,  and  the  law  as  to  the  survival  of  the  fittest  are  laws 
underlying  schools  as  well  as  matter  and  races.  The  immi- 
grant of  to-day  holds  to  his  nationality,  but  his  child,  or  at 
farthest  his  grand-child,  is  an  American.  There  are  barely 
exceptions  enough  to  this  to  prove  the  rule.  The  Indian  has 
not  been  taken  in  yet,  though  his  best  hope  is,  to-day,  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  common  school.  A  few  moneyed  aristocrats  and 
their  imitators  hold  their  children  aloof  from  the  public  schools. 
Occasionally  a  man  is  found  who,  though  educated  himself  in 
common  schools  and  fully  believing  in  the  equality  of  all 
before  the  law  and  the  benefits  and  blessings  of  republican 
institutions,  nevertheless  thinks  his  boy  or  his  girl  is  too  good 
to  mingle  with  the  ordinary  common  school  children.  Occa- 
sionally a  man  is  found,  too,  who  has  grown  up  here  and  is  fully 
an  American,  and  holding  prominent  position  before  the  people, 
fully  identified  with  our  institutions,  who  feels  that  he  cannot 
trust  his  child  to  the  Americanizing  influence  of  the  common 
undenominational  schools.  He  must  have  a  school  that  will 
teach  more  than  the  public  school  is  allowed  to  teach — must 
teach  his  religion.  He  must  have  a  Baptist,  a  Universalist,  an 
Episcopal  or  a  Methodist  school  or  college  to  entrust  his  child  to.

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Perhaps  all  the  Protestant  denominations  have  their  denomina- 
tional schools.  The  Roman  Catholics,  too,  have  their  own  pri- 
vate denominational  school,  and  with  more  and  better  reason 
than  the  others  have  for  such  schools — for  their  creed  is  largely 
antagonistic  to  all  the  Protestant  denominations,  while  these  are 
only  partially  so  towards  each  other.  How  the  problem  is  to  be 
solved  for  the  Catholics  does  not  appear  as  yet — but  the  com- 
mon school  will  bring  out  a  wise  result  no  doubt.  New  Eng- 
land theology  is  not  what  it  was  when  New  England  schools 
were  first  established.  The  change,  no  doubt,  is  for  the  better. 
The  theology  of  the  incoming  people  and  denominations  may 
undergo  some  changes — the  less  essentials  of  each  may  be 
dropped  and  their  more  important  elements  may  have  an  influ- 
ence upon  all  the  others.  The  intercourse  commenced  in  the 
schools,  continued  in  business,  cultivated  in  politics,  rendered 
necessary  by  intermarriage,  cemented  by  service  side  by  side 
in  both  war  and  in  peace  will  have  its  legitimate  effect  in  spite 
of  all  the  little  hindrances  placed  in  its  way  by  those  who, 
Mrs.  Partington-like,  would  stop  the  flow  of  the  ocean  tide 
with  their  little  brooms. 

The  declaration  has  gone  forth  that  the  youth  of  America 
are  to  be  educated,  voluntarily  if  they  will,  compulsorily  if  they 
must.  No  institution  in  America  is  more  surely  and  deeply 
founded  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  than  the  common  school. 
It  is  the  pride  of  all,  the  solace  of  the  poor,  the  safety  of  the 
rich;  and  when  the  free  public  school  ceases  to  be,  we  cease 
to  be  a  united  free  people  and  the  nation  will  cease  to  be  the 
United  States. 

WHAT  WE  WANT. 

1.  The  continuance  of  the  active  support  which  an  indul- 
gent public  has  accorded  to  our  efforts.  We  want  the  active 
support  of  some  who  have  hitherto  been  indifferent. 

2.  We  want  the  united  effort  of  all  good  citizens  to 
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induce  many  children  to  attend  school  who  now  roam  at  large. 

3.  When  the  public  shall  have  made  a  proper  effort  in 
this  direction,  we  want  a  Truant  Officer  to  back  up  their 
efforts.  Such  an  officer  even  now  would  be  serviceable,  but  a 
more  manifest  demand  from  the  general  public  and  some  slight 
amendments  in  the  school  law  would  render  his  services  doubly 
valuable. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council :  In  closing  my  report, 
which  to  some  of  you  may  seem  long  and  wearisome,  1  beg  to 
assure  you  that  the  greatest  harmony  exists  between  the  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Board,  and  that  we  all  rely  with  confi- 
dence upon  the  support  accorded  us  by  the  hopeful,  forbearing, 
intelligent  public  whose  servants  we  are. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  present  my  report  of  the  affairs 
of  this  office,  for  the  year  1879,  including  the  vital  statistics  : 

HEALTH  OF  THE  CITY. 

The  only  disease  that  assumed  an  epidemic  character  dur- 
ing the  year  1879  was  measles.  This  prevailed  extensively 
from  March  1st,  when  the  first  case  was  reported,  to  the  end  of 
the  year.  It  manifested  all  its  characteristic  symptoms,  but 
was  not  malignant.  There  were  only  three  deaths  from  this 
disease  reported  during  the  year,  out  of  an  estimate  of  one 
thousand  cases  or  more.  The  disease  has  now  nearly  disap- 
peared. Cholera-infantum,  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  were 
more  prevalent  in  1879  than  in  1878,  and  the  deaths  from 
these  diseases  were  twenty-nine  more  in  1879  than  in  1878, 
being  forty-eight  in  the  former  and  nineteen  in  the  latter  year. 
This  may,  in  part,  be  explained  by  the  prevalence  of  measles, 
as  a  predisposing  cause.  A  critical  comparative  analysis  of  the 
atmospheric  changes,  as  shown  by  the  meteorology  of  the  two 
years,  might  also  afford  an  explanation,  as  these  diseases  are 
ordinarily  under  the  influence  of  such  causes.  The  total  mor- 
tality of  the  city  for  the  year  1879  was  two  hundred  and 
twenty-eight,  or  forty-five  more  than  in  1878.     A  part  of 
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this  difference  is  accounted  for  above.     The  rest,  without 
doubt,  is  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  present  sys- 
tem of  city  registration  obtains  more  complete  returns  than  the 
old  system  of  census  taking.    This  is  clearly  shown  by  compar- 
ing the  returns  of  deaths  of  the  two  years  under  the  develop- 
mental class  of  diseases,  which  includes  cases  of  still-births, 
premature  births,  and  congenital  debility.    During  the  first  five 
months  of  the  year  1878,  before  the  present  system  was  inaugu- 
rated, no  deaths  under  this  class  were  returned  by  the  census 
takers,  while  during  the  corresponding  months  of  the  year  1879, 
seventeen  were  returned  by  the  present  system,  and  this  is  the  very 
class  of  cases  we  should  expect  to  be  withheld  from  the  census 
taker.    Diphtheria  has  continued  to  prevail  during  the  last  year, 
but  has  gradually  abated,  and  there  is  less  at  present  than  at  any 
time  since  the  commencement  of  the  epidemic.  The  deaths  were 
nine  less  than  in  1878.    The  whole  number  of  deaths  under  the 
zymotic  class,  which  diseases  are  in  a  measure  under  the  control 
of  sanitary  regulations,  and  thus  preventable,  was  six  less  in  1879 
than  in  1878.    In  January,  1879,  a  case  of  small-pox,  in  a 
dangerous  locality,  was  promptly  reported  to  me  by  the  attend- 
ing physician.    The  patient  was  too  seriously  ill  from  the  first 
discovery  of  the  disease  to  be  removed,  therefore  active  meas- 
ures were  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  contagion. 
Isolation  was  adopted  as  completely  as  practicable  under  the 
circumstances.    All  persons  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  and 
likely  to  be  exposed,  were  vaccinated.    Disinfectants  were 
freely  used  in  and  about  the  rooms.    No  communication  with 
the  patient  was  allowed,  except  of  nurses  and  physicians. 
After  the  recovery  of  the  patient,  the  rooms  were  thoroughly 
cleaned,  disinfected,  newly  painted,  white- washed,  and  vacated 
for  a  considerable  time.    The  bedding,  furniture  and  clothing 
was  either  destroyed  or  disinfected  with  the  fumes  of  sulphur. 
In  short,  every  precaution  was  taken  that  the  seriousness  of  the 
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matter  demanded,  and  I  here  acknowledge  with  pleasure  my 
indebtedness  to  the  physician  in  attendance,  whose  judicious 
co-operation  contributed  largely  to  the  perfect  success  of  these 
precautions,  for  no  other  case  of  small-pox  resulted  from  this 
one,  and  there  was  no  other  in  the  city  during  the  year.  The 
result  obtained  in  this  instance,  by  well-known  means,  is  an 
unanswerable  argument  to  every  community,  in  support  of  an 
organized  health  department  with  authority  aud  under  obliga- 
tions to  act.  If  in  this  emergency  it  had  been  no  one's  pre- 
scribed duty  to  control  circumstances,  and  no  extraordinary 
precautions  had  been  taken,  or  if  divide  1  counsels  had  prevail- 
ed, the  contagion,  in  all  human  foresight,  would  have  spread, 
and  the  suffering  and  privation  entailed  upon  the  victims,  and 
the  blow  given  to  the  business  interests  of  the  city,  in  conse- 
quence of  alarm,  could  hardly  be  over-estimated.  Our  proxi- 
mity to  and  easy  intercourse  with  Canada,  where  this  disease 
is  endemic  and  no  extra  precautions  taken  to  control  it,  makes 
us  peculiarly  liable  to  its  contagion. 

PUBLIC  SANITARY  MEASURES. 

It  is  gratifying  to  make  a  note  of  some  important  improve- 
ments and  actions,  under  this  head,  during  the  past  year,  to 
preserve  the  public  health.  The  largest  and  most  important 
was  the  thorough  drainage  and  filling  up  of  the  foul  low 
grounds  at  the  nortnwest  corner  of  Church  and  Maple  streets. 
The  transformation  has  been  so  great,  that  a  small  additional 
outlay  by  the  owners  would  make  of  it  a  beautiful  lawn  or 
garden,  bearing  fruit,  or  exhaling  pleasant  odors,  reminding  one 
of  the  riddle  put  forth  by  Samson,  after  he  had  taken  the 
honey  out  of  the  carcass  of  the  lion  — "  Out  of  the  eater  came 
forth  meat,  and  out  of  the  strong  came  forth  sweeetness."  If  the 
carcasses  of  lions  had  not,  certainly  those  of  other  animals  had 
been  deposited  there,  stronger  in  odor,  if  not  in  muscle,  than 
the  lion. 
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The  Pomeroy  lot.  east  of  the  Post  Office  and  Court  House, 
was  also  drained  of  stagnant  water,  by  ditching,  and  the  open 
sewer  from  the  northeast  corner  of  Church  and  Maple  streets 
to  Loomis  street  was  re-dug,  straightened,  and  obstructions  to 
the  easy  flow  of  water  removed. 

The  city  sewers  were  flushed  several  times,  during  the 
warm  season  when  rains  were  light  or  infrequent,  and  the  reser- 
voir emptied  and  cleaned  ;  consequently  there  have  been  no 
complaints  of  a  fishy  smell  or  taste  of  the  water,  during  the 
year.  This  has  been  done  promptly,  without  the  least  trouble 
or  care  to  the  health  department — a  mere  hint  sufficing,  and 
even  this  sometimes  being  anticipated.  I  mention  this  only  as 
testimony  to  the  value  of  a  cordial  understanding  between  the 
different  departments,  instituted  for  the  eommon  object  of  work- 
ing for  the  general  interests  of  the  city,  and  in  simple  justice 
to  the  Superintendent  of  the  water  works. 

It  is  proper,  also,  under  the  head  of  public  improvements, 
to  call  attention  to  the  great  and  needed  change  that  has  been 
made  in  the  basement  of  the  High  School  building.  The  old 
water-closets  have  been  entirely  removed,  and  new  ones  con- 
structed, upon  a  superior  plan.  This  has  involved  considerable 
expense,  but  I  am  sure  that  no  citizen  who  has  examined  and 
compared  the  old  and  the  new,  will  object,  involving,  as  it  does, 
the  health  of  a  class  which  is  by  far  the  largest  and  most 
susceptible  in  a  community.  Improvements  of  a  similar  char- 
acter are  needed  at  the  Pine  street  school,  to  put  it  in  a  good 
sanitary  condition,  but  these  cannot  well  be  made  without  con- 
nection with  a  public  sewer  on  Champlain  street. 

During  the  last  year  the  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital  has 
been  organized  and  put  in  operation,  with  the  flattering  pros- 
pect  of  accomplishing  its  humane  purpose,  to  contribute  to  the 
comfort  and  restoration  of  the  sick.    The  foundations  have  also 
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been  laid  for  a  fine  large  sister  institution  on  North  Avenue 
with  a  like  object,  which  it  is  hoped  will  soon  be  completed. 

In  this  connection,  I  renew  my  suggestion  of  last  year, 
that  the  sewerage  of  Champlain  and  Battery  streets  is  now  as 
then  the  most  urgent  public  sanitary  improvement 

NUISANCES. 

The  following  summary  shows  the  character  and  number 
of  the  nuisances,  and  sources  of  disease,  for  the  coi  rection  of 
which  examinations  have  been  made  and  orders  issued  during 
the  year  1879 : 
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In  April,  1879,  I  published  an  order  that  from  May  1st  to 
Nov.  1st  only  one  swine  would  be  allowed  to  be  kept  upon  any 
premises  within  a  circuit  of  one  mile  from  the  City  Hall,  with- 
out special  permit.  This  had  the  desired  effect  to  diminish 
greatly  the  number  of  swine  kept  within  this  limit,  and  the 
number  of  complaints  of  this  filthy  animal,  as  ordinarily  cared 
for  in  a  thickly-settled  district,  were  few.  It  would  without 
doubt  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  if  they  should  be 
banished  altogether,  provided  an  effectual  system  of  removing 
the  accumulations  of  swill  could  be  adopted,  but  I  consider  it 
the  lesser  evil  to  allow  a  limited  number,  than  to  have  such 
offensive  matter  thrown  upon  tbe  surface  of  the  ground,  to  fer- 
ment and  putrefy  during  the  hot  Summer  months. 

I  regret  to  refer  again  this  year  to  the  soap  factory  on 
Mechanics  street,  and  I  do  so  only  to  inform  you  that  the  busi- 
ness of  tallow- rendering  and  soap-making  has  been  continued 
there  without  a  license  ever  since  the  ordinance  requiring  one 
went  into  effect,  and  that  many  complaints  have  been  made  to 
me  during  this  time  of  its  offensiveness,  by  respectable  citizens, 
who  have  a  clear  moral  right  to  be  rid  of  this.  I  have  nothing 
to  add  to  or  take  from  my  views  ot  this  business  as  a  nuisance 
in  its  present  location,  expressed  in  my  last  annual  report. 
Upon  mature  consideration  of  the  subject,  last  year,  it  seemed 
to  me  best  that  this  business,  which  of  itself  is  perfectly  legi- 
timate and  worthy  of  encouragement  if  in  a  proper  location  and 
properly  conducted,  should  be  subjected  to  a  license  from  your 
Board,  and  be  under  your  control,  representing,  as  you  do,  all 
portions  of  the  city  and  its  various  business  interests.  It  was 
for  this  reason  that  I  caused  it  to  be  included  in  the  ordinance 
requiring  various  licenses,  adopted  by  you  last  year.  I  say 
this  much  by  way  of  explanation  of  what  might  otherwise 
seem  to  be  an  interference  with  your  exclusive  functions. 

Complaints  have  been  made  to  me  of  the  nuisance  caused 
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by  the  storage  of  hides  in  the  closely  populated  portions  of  the 
city.  I  think  this  business  also  should  be  subjocted  to  a  license, 
so  that  the  mode  of  doing  it  and  the  location  may  be  under 
your  control. 

Another  subject  affecting  the  public  health  which  requires 
attention,  is  that  of  house  sewers  and  their  connections  with  the 
public  sewers.  These  should  be  a  part  of  the  same  public  sys- 
tem, and  all  should  be  under  competent  official  supervision  with 
well-devised  plains. 

BURIAL  PERMITS. 

Burial  and  removal  permits  have  been  issued  from  this 
office  during  the  year  1879,  showing  the  disposition  of  the

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ANALYSIS  OF  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  city  registration  sytem  inaugurated  in  the  year  1878 
was  in  good  working  order  during  the  year  1879,  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  returns  of  deaths  are  complete  and  the  returns 
of  births  as  nearly  so  as  any  system  could  make  them.  A 
small  number  where  there  is  no  attending  physician  will  una- 
voidably be  omitted.  The  addition  of  a  small  fee  for  the  perfor- 
mance of  this  labor  has  had  the  undoubted  effect  to  make  the 
returns  more  perfect.  The  returns  of  marriages  under  the 
watchful  management  of  the  City  Clerk  were  heretofore 
complete. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  1879 
shows  an  increase  in  the  population,  of  eighty-two  by  these 
natural  events. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  marriages  for  which  licenses  were  obtained 
from  the  City  Clerk's  office,  during  the  year  1879,  was  ninety- 
two  (92).  It  was  ten  (10)  less  in  1 879  than  in  1878,  and 
ten  (10)  more  than  in  1877,  so  that  it  was  just  the  average  of 
the  three  years.  Estimating  the  population  at  16, 500,  the  ratio 
of  persons  married  to  the  whole  population  was  one  in  89.67. 
Two  couples  were  married  from  our  colored  population.  , 

Season. — There  were  nineteen  (19)  marriages  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year;  twenty -four  (24)  in  the  second: 
twenty-four  (24)  in  the  third  ;  and  twenty-five  (25)  in  the 
fourth.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  largest  number  occurred 
in  the  fourth  quarter,  and  the  smallest  in  the  first.  The 
largest  number  in  any  one  month  was  fifteen  (15)  in  October; 
the  smallest  was  one  (1)  in  March,  a  Lenten  month. 

Nativity  of  the  parties. — The  marriages  of  parties  of 
American  birth  constitute  about  three-fourths  of  the  whole  ; 
that  of  grooms  being  just  this  proportion,  and  of  brides,  a  little 
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greater.  All  the  rest  were  born  in  Canada,  except  one  (1) 
groom  in  England,  and  three  (3)  brides  in  Ireland  and  Eng- 
land. 

Marriage  ceremony. — Fifty-seven  (57)  were  married  by 
Protestant  Clergymen,  and  thirty-two  (32)  by  Roman  Catho- 
lic priests.

BIRTHS. 

There  were  three  hundred  and  ten  (310)  births,  during 
the  year  1879,  or  eighteen  (18)  more  than  in  1878.  Six  (6) 
twin  births  ;  sixteen  (16)  still  births,  and  births  of  three  (3) 
colored,  and  four  (4)  illegitimate  children  are  included  in  the 
number  for  1879. 

Sex  — The  number  of  male  children  was  one  hundred  and 
sixty-two  (162).  and  of  female  children,  one  hundred  and 
forty-eight  (148),  or  fourteen  (14)  more  males,  than  females. 
In  the  year  1878  the  females  were  sixteen  (16)  more  than  the 
males. 

Parentage. — The  fathers  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  seven 
(157)  children,  or  a  little  more  than  one-half  of  the  whole 
number,  were  born  in  the  United  States  ;  of  ninety-five  (95), 
or  nearly  one-third  in  Canada  ;  of  thirty-six  (36) ,  or  nearly 
one-eighth  in  Ireland  ;  of  twelve  (12)  in  other  countries ;  and 
of  four  (4)  the  fathers  were  unknown.  Thirty-six  (36)  more 
mothers  than  fathers,  were  born  in  the  United  States  ;  nineteen 
(19)  less  in  Canada;  eight  (8)  less  in  Ireland;  six  (6)  less 
in  other  countries ;  and  of  one  (1),  the  birth-place  was  not 
ascertained. 

Season. — The  largest  number  of  children,  ninety-one  (91) 
were  born  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  ;  the  next  largest, 
eighty-four  (84,)  in  the  third;  the  next  seventy-six  (76)  in 
the  fourth  ;  and  the  smallest  number  fifty-nine  (59)  in  the  first 
quarter.  The  greatest  monthly  number,  thirty-six  (36),  was 
in  August :  the  smallest  seventeen  (17)  in  February. 
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Locality. — The  greatest  number  of  children  one  hundred 
and  twenty-two  (122 )  more  than  one-third  of  the  whole,  were 
born  in  the  Third  Ward,  and  the  smallest  number  eight  (8)  in 
the  First  Ward  Fifty- four  (54)  children  were  born  in  the 
Second  Ward ;  sixty  (60)  in  the  Fourth  ;  and  sixty-six  (66)  in 
the  Fifth,  a  difference  of  six  (6)  only  between  the  second  and 
fourth,  and  of  six  (6),  also,  between  the  fourth  and  fifth. 
Much  of  the  value  of  this  comparison  is  lost  from  the  fact  that 
the  comparative  population  of  the  different  wards,  is  not 
known. 

Twin-births. — There  were  six  (6)  of  these  cases.  The 
proportion  to  the  whole  number  of  births  is  one  (1)  in  fifty 
(50).  This  is  large,  for  it  is  estimated  from  a  large  number  of 
statistics  that  the  average  proportion  is  only  one  (1)  in  eighty 
(80)  or  ninety  (90). 

Age  of  Mothers. — There  were  twenty-four  (24)  chil- 
dren, the  largest  number  borne  by  women,  whose  age  was 
twenty-four  years.  The  youngest  woman  bearing  a  child,  was 
sixteen  years  of  age  Two  (2)  children  were  borne  by  women 
forty-six  years  of  age.  Eight  (8)  by  women  eighteen  years  of 
age  and  under;  and  nineteen  (19)  by  women  forty  years  of 
age  and  over. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (228)  deaths, 
including  sixteen  (16)  still-births  during  the  year  1879,  or 
forty-five  (45)  more  than  in  1878,  but  eighteen  (18)  less  than 
in  1877.  There  were  two  (2)  deaths  of  colored  persons  in 
1879.  I  have  estimated  the  population  at  16,500  ;  excluding 
the  still-births,  this  will  give  a  ratio  of  12.85  deaths  to  1,000 
inhabitants,  or  one  death  in  72.37  of  the  population  for  the 
year  1879. 

Season. — The  greatest  number  of  deaths,  sixty-four  (64), 
was  in  the  third  quarter  or  hot  months  of  the  year,  and  the 
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smallest,  fifty-three  (53)  each,  in  the  first  and  second  quarters. 
In  the  fourth  quarter,  there  were  fifty-eight  (58)  deaths.  The 
greatest  monthly  mortality  was  twenty-six  (26)  each  in  the 
months  of  July  and  August. 

Sex.—  The  number  of  deaths  is  about  equally  divided  be- 
tween the  sexes,  there  being  one  hundred  and  sixteen  (116) 
males  and  one  hundred  and  twelve  (112)  females. 

Age. — There  were  eighty-five  (85)  deaths,  including  six- 
teen (16)  still-births,  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  or 
37.28  per  cent  of  all  deaths  :  thirty-t\yo  (32)  of  children  one 
year  and  under  two  years,  or  14.02  per  cent  of  all ;  twenty 
(20)  of  persons  five  and  under  twenty  years,  or  8.77  per  cent 
of  all ;  thirty  (30 )  of  persons  twenty  and  under  fifty  years,  or 
13.11  per  cent  of  all ;  twenty-six  (26)  of  persons  fifty  and 
under  seventy  years,  or  11.40  per  cent  of  all;  and  thirty-five 
(35)  of  persons  seventy  years  and  over,  or  15.35  per  cent  of 
all.  There  were  half  as  many  deaths  of  persons  seventy  years 
of  age  and  over,  as  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  if  still- 
births are  excluded. 

Locality. — In  the  First  Ward,  the  number  of  deaths  was 
seventeen  (17),  or  nine  more  than  in  1878  ;  in  the  Second, 
thirty- three  (33),  or  fifteen  less ;  in  the  Third,  seventy- four 
(74).  or  nineteen  more ;  in  the  Fourth,  forty-six  (46),  or  fif- 
teen more ;  in  the  Fifth,  fifty-eight  (58),  or  seventeen  more. 
As  was  remarked  under  the  head  of  the  locality  of  births,  this 
comparison  of  deaths  between  the  different  Wards  would  be  of 
greater  value,  if  the  population  of  each  was  known.  At  present, 
more  can  be  learned  by  a  comparison  between  the  births  and 
deaths  in  each  ward  during  the  year  1879.  In  the  First  Ward, 
by  the  difference  between  the  number  of  these,  the  population 
was  decreased  nine  (9)  ;  in  the  Second,  increased  twenty-one 
(21)  ;  in  the  Third,  increased  forty-eight  (48)  •  in  the 
Fourth,  increased  fourteen  (14)  ;  and  in  the  Fifth,  increased 
eight  (8). 
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Social  relations. — One  hundred  and  forty-five  (145)  of 
the  deaths,  including  sixteen  (16)  still-births  were  of  single 
persons ;  fifty-two  (52)  of  married;  and  thirty-one  (31)  of 
widows  or  widowers. 

Nativity. — One  hundred  and  eighty-two  (182)  of  the 
deceased  were  born  in  the  United  States,  twenty-one  (21)  in 
Canada,  twenty  two  (22)  in  Ireland,  and  three  (3)  in  other 
countries. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Under  the  Zymotic  class  or  diseases  that  are  either  epi- 
demic, endemic  or  contagious  and  which  are  in  a  measure 
preventable  by  sanitary  regulations,  fifty-four  (54)  deaths  are 
recorded,  or  23.68  per  cent  of  all  deaths.  Twenty-two  (22), 
0r  less  than  one-half  were  of  Diphtheria  ]  eighteen  (18),  or 
one  third,  were  of  Cholera  Infantum  ]  there  werefive  (5)  of 
Diarrhoea  and  Dysentery ;  four  (4)  of  Croup  ;  three  (3)  of 
Measles ;  and  two  (2)  of  Typhoid  Fever.  Deaths  of  Diph- 
theria occurred  in  every  month  of  the  year  except  March  and 
June.  Deaths  of  Cholera  Infantum,  Diarrhoea  and  Dysen- 
tery all  with  two  exceptions,  occurred  in  July,  August  and 
September. 

The  deaths  under  this  class  were  equally  divided  between 
the  sexes. 

Nineteen  (19)  or  about  one-third  of  the  deaths  were  of  chil- 
dren under  one  year  of  age  ;  twenty-two  (22),  or  little  less  than 
one-half  of  children  one  year  and  under  five  years  of  age  J 
twelve  (12),  or  little  less  than  one  fourth  of  persons  five  and 
under  twenty  years  of  age  ;  and  one  (1)  over  seventy. 

All  of  the  deaths  except  one  (1)  wTere  of  single  persons. 

All  were  born  in  the  United  States  except  one  (1). 

Under  the  Constitutional  class,  or  diseases  consequent 
upon  a  bad  habit  of  body,  sometimes  hereditary,  and  in  which 
there  is  a  deposit  of  new  morbid  products  in  various  parts  of  the 
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body,  thirty-eight  (38)  deaths  are  recorded,  or  16.66  per 
cent  of  all  deaths;  twenty-two  (22),  or  less  than  one-half  were 
of  Consumption ;  and  were  of  four  (4)  more  males  than 
females;  eighteen  (18)  were  of  persons  from  ten  to  fifty  years 
of  age;  eleven  (11)  were  born  in  the  United  States,  five  (5) 
in  Canada,  and  six  (6)  in  Ireland.  Six  (6)  were  of  Hydroceph- 
alies] all  males  except  one  (1);  and  all  under  one  year  of 
age  except  one  (1).  Four  (4)  were  of  Cancer  ;  two  (2)  males 
and  two  (2)  Jemales,  in  the  stomachs  of  the  females,  and  in 
the  rectum  of  one  male,  and  the  eye  and  neck  of  the  other ; 
two  (2)  were  born  in  lhe  United  States  and  two  (2)  in  Canada. 
Two  (2)  were  of  Rheumatism,  one  complicated  with  heart 
disease,  and  the  other  with  bed-sores ;  both  females  and  over 
seventy  years  of  age.  Two  (2)  were  of  Tabes  Mesenterica, 
both  females;  one  ( 1)  was  of  Dropsy,  and  (1)  of  Cancrum  Oris. 

Under  the  local  class,  or  diseases  in  which  the  functions 
cf  particular  organs  or  systems  are  disturbed  or  obliterated,  and 
sometimes  hereditary ,  seventy-one  (71)  deaths  are  recorded,  or 
31.14  per  cent  of  all  deaths.  Fourteen  (14)  were  under  the 
order  nervous  ;  thirteen  (13)  cirulatory ;  thirty-five  (35),  or 
one-half,  respiratory  ;  five  (5)  digestive  ;  and  four  (4)  urinary. 
The  seven  (7)  cases  of  apoplexy  and  paralysis  were  five  (5) 
males  and  two  (2)  females;  four  (4)  from  fifty  to  seventy,  two 
(2)  over  seventy  years,  and  one  (1)  under  one  year  of  age. 
The  two  (2)  cases  of  insanity,  were  one  (1)  male  and  one  (1) 
female ;  one  (1)  from  twenty  to  fifty;  and  one  (1)  over  seventy 
years  of  age.  The  three  (3)  cases  of  convulsions  were  all 
female  children  under  one  year  of  age.  The  thirteen  (13) 
cases  of  heart  disease  were  ten  (10)  females  and  three  (3) 
males  ;  one  (1)  under  one  year  ;  four  (4)  from  twenty  to  fifty  ; 
four  (4)  from  fifty  to  seventy  ;  and  four  (4)  over  seventy  years 
of  age.  The  thirty-five  (35)  cases  of  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs  under  this  class,  were  eighteen  (18)  males,  and  seven- 
teen (17)  females;  fifteen  (15)  or  nearly  one-half  under  five; 
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and  fourteen  (14)  over  fifty  years  of  age.  Fourteen  (14)  of 
the  deaths  occurred  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year  ;  twelve 
(12)  in  the  second  ;  seven  (7)  in  the  first ;  and  two  (2)  in  the 
third.  The  five  (5)  cases  of  diseases  of  the  digestive  organs 
were  four  (4)  males  and  one  (1)  female  ;  four  (4)  under  five  ; 
and  one  (1)  over  fifty  years  of  age.  The  four  (4)  cases  of  dis- 
eases of  the  urinary  organs  were  three  (3)  females  and  one  (1) 
male,  all  from  twenty  to  seventy  years  of  age. 

Under  the  developmental  class  or  special  diseases,  the 
incidental  result  of  the  formative,  reproductive  and  nutritive 
processes,  (fifty-six)  (56)  deaths  are  recorded,  or  24.56  percent  of 
all  deaths.  Sixteen  (16)  were  still-births  of  eleven  (11)  males 
and  five  (5)  females  ;  twenty-one  (21)  were  cases  of  congenital 
debility  or  of  low  vitality,  or  malformation  at  birth,  and  were 
thirteen  (13)  females  and  eight  (8)  males;  three  (3)  were 
premature  births  of  two  (2)  males  and  one  (1)  femde. 
There  was  one  (1)  death  from  ovarian  tumor  ;  and  no  deaths 
at  or  in  consequence  of  child-birth  out  of  three  hundred  and 
four  (304)  women  who  bore  children  during  the  year  1879. 
There  were  eleven  (11)  deaths  of  old  age  ;  of  six  (6)  males 
and  five  (5)  females;  and  two  (2)  deaths  of  Senile  Gangrene. 
all  over  seventy  years  of  age  ;  and  two  (2)  deaths  of  Atrophy 
and  Inanition  of  females  under  five  years  of  age. 

Under  the  violence  class,  or  deaths  by  accident,  negli- 
gence, suicide,  etc.,  nine(9)  deaths  are  recorded,  or  3.94  percent 
of  all  deaths.  Two  (2)  were  from  injuries,  in  one  case  to  the 
hip  and  in  the  other,  to  the  head,  caused  by  falls ;  one  (1)  male 
and  one  (1)  female,and  both  over  seventy  years  of  age.  Two 
(2)  were  from  accidental  drowning  in  the  lake;  both  adult 
males.  Three  (3)  were  from  burns  of  children  under  five  years 
of  age,  and  were  the  result  of  negligence.  Two  (2)  were  by 
suicide,  with  laudanum  in  one  case,  and  by  hanging  in  the 
other,  and  both  were  males  from  fifty  to  seventy  years  of  age
